The Rev. A. N. See Called 
“Last of Circuit Riders” 


Few men in Kansas have left so profound an influence on northwest 
Kansas Methodism as did the Rev. A. N. See, D.D., yet 40 years after his 
death in 1924, his name is almost unknown. 

But a few copies of his “Autobiography” in libraries and homes of 
the area serve to recall the beginnings of Methodism to a new generation. 
It is to this book that the historian repairs for an authentic look at the 
frontier church of the high plains. 

Mr. See was perhaps the last of the “circuit riders,” and his direct 
approach to problems of the spirit were in the tradition of a Francis 
Asbury or a Peter Cartwright. 

Mr. See was thrice presiding elder of the “Union Pacific” and 
“Missouri Pacific” counties on the railroad lines running west of Salina. 
His first appointment was to the Salina district of the Northwest Kansas 
conference (1882-86), before Oakley was platted on the Union Pacific. 
At that time “Forty preachers now occupy the field he at one time 
served...) It did not realize at the time his book might in time become his 
greatest contribution. 

The book, however was not written during his active life in the field, 
but during his retirement and at a time when he felt “the shadows are a 
little longer grown.” 

The book is full of typographical errors, it rambles, it forgets, it 
is self-deprecating. There are tipped-in sheets, printed asides, and a 
small advertisement offering his services as a book binder, printer. 
It is a magnificent book.

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My earely llfe was spent in the lumber woods. shingle 
shanty, saw mill, farm, and oil business in N.W. Pa. and in 
servicce of my country nearly three years. though born in 
N, Y. where my first six years were spent. My early school- 
was of a very primitive character, for we only had school 
three months in the year, and that by a teacher that could 
not get a permit to teach at all in Kansas, and many times 
I had of work in the lumber woods. cutting Togs or hauling 
them to the mill, and had to be in the woods 4 miles from © 
home by daylight. and work till dark’ and sometimes till 
9 o‘clock making shingles. This was to ‘keep the wolf from 
the door’. We could not raise enough on the farm to keepus 
so had to make up in some other way, I studied what time 


I could get by the light of the shavings in the shingle shan- 


or by the light of hickory bark or pine knots in the fire plac 
and sometimes by the light cf a saucer filled with lard and 
araginside and hanging over the side and lighted, we had 
to keep poking up the rag as it burned out. but we thought 


this was a prety good light. Rarely we had tallow dips and 


sometimes we had moulded candles, but candles were kept. 
for extra occasions, usually, Electricity, and Gas, and Oil, 
were lights to us unknown, I remember well the first oil we 


i *s had for light and: what a wonderful improvement it was, and 


how glad we were to have these briliant lights at only twenty 
five cents a galon. Wehad had the Seneca oil as a medi- 
cine at $2.00 a pint but not to-burn till Col. Drake drilled a 
well, close to where I worked in a sawmi!l and which I visit- 
ed almost every day, ‘We were not troubled with light sav- 
ing laws then. On the farm we worked as long as we could 
see and the chores to be done afer this, we comenced by day 
break or before. One year I was especialy hurried to get the 
hay up so J could go to the Academy. and I commenced my 
mowing at’3 or 4 o‘clock in the morning and worked lill 10 
o‘clock at night. In the’lumber woods and shingle shanty 
the same custom prevailed. but in the mill and oll business 


12 hours was a days work, but I frequently doubled up. The 


fall after 1 was 17 years old I had ahaved shingles fon 75c’ 
a thousand and by hard work had saved $11.00. after paying 
my board. This was to pay my tuition, room rent. books, 
and provisions forone term at the Meadville Academy and 
when other things were paid there was but little left for 
sien and I had no time to work: to- help out -if-I had

loud as I could, and he came on as though he was going to 
ride over us, I turned to the guard and commnded, ready, 
aim, and every gun was cocked and brought to the shoulder 
ready for the command to fire. The Gen. saw the situation 
and did not want to risk the next order, so stopped his horse 
in a terrible rage and said “Don’t you know me? I said’ -I 
do not know any body here’ He replied ’I command this 
Post.’ I replied ,I beg your pardon. I command this Post 
and I command you to dismount and give the countersign.’ 


He obeyed without another word, and I said ’correct pass on. 
He mounted his horse and rode away in a huff. I neve allow-. 
ed an officer to disobey his own orders, though some private — 


might be excused. At this Post I found a sentinel asleep as 

we were stationing the picket one night, and I knew if I re- 
poried him he would be cruelly punished and yet he was on- 
ly a few days from home and had a stroug temptation to lie 
down on the hay which was not forbidden, and it was very 
easy to go to sleep, but the extreme penalty was death, and 
I knew my punishment would be severe for not reporting 
but took the chance and gave him a good lecture and pledged 
both sentinels to perpetual secrecy and made no report of 
matter and we were soon sent away. We had orders to put 


all our clothing in a tent and march to Washington, and we . 
took the train to Frederick City Md. where we camped for 
some time without shelter or overcoat or blanket, and there 
came about 4 inches of snow, and we lay in the snow and. 
with no protection and no food fit to eat. I took a severe. 


cold andwhen the Co. was sent to join Mc’Cleland at Harp- 


ers Ferry, I was sent to the Junior Hall hospital where I had. 
splended care and food, and I particularly relished chicken

_ and potato that was kindly brought by a citizen of the plaec” 
-. and his daughter, who was eighteen or.twenty: years of age; . 


~ -. they came daily till we were transferred to Camp B hospital © 



















which was established for the care of the wounded and sick” 
from Antietam. I had sofar recovered that I expected to be 
sent to my regiment within a few days but there was’so much: : 
need for help to care for them that I volunteered todo what 
I could till sent to my regiment, but would not be detailed 
I said, and a Corp. could not be detailed against his will so 
I felt safe about the matter, till found the Steward had tak-~ 
en my name with others that he wanted for help’in the hos- 
pital and we were detailed by the Commander of the Depar- 
and when [ tried to go to my regiment the Surgeon said I 
was not able to endure service in the front but that I could 
be of service here, where I would have good shelter and food 
and in case of sickness good care, and that I would have to. 
stay here till spring at least, and talked to me like a father, 
‘My health was not good, the least exposure would bring me 
down with lung trouble, and yet I tried in every way that 


“© was honorable to get to my regiment. and yet I knew I was _ 

















not fit for front service. I had one of the finest placesin the 
“hospital, the charge ef the Surgeons table, no cooking. but 
set the table and waited on them at their meals and washed 
the dishes after I had eaten what I wanted of the best that 
the market afforded. My work could all be done in 4 hours - 
each day and the rest of the time was my own and I had the > 
room to myself. I had the countersign every night and one 
night Surgeon McKenzie handed me a pass signed by him- 
self and the Commander of the Department which reads 
Pass Corp. See till further orders. and as he handed it tome 
said. If there is anything else you want ask for: it, except © 
a discharge from the hospital. I can not give you that for. 
you could not endure the exposure at the front a month::: 


oe “You would be in another hospital or in the grave before that : 





time. So I staed and, in the time the Regt. was-in the bat-~. 


va ~ tle of Fredricksburgh and lost our Capt. and several men- 







* “were seriously wounded. Our first Lieut. was made Capt. 
:. and I was elected Lieut. but was not able to serve owing to 
my being in the hospital, I remained till the hospital was 
- broken up, about ten days before the battle of Chancellors-. — 
"ville. Our time was out before the battle, and ‘some regi- - 
_ iments in the brigade whos time was out a few days before 


- 
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ours was stacked their arms and refused to march. but were. 
persuaded to take their guns and join with the rest in the. 
fight. We had a terrible march to Chancelorville, of twenty 
eight miles, from surise to sunset, in a very hot day. We all - 
had knapsacks filled with clothing and blankets and over- 
coats strapped on top, and also our laversacks with 10 days 
rations, and 100 rounds of cartridges. We were thus heav- 
ily londed because our time was out, and we wanted to take 
our clothing home with us, I had a new knapsack, and a full 
supply of clothing that was prcticaly new. and I was very 
anxious to take them home, for future use; and I caried them 
as long as I could and when we would stop for. a shrt breath- 
ing spell, I would thrw away what I cared least for, and con- 
tinued this every time we stoped, instead of resting, and at 
noon was to tired to eat dinner. This was repeated in the 
afternoon, till we reached the Chancelorville house, at sun- 
set,, Thousands of knapsacks filled with clothing that after 
noon. were throwed away, so that we literaly walked on them 
for miles, men had carried them till they could do so no long- 
er, hundreds of strong men had fallen as they marched. I 
saw one of our Sergts. that was just in front of me, stagger 
and fall by the way, we could only leave them and march on. 
Some of them caught up with us that night and some had 
not. We had only got oursupper, when Jackson made his 
furious and unexpected dash on our right and found our men 
at supper with their guns stacked, and they did not stop to 
finish their supper nor to get their guns but left the whole 
things for the rebs. to gobble up, of course they did not have 
a fighting chance. without their supper, and especially, as . 
they were not allowed to get their guns, so they run as tho 
the rebs. were after them. and they were, and very close 
too. It was not giving our men a fair chance, but it was 
just like Stonewall, to slip up where least expected and give 
no chance to corrct mistakes, and our men should have had 
their guus, and pickets out, to warn them of his coming. 
This failure was, probaly, the turning point of the battle. 
We were called immediately into line and ordered to stop . 
straglers. I was too tired to eat supper, and but few got any 
supper that night. We were ordered to march to the front in 
a few minuutes, and soon to double quick, and the most ter- 
rifick musketry firing possible was going on at the front and 
it became more terrific the nearer we got to it, and the ner- 
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er we got to the front the faster we went: we forgot that we 
were tired-out so we could scarcely take another step, when’: 


we got to the Chancelorville house. We took 2 doublequick 
and kept it up without fatigue till within a few rods of the 


front. and filed to the right and advanced about two miles, 


We had the worst piece of woods to push our way through 
that I ever saw. The second growth pine was so thick we 
could not. see the enemy ten feet from us, and were likely to 


run in to them at any moment. We were on the extreme 


right of our line to keep the enemy from flanking us. here we 
stopped and worked like bedvers, and with not much better 


tools, for we had no shovel, or pic kax, in our regiment to 


dig with, and but few hand axes to cut down trees, but we 
made the best use of what we had. We used bayonets to 


dig with, and our plates for shovels, and by3 a. m, we had’ | 


breast works that we felt we could defend successfuly, and 
we lay down on our guns, for an hour, ready for action at 
any moment, and were called into line every few minutes. 

We had been on duty the nizht but one before, marching all 
night, and I was on guard last night. and nothing to eat since 
morning, so Il was neariy played out, but I had only just 
come from the hospital and would rather dic than be branded 
as a coward, so I kept on, tho I could eat but little; In the 10 
days we were out I only ate three days rations, yet felt well 
and was ready for duty when called on, and that was almost 
every day. I have often thought we as christians do as we 
did on our march, we bear our loads as long as we can and 
every little while we find something we must throw out or 
drop out by the way, and before we pass the péarly gates we 
must have our knapsacks entirely empty. How much bet- 
ter to empty them at the first, and uot have the load to carry 
allthe way. ‘“‘Laying aside every weight, and the sin that 


doeth so easily beset us, let us run patiently the race.set be-- 


fore us. In this way ‘wecan run and not’ be weary, and 


walk and not faint”. The fight on our left wasterrific, the 3d 


Corps had been cut off from the main line of the army by 
Jacksons drive through our lines and they fought desperate- 
ly till midnigt to regain their position. It was here that the 


400 Pa. Cavalry, made that famous charge against Jacksons’ 


‘10,000 bayonets. Pleasenton commanded our artilery and 


cavalry,’and as he with Maj, Keeron with his 400 rode to 


the top of the hill they saw Jackson’ S men sweey ing every 
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thing before them and he knew they must be stopped here 
or the day was lost, His guns were not placed. He turned 
. to Maj. Keenon and said to him “Major I want you to take 
your men and check that charge while I plant my guns, and 
shot them, The Maj, realized that it was certain death to 
himself and all his men, without a moments hesitation gave 
the order to charge and with saber drawn lead the charge on 
the ful] run, as was expected, they all went down, but they 
had 2complished all that was expected, and fell at their post. 
While they were in their death grapple with Jackson. Pleas- 
anton and his artilery were busy planting his guns and shot- 
ing them with double charges of grape and canister, and 
cleared the field of the enemy before him. mowing them, as 
grain before the reaper. . The 400 did not die in vain. I got 
this item from “What a Boy Saw in the Army” by Jessey 
Bowman Young. I think there is nothing on record more 
noble and daring, and should be known. Here Jackson was 
~ killed by his own men while recanoitering. This was a heavy 
loss for the enemy. From here we advanced about 2 miles 
to our picket line and went on picket. Our pickets were so 
close to the enemy that we had to drop off one for each post 
about 10 rods back from his post, and he would lie down and 
craw! to his post. and the relieved picket would crawl back 
to the line, so we kept on till the whole were changed. We 
had pickets about every rod, and instead of walking our 
beats as is usual, we hid as much as possible, and watch for 
the enemy. I lay down on the ground under a second grow- 
th pine with my head as close to the ground as possible, and 
I often wished I could get it under the ground, when the 
picket firmg of the enemy would turn to a perfect volley, 
and the limbs were falling around me. cut from the tree over 
my head. More than a dozen limbs were cut off from the 
tree not higher than my head would be if standing up, by 
minnie balls, but they did me no harm as I kept my head 
down without any other warning. I had no curiosity in the 
matter, so the closer down the safer I felt. We wereto have 
been on picket one day but owing to our commander geting 
drunk and geting us into a scrape and runing us through our | 
2 own picket lines in another section, and leaving the front 
Piss unprotected, and calling out the cavalry, and artilery, from 
) the main line to repel an attck of the enemy, which was not | 
nt 3 made only in an addled brain. We. simply obeyed orders. 
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fe 2 i. Wass 0 drunk. on this. occasion he called up ther Teserves or

_. ed.us to'deploy skirmishers and as we had never drill ed this

ed at their post all this tlme, and our fire was towards them, 
but we were too far away to do them any harm.so they were 
net harmed or disturbed by our disgraceful retreat, and) run: 
For this we were kept on picket another day, and the Col, was 
ie Se placed in commad, and we came near. being ‘captured; - We 
ae -'.- Rad one of the severest storm that I ever experienced, I was 
é <.. ! on the ground and dare not raise my head for fearof a bullet, 
and every thread of clothing.saturated for hours, and com- 
‘pletely chilled through, and no dry clothes here or at camp, 
and no fire to dry ourselves, it seemed that it was more than 
_ it was worth. when the relief came, to.crawl back and go to: 
-eamp. ‘When the army retreated across the river, it was the 
_ - intention to have the whole army acros before day light. and. 
-.-we were so close to the rebs. that it was difficult. and danger- ° 
ous, to call us in, so we were left on picket, while the others 
were crossing the river, and it was by the meerest chance that. 
_ we learned of the retreatand that not till after day light, and

I felt able to carry my own things and was glad to help ‘a Com- 
rade, till we were safe over the river and the bridge was up 
and we knew the rebs. had none, so we were safe, and I could 
not go any further, and the Captaiu ordered Charles to stay . 


with E. Fink and care for us andwhen we got rested tocome 


on by easy stages as we were able to march. We rested for 
a time, and when we thought we were able we marched on a 
few rods, and rested again. and so we kept on, marching and | 
resting, before we reached our Company where they camped 
the same night we crossed the river. and we found them glad 
to weleme us, and make it as comfortable for us as possible. 
We did not leav here till we were sent to Camp Curtain to 
be mustered out, which was within a few days... We were all 
rejoived when the order came. I had not been able do any | 
duty since crossing the river, and would have been sent to 
the hospital if my time had not been out, I was liing on the 
ground most of the time, but was able to eat a partial rati- 
on every day but some one else did the cooking, and this. 
was done cheerfully. Our return home was void of anything 
specialy exciting, except our hurry to get home. We were 


rejoiced to reach home and the greetings of friends again. 


The night before our retreat, I was on picket only a few rods 
from the reb. lines and the firing commenced at the left, a 
few scattering shots at first, and as it came-along the line it 
became a perfect volley by the time it got to my post, and 
we expected they were advancing, and I saw a line in front. 
and within a few feet of me, as the moon shone very dimly, 
and I got ready to fire, but the moon shining brighter show- . 
ed only stumps, and brush, and grass, but no rebs. The one 
on the post next to me slipped off his post. and made for the 
rear as fast as possible. He said all the others had run and 
could not afford to stay and de captured. He was the only 
one that left his pest, but he never could stand fire. I pit- 
tied him, for he. seemingly, could not help it. He suffered 
terribly on account of it, and resolved he would never run 
again, but he could not stand fire, and but for what friends 
would say at home there would have been more runing on 
‘both sides, While it is noble to die for our country, yet we 
would. generaly, prefer to live for our country. Itis not the 
the most desirable thing in the world to stand up to be shot 
at. There must be very strong reasons to justify it. 

We were mustered out at Harisburg May 23th 1863. 
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r Government had ordered a draft to fll the place of the ones © 
being discharged, and I was appointed Enrolling Officer for © - 


- my own Towship, Rome Tp. ‘Crawford, Co. pa. This was - 
“a Democratic strong hold, Irish Roman Catholic, Nigger. 


4 haters, and against the Repulican administration. and most 


emphaticaly agin the Draft, and while not orgauized to resist - 


the draft, yet many of them made threats, what they would 


do if any one attempted to enroll them, I was warned by the 
board.to be careful making the enrollment,I would have the 


whole government to protect me: I made the enrollmentwith 
out any harm though I always went prepared for trouble if 
{t should come and sure to enroll all that had made threats. 


and if they would not give me the proper information, I us- : 


ed the discressioary power given me by the board, and made 


the enrollment as I judged correct, but if in doubt I always 


gave the benefit of the doubt to the government; so they’ - 
would come in the first draft, and they could explain to the: - 


board, and it would be more difficult and. expensive than if 


givn to me. but I could not compell the m' to expiain, while. 


the Board could or send them to the front. I always told 
them the danger of refusing. me all:the information I asked. 


Some of them were drafted and regretted the way they had — 


treated me.‘ I supposed I could resign as soon as I had made 
the enrollment and be free to attend college but they requir- 
ed me to serve notices of the drift, and it took me out of 


College so often that I lost interest in my studies and it was. -. 


so easy to get excused that I tock advantage of the codition 
and unfortunately for me. there was an attractive young la- 
dy where I boarded and she had a jover that wanted to have 
good time. reardless of expense, she was perfectly willing to 
go when he wanted to hirea horse and bugy, but her parents 
was not willing they should go without company, so I fre- 


_ quently took another young lady and went along for a ride, - 


this was a detriment to my studies. I passed in tny graes by 


the charity: of the faculty, I have thoght, but if they had’. 


known of my plesure trips, 1 would not have been excused so: - 


easily, but. I never made a false statement when I wanted to © 


be excused,.but sometimes I did not give any reason, I have . 
thouht. since I acted.a lie for I expected the Faculty to think «. 


it was Government business when it was mere pleasure, for- -

| went out, of the county | between two days, for apt. dffi-. 
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culty, I think. I know it relieved me from considerable fi- - 
nancial éxpense, and loss'of many lessns,I learned a lesson to 
not trust a stranger, but I forgot it. too quick and have lost . 
when I have done it. I continued in College till I enlisted in 
the army again in the only place where I would be accepted 
for service, and only that the examining surgeon was an inti- _ 
mate friend, and knew the conditions of the Co. I was going . 

to: he would not have passed me, as my lungs would not en- 
dure exposure, but Co. K, 150 P. V. were stationed at the 
‘White House” at Washington, D.C. They:had been here 
over a year guarding the home, and the President hadl on an 
occasion when the Co. had been ordered front and another 
guard stationed in their place: sent Tad. about 10: years old 
' with a note to Secretary Staunton, that they had accepted a _ 
guard because their friends had advised it: and that Co. K 
had given good satisfaction: and that they had no objection 
to their being cent off; but if so they did not want any other: 
this settled the matter. There was need for more men to _ 
do the duty at the. White House in a proper manner but it 
was only select men that would be received for they were be- 
fore the highest dignitaries of the world every.day; as they 
went past on their way to visit the President, or Congress, 

or various Departments of Government, and also the Officers . 
both civil. and military, of our.own Government: and these — 
had to be saluted in a proper manner,. besides the guard duty 
which of course was the principal thing at all.times. First | 
duty was to be faithful guards. Then Properly to salute 
those entitled to a salute. The place was one of the most — 
desirable in the army; good quarters, good cooking, softbread ~ 
- and church privileges when off duty. To be one of the Pres- 
idents guards was the most honorable services that one could 
render his country. . Charles wanted to go and was accepted 

on condition that woulb go. I had married his sister Cyn- 

thia A. Northrop, Nov. 18th. before, and had settled down 
to keep house in one room and I had made part of furniture 

of dry goods boxes, and it was a great struggle for me.to go: . 
and I took some time to decide, and after much consultation © 
with Cynthia and various planning as what she would do if 

I should go to the army. We finaly decided it was my daty . 
to go to the army, arid Cynthia would graduate at the State 
Normal, at Edinborough, and get a State Certificate, that” 
would be good without renewal, and this would be for Life. © 
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She.could graduate in June 1865, and we both thought it 
would be a good investment of money, and would be good 
employment for the mind; making it benficial in both ways, 
Arrangments were made according and we remained in our 
little home, till I went to the army. Cynthia never made 
an objection to my going to the army; often said she wished 
she could go along as a nurse: but Government had not got 
Be wise to the nurse business yet: and many died in hospitals 
Faeeene, for want of proper nursing. When it came time to go we 
“i embraced eachother so continued to the door and there we 
took our parting kiss without a tear shed; I did not know 
till my return from the army how severe the stuggle was for 
her. She was found unc onscious, sometime afterwards at 
the bottom of the door, where we parted, with a lock of her 
-hair caught in the door as it closed. She must have fallen — 
to the floor like a lump of lead the moment the door began 
to close; and it is almost a miracle that she lived through it. 
How many hearts have been broken by inhuman war: will it 
neuer end? Cynthia went to the Normal and in the fall an 
application was sent from Dickenson Co. tosend them their 
best teacher for their school; and she was sent and gave the 
best of satisfaction and kept up her studies, and at the close 
of the term returned tc the Normal, finished her course with 
credit to herself, and class, and I got my discharge in time to 
be present and was proud of her accomplishment. 
I went on to Harrisburg where we were mustered into service 
from here we were sent. to Washington, I provided tnyself 
a with a few things that 1 thought I would need and among 
hoe them was & small hand trunk that my brother made for me 
Hap to keep my things in. This made as mueh amusement as 
Rage Franklin did gnawing on one Joaf of bread and another un- 
destad der each arm. The idea of a soldier just going to the front

ment papers could not be found, when we told them; they

Charles and myself wandered across the Camp, before din- 
ner, and were admitted to see the Commaner and stated our 
case to him, and requested to be sent to our Co. which was 
on detached duty at the White House, but the Regiment was 
at the front. so it was important for us to get to our Co. in- 
stead of to our Regt. He asked us afew questions and was 
very gentlemanly about the matter; and finaly siid our pa- 
pers were lost, and he presumed our statement was correct 
and after dinner, if we would re port to him with alll of our 
equipments he would send us to Capt. Gatchel, with an Or- 
derly, and if the Capt. accepted us, it would end the trouble. 
We thanked him, and returned for dinner, and reported to 
the others, and after dinner we al! packed up and started for 
Head-quarters. The V/urd-u:aster ordered us to halt; and 
placed himself very pompuusiy across the door-way with a 
hand on each door-post witii his face towards u3, said you 
can not pass here. [ said we have orders from Head-quar- 
ters to report at once: He again said; You can not pass here 
and looked as big as a bulfrog ready to sing; I was at the rear 
and gave the order Fcrward maich; ana i ‘unged forward 
at the same time; The pompous VW. #4. found simself on his 
back in the street and as the floor of tue ward was 2 feet 
above the street, it made quite a jolt, and he looked like a 
puff ball that had been stped on, and ths croud shoted at his 
downfall notwithstaning his constant command: Halt. Halt 
we went on our way rejoicing, He got up and tried to stop 
us; but we paid no attention tohim, He finaly ran to where 
he could see the Commanderr and hollered; Did you order 
these to report to you? His reply was. Yes Gir I] did. 
This settled the windy W. M. so far as we were concerned. 
We were sent to our Co. and welcomed, and assigned quar- 
ters. Charles and I with Curt Arnold, and Pete Bierbower, . 
Curt A. was an old College chum. and a Methodist. Pete B. 
was a stranger and not a Christian, but a true man; We ar- 
renged to have family prayers in our tent at night just before 
retiring. We looked up a place were we could enjoy church 
brivileges, and after trying several places, we felt we were 
made most welcome at McKendrie, and joined there. We 
attended all the services when we could. This was a very 
spiritual church. We were always welcome, and enjoyed the 


services very much. It was at a prayer meeting here I first 


met Sargt. Boston Corbett, jtst after the Assaination of the 
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Presfdent; His earnest prayer that the assasin migt be brot 
to speedy justice and then his instrumentaliity in answer- 
his own prayer always left a strong imprssion on my mind. 
When I was pastor at Concordia, 1881, I became better ac- — 
quainted with him. He had taken a homstead near there, 
and we frquetly met at church and other places and felt that 
in times of excitement he was not responsible for his actions 
but usualy he was all right. At one time in a trial where 
he was a witness, in cross questioning him, he understod the 
attorney to question his truthfulness and he pulled his navy 
that he killed Booth with, and he cleaned the court room as 
600n as the doors and windows would allow and he mounted 
his little black poney and rode home and left the court ad- 
journed: I think he was never arrested for it. in fact no 
one cared for the job of arresting him; he was considered 
perfectly harmless if not prvoked, but they did not want to 
provoke him. One day the sheriff wanted to arrest him and 
60 he and his deputy rode out to his home for that puaposc 
and when they rode up they were met at the door by Corb- 
ett with his revolver pointed at them and the order to dis- 
mout and hitch and come in. They obeyed; and soon diner 
was ready and they were invied to eat which they did, and 
when they were done he said you can go now and they did 
as requested and thought best to make no arrest. When 
the legislature convened in 1886 he was elected door.keeper 
of the house and all went well till some stranges questioned 
him prety closely about the shooting of Boothe and he went 
wild and drew his revover and chsed them out of the house 
and finaly. held the house in tercr for several hours till the 
police captured him and he was sent to the insane assylum 
and from there he ecaped and mounted a poney which was 
hitched to a post nearby and after he was a safe distance 
he sent the poney back, as reported. Whether alve or dead 
I know not but presum he is dead. He was nearly starved 
to death in Anersonville and this was, no doubt the cause of 
his nervous condition. I had frquent conversatons with him 
concening the hunting down and killing of Boothe and no 
doubt of the truthfulness on his story. He suid that the 
barn was burning and Boothe refused to surrener and had his 
gun aimed at a soldier, when Corbett fired the fatal shot that 
ended a wothless. criminal life. and saved a soldier. 


21 Buying Capacity. Retired Preachers. 


Whie my wife was at the Normal Mr. Tar, that had become 
suddenly a millionaire, from oil. had always lived in pover- 
ty and had' no education, and he had not been able to give 
his children any advantages’ till now, detemined to give his 
daughters the best education that money would being he 
placed them in the Normal with orders to do their best for 
them regardless of cost and he would pay the bills; and he 
also visited them and enqired how they were geting along, 
In this he showed his good sense, as well as his fatherly re- 
gard. On one of these visits he was questioning the teacher 
of one of his daughters as to her progress, and finaly the 
teacher said; to be frank with you Mr. Tarr, I tink she lacks 
capacity. He had no idea what capacity was but supposed 
it was something that money could buy, and immediately 
said ‘She shall have it. ‘I will buy it if it costs a thousand 
dollars”. He is to be commended, not jeered at. 

This was told my wife by the sister of the teacher and it is 
the correct version of the story. 

While at the Normal my wife became very intimately asso- 
ciated with the fanily of Rev W. H. Holland, who was the 
Methodist Pastor at Edingborough at the time and three of 
the children were in the Normal, and graduated at the same. 
time she did. B. W. H. united with the Upper Iowa Conf. 
the same year I did; they all fina!y came to Kansas and B. 
W. transfered to our Conference and did go od work till his 
health failled. His father took a homestead near Scandia 
and made a dug-out and moved with his tamily, his wife so 
crippeled with rheumatism that she had to be carried to and 
from table and bed. entirely helpless, and the day before we 
visited them the rain had poured into their home till it was 2 
feet deep on the ffoor she suffering and no money for medi- 
cine to relieve her. He hoped his Conference aid would en- 
able him to build a little frame building over his dug-out 
but when it came it was a niggardly pittance of only $50.00 
and that from the old and rich Erie Conference. and that 
after the facts had been fully placed before them. I shall 
always despis the Erie Conference for its dishonesty. I can 
use no milder term. : In fact it was muder; by a slow, but 


sure method: When will Conferences deal justly with her 


retired preachers? Ther is not a claim that will be more 
cheerfully met by the church than this, if intelligently, and 
earnestly pesented by the pastor.

Guard quarters White-house front &e. 23 


I must now return to soldier life and duties. Our camp was 
on the eztreme south part of the White House grounds just 
on the north side of Pensylvania Avenue, as originaly planed 
The plan was for the house to front the south having a view 
of the Potomac, Arlington. Washington Monument, and all 
the scenery of the park, and facing the prinipal street of the 
City, runing from the Capitol, past the Treasury, the White 
House, and the War and Navy Departments. But for some 
reason the Hou se was used as though it taced Jackson Park 
on the north, and the Avenue was turned norch at the U. S, 
Treasury building and went norih of the Treasury grounds 
‘Jackson Square, and on to Georgetown. The driveway was 
covered so that carriages were completely protected from 
storm while arriving or departing. A guard was stationed 
each side. outside the porch, to guard the entrance from the 
front, as now used. These were called the ramparts and here 
were passing consiantiy to and fro the highest dignatories of 
- the world, and these all had to be recognised and saluted ac- 
cording to rank, which required close observation and good 
memory I was citen puzzeled, and when in doubt gave salute 
of higher rank rather than one too low, and I never knew 
~ any one to complain at geting too high a salute. The duty 
on these posts was quite taxing, every strap, and buckle and 
gun, and piece of armor or clothing must be in perfect con- 
dition; rust on the gun. or insid2. or in any matal, or failure 
to have the leather properly shined was severely punished — 
and the least drop of rain would destroy all our work, and 
make us do it all. over again, and our white gloves had to be 
cleaned every time we went on guard. It teok us till near 
noon after being relieved from guard duty, to clean up for 
duty the next day. Wewere on duty about three days in 
the week, this left us some time to see the city, but were 
allowed only five passes in a day which would only let us 
out about once in three weeks. We could see no reason for 
keeping us in so close and invented various ways to get out 
without being caught by the patroll, for they were specialiy 
anxious to get one of our Co. and put us in the guard house 
all night and then publsh us in the papers as disorderly, to 
disgrace us and have us sent front so they could get our place 
for it was the most honorabd!e post in the army and the mos: 
responsible for we were responsible for the safety of the prés- 
ident, who'was Command.t of al! ovr armies and navy.

Our duties required us to guard the house and. the grounds 
but the duty that was specialy impressed upon us was the 
carefully guarding the President whil at the White House or 
Soldirs Home, in the summer. When he went to the soldiers 
home we moved our camp o:t there, and had fine summer 
quarters with the same duties. only changing the place of 
doing it, but when he went to and from the White House 
was escorted by a mounted guard, the Union Light Guard, I 
beleive, of Ohio Cavalry; they helped guard the grounds 
and were as I recollect them. a fine troop. tho I was not 


personaly acquinted with any of them, I smply remember 


them as a fine comany of cavalry and as escort for the pres- 
ident. We regarded them as gent!manly and efficient. 

At the White House our guard quarers was about the cen- 
ter of the grounds, so we could have all the guards at any 
point in the quickest possble time, it needed. Between the 


White House and the War Department there was a park of 


trees large enough to conceal an enemy, and the President 
made frequent trips to consult with Staunton.and to get the 
latest news from the front, for strange as it seem now, the 
White House had no telephone, nor telegraph, there was no 
messenger boy to carry messages. though a soldier was often 
detailed for that purpose, but president Lineoln was his own 
messenger, gencraly, I have watched him many times as he 
went to and from thinking some enemy might be in hiding 
to sieze him; especialy was with true during the battle of 
the wilderness about 2 o'clock every morning and I could 
see his face wrinkle with care and anxiety day by day as he 
passed me in his journey; and I was always proud to give 
him a salute and to watch him so that no harm came to him 
He was one of the most tender hearted, and considerate of 
the comforts of others, without regard to rank or position. 
A guard was walking his beat in the storm one day on the 
ramparts, as we called it, and the president looking out of 
his office window saw him hailed him saying to him ‘“‘Senti- 
nel why not: eome under the porch out of the storm?. 
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to. which the sentinel replied ‘it is contrary: to. orders Mr. - 


president,. at once he asked ‘do you kow.who commands the 
army and navy of the United States?’ the sentinel replied, 
‘you-do Mr. president’; the president then said ‘T command 
you to come under the porch out of the storm”. He: obeyed 
and we never: walked i in. the storm unless necessary.

things concerning Tad he had, for it showed the esteem the 
men who knew him best placed on him. He could not thnk 
of parting with it and of course I did not get it but I have 
the letter showing his appreiation of the gift. 

Robert was away at school most of the time we were at the 


‘White House and we did not get acquainted with him. One 


night he was going into the house after 9 o’clock and I was 


on guard in front and halted him but he did not stop and I 
hallenged him again but he went on towards the door, I 


brot my gun to a charge and started for him and would have 
stopped him but the doorkeeper opened the door and I was 
relieved; I did not know he was in the city and presume he 
did not know I was halting him as he had not been under 
military rule and I was not directiy in front of him but my 
duty was to stop him till I knew he was a proper person to 
enter or was received by the doorkeeper; I was infomed as 
to who he was by the Corporal within a few minutes after, 
but the inforination was too late, if the doorkezper had not 
come to the door as he did I would have stopped him with 
bayonet if necessary. And yet I presum he never suspected 
his danger. Our orders were very strict, and yet we were 
regired to use our knowledge and judgment as to who we 
admitted. and if any doubt wait for the Corporal to deter- 
mine. 
One night at the Soldiers Home, just before Early made his 
rade on Washington we were all prety nervous. It was ru- 
mored that Mosby was within our lines with 500 men in dis- 
guise to take the bresident, we put enough credence in the re- 
port to bring the whole guard from camp and have them 
fully armed all night and laying close to the prsident’s house 
where they could spring to arms in a moment and defend the 
president. The guard was specially charged to be vigilant, 
and we were expecting an attack any moment, whether by 
cavalry or infantry or both, we had no idea, but we were 
prepared for either, and very much excitd. I was on guard 
in tront of the house and the president and his private sec- 
retary were in earnest conversation where I almost brushed 
against them as I walked my beat, I heared horsemen. or 
man coming at a rapid gate and my uneasyness became in- | 
tense, as I realized the danger and that I was more respens- 
ible for the safety of the president than any other man, on 
account of my position as guard, at the presidents door; I 
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listened and watched with the greatest anxiety thinking of 
the dangar the president was in if a charge should be made 
outside and in plain sight; I continued this “watchful wait- 
ing’’ till I was satisfied the horsemen had passed our picket 
1-8 mile out, and I could wait no longer. I said “President 
step in the house and shut the door’. Hed dit at once and 
I called Seargent of the guard post 1. Co. K fall in! fall in! 
and immediately took my place at the end of my beat near- 
est the approaching horseman; by this time a messenger ap- 
peared with revolver in hand, horse covered with foam, and 
riding at full speed; I challenged him but he did not stop; I 
gave a second challenge; and leveled my gun ready to fire if 
mecessary. He saw the situation and stopped quckly as pos- 
sible; and as ordered dismounted and gave the countersign 
and said he must see the president at once as he had a mes- 
age for him. I said hand it to the seargent and he with delver 
it for you. He said ne must deliver it in person that secre- 
Staunton had charged him to give it tono one else; I said 
You cannot see the president. Give your message to the 
seargent at once and he will bring you the president’s receipt 
that will relieve you. He finaly obeyed it was an order 
that he should come to the White House at once with heavy 
escort, as it was not safe for him to remain away. He went 
immediately escorted by the cavalry, and did not return till 
Early was driven away from Washington. We sougt and 
obtained permission to go to the front and help defend the 
city. We remained at Ft. Stephens till Early was gone and 
then returned to our duties at the soldiers home. I presume 
I am the only private soldier that ever gave a command to 
the president, but I could not wait to request. I must have 
him out of danger at once and was not much more excited 
than secretary Staunton, for I understood the paper read 
“ Come to the White House at once, under heavy escort’’. 
Which was a command. I would not ordinarily think of 
refusing a messenger from Staunton with a special message 
to the president the chance of delivering it but I could take. 
no chances. I had no reason to doubt that the’ messenger. 
was all right but I knew it was safe to send the message by 
the seargent. If his body guard at the theater had been as 
_ careful as they should have heen the nation would have been 

_ saved the terrible calamity that deprived the world of one 

of the noblest characters of the ages. | 
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“27 | - The Assassination 


The assassination of President Lincoln at this time, was one 
of the most beastly. brutal, and heathenish, acts ever rec- 
orded; if it had been in the heat of battle, by the enemy, when 
his death could have helped their cause there would have 
been some excuse for it, or if he had been tyranical or cruel 
to his enemies that they had reason to fear his vengence, in 
the future some excuse. Thereis no excuse to be offered 
Booth was considered a friend and had free admission to the 
president at any time, and was in the croud listening to the 
last public adderess the president made. It was from his 
office window the same week of the assasination, when our 
Co. band serenaded him, and his words were full of thank- 
fulness that the cruel war was ended and we would soon go 


-home to our loved ones and peace and good will would cover 


cur bleeding counry, in all his address that evening there 
was not a word of hatred or even censure for the fallen foe, 
but oniy goodwill and kindness. The terms. of surrender 
were fully approved by him and were the most magnani- 
mous ever ofiered to a conquered people, as an ex-reb. lieut. 


- gad to me in Ga. after the war, the officers and men allowed 


to keep their horses and equipments for use at home. He 
had not in his heart malice toward any hutnan being. but 
with melice towards none and with charity for a!l he went 
forth to do the right as he sawit. The strife was now over 
and he like Moses saw the promised land but did not live to 
enjoy it. Our Company wou!d not have mourned more truly 
if their own father had died; we felt it as a personal. loss, 
as well as a national loss. We acted as guard of honor 
when his body was at the White House, and in the funeral 
procession to the Capital and while in State there; and we 
should have been in the same position on the journey to his 
last resting place, it would have been more pleasant for the 
family we had been with for so long. but our officers allowed 
others to get the position from us. Our Captan cared more 
for his own ease than for the comfort or honor of his men. 
The whole city was in mourning as soon as it was known, 
more cemplete transformation could not be conceived of. 
yesterday every thing was dressed in the emblems of rejoic- 


ing. Flags were at the top of the mast and all was rejoic- 


ing, and everybody shouting because the war was at an end 
now ail signs of rejoicing were removed and the blackest of 
mourning took its place. At 9 o’clock in the morning every 
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house, onlin. 4 ‘2 private, was draped in the deepest mourn- 
ing and every thing that could. be used for that purpose | in 
the city was'taken by that-time. and dresses. were torn up, 
for this purpose. It looked.as though one were dead i in ev-. 
ery house. Every voice was hushed, The. stillness as. of. 
death was everywhere. The City. the Nation, the World, 
was mourning, for the most unselfish, and noblest ciitizen 
had gone to join the Immortals. Tad was inconsolable till 
he seemed to catch the idea that his father had gone to heav- 
én. then he said I guess itis best for him, this was not a 
vory good place for him.. Tad was most devoted to his fath-. | 
er and his father was devoted to him. . They were together 
much of the time when public duties allowed and they enter-, 
ed into games, and amusements, that Tad would enjoy -with, 
a hearty good will. Tney both s2emed to enjoy the sport. 
€oncerning the christian character of Abraham . Lincoln, . 
when I:knew him.I have no doubt he was a devoted follower, 
of the lowly Nazarine. though I would rather he had not 
gone to the theater, and I am not certain that his life would, 
not have been spared if.ne had not gone, I someway feel saf- 
er or our own ground than when poaching on the devils tere 
itory; and yet I have no doubt he was saved through faith 
in Jesus Christ. but I have rot so much hope for Methodist 
who violate their church vows and take the chance of the 
theater. I certainly prefer to start to heaven from some 
other place. I would have been giad if he had united with 
some orthadox church; and I believe-he would have done SO 
had he had the encouragement from a-thoroughly loyal, 
christian, pastor. -In spite of this I believe he was fully. 
consecrated to.God in doing the work he believed the Lord 
called. him to do, feeling at different times that his life was 
to be sacrificed for the. cause, and yet never faltering in his 
‘work, We must:say of h tn; Most unselfish, most self sacri- 
ficing- of'men. He sought nothing for self, but all his effort 
was to save the Nation. His equal has not been known. in 
this generation, if in the worlds’ history. His name will be 
honored more and.more as the years pass by, and his praise 
will be sung by- distant nations while the world shall.stand. 
He is no- longer simply an Amer can. He now “belongs .to 
the ages”’..His fame can never. die. Tyrants .who waded 


to fame, and glory, through rivers of blood, .and ‘mountains 





_ of murdeded men: and rivers-of.womens.tears, will be. for- 
- gotten-or. execrated. . ‘The name of Linealn will be ‘honored. 
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Concerning the last publick address of President Lincoln 
menioned before, it should be cailed a private address for it. 
was in response to a serenade by our Co. Band. and was for 
our special benefit, I think it was Wednesday evening, but . 
am not certain. It was a fatherly address to those that had 
eo long been so closely associated together and would soon 
separate. I have never seen this speach mentioned in any. 
life of Lincoln, nor heard it mentioned in any address; know 
it is true as I heard it. I do not know that Boothe, was ef. 
the number present, some of the Co. said they saw him. 
The war was over and we were glad when the order came for 
eur muster out for we did not care to guard presi dent John- 
son, while we were there we did our duty, but it was as du-. 
ty, not because we loved or respected the man. We some- 
way believed he was privy to the asasination, and so did 
many in high position. Treasurer Spinner said to me one 
day as a delegation from Ky. was calling on the president, 
that he knew all about it before hand, motioning to where the 
president sat. He used the Treasury building for an office 
while Mrs. Lincoln was moving out of the White House. 

I had saved iny money. or rather loand it to soldiers to take 
furlough that had no money to go with unless I did. and |] 
had out $375.00 when we were paid off at Harrisburgh. no 
security, not even a note, and every one paid me in full with- 
a word, and we were not together three hours and many of 
them I have never seen since. It would have been an easy 
matter for many of them to have slipped off without pay- 
ing me, but that would not be the soldiers way. : 

I came Edingborough and made a few acquaintances of stu- 
dents and faculty and to witness the gradating exerciscs. — 

I rturned to Allegheny College and took up my studies with 
full purpose of completing my course, my wife got a position 
in the city schools, which helped meet expenses; and we got 
atwo rcecm apartment house, and both helped in the work 
and got along fine till my health failed. Before the. close of 
the second term I was prostrated by disease caused by serv- 
ice in the army and for weeks my life was despaired of; and 
when I finaly rallied sufficient, we made a visit to my pare- 
ents in Delaware; on my return, I intended to re-enter Col- 
lege the Dr. said I must not try again here but might in an 
other climate. My wifes parents had moved to Iowa and we 
arranged to go to Cornell College at Mt. Vernon, Iowa. 
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My wife taught a private school in the old seminary building 
supported by subscription, but the College admitted so low 
grades and the public schools so high grades that there was 


‘no room for a shool between, and she was not allowed to tea 


ch the studies taught in College, and could not take up the 
ones taugt in the public schools free; so it did not pay, and 
at that close of the second term we were compelled to leave, 


_and each taught school near wifes’ fathers and kept house 


near there; and when we saw call for teachers for the Freed- 
men in the South we applied for work, but heared nothing 
from our application for some time, and: was’ persuaded by 
our pastor, Laben Winsett, to take a license to preach; and 
was recommended for admission to the Upper Iowa Confer. 
ence by the same Quarterly Conference. I received word 
from Dr. Rust that we were accepted for the Freedmens’ 
work in Ga. We went and I united with the Ga, Conferen- 
ce at Atlanta Ga. Nov. 1867; and was appointed to Coving- 
ton and Oxford. I taught at Oxford and my wife at Coving- 
ton; and I preached at both places. I had a membership 
of 375 as given me by my P. E., Yarbrough,though not half 
of them ever pretended to join the church, but simply were 
in favor of it. They were of all colors of black and white 
mixed. Some that even Sovthern experts could not detect 
a trace of black blood, and some in whom there did not seem 
to be any trace of white blood, and all shades between; we 
had all shades in our schools, and in ages from 3 to 45, and 
mechanics, farm hands, house servants, and a preacer. in the 
Ga. Conference; He was reading in the first read2r; and he 
made good progress in his studies, and was reckoned a good 
preacher. We had a varied, and thrilling, experience. Our 
lives were theratened several times and several attempts to 
carry out the threats were frustrated. We taught both day 
and night schools, and though many were men or women but 
few had learned to read. They all made rapid progress, not 
because of their superior ability but their application, and 
the shade of color made no difference. There was a growing 
interest in religious matters dayly and 75 were received into 
ehurch membership and as many more were almost ready 
to unite and did soon ufter we left. we left to save our lives 
I. have the notice.that was tied on the post in front of our 
door when we were away, by three men who csme at night 
with revolvers in hand to enfore their threats; : ‘they were 
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not masked or in ary way disguised but were among the 
most respectable members of the community, and promi- 
nent members of the M. E. Church South, and were up- 
held by almost the entire communiny, including the offi- 
cers, They were well known and fully reognised and' the 
deputy sheriff made no effort to deny the fact or their 
names, but made light of it, and said they perhapse, had 
been drinking too much but that it was only to scare me 
I told him I was not easiiy scared but if he had any in- 
terest in their welfare to tell them not to come again for 
they did. thev would be carried away. I said to him-I 
have a Burnside carbine with a minnie ball and 12 revol- . 
er balls on top this wiil be the first challenge, If this does 
_not settle the matter, I have a revolver that never fails 
and I claim to be as good a shot there is in the state, and 
if any one questions it all he has todoisto pull, I haveit 
right here; I never go without it. After what has been done 
I shoot to kill. The notice they left was on a leaf torn from 
a pocket memorandom book, showing that it was not their: 
intention to leave any notice. but to finish the job. at once 
Had they intended to leave a notice they would have used 
the official letter-head which had the coffin, revolver, scull, 
and cross bones, and they would not have needed a dozen 
men back of them to help if needed. Tie notice read “If you 
do not move you are dead man. K. K.K.” And we in the 
South knew the meaing of this as well as of U.S. A: They 
tried to find us, but no one knew where we were. This was 
the evening after the Co. Democratic Convention. When 
I said to myself, that means danger to us and yet kept at 
our work as usual till about 4 p.m: when we. saw Brother 
Hammond coming from Oxford, and knew he would want us 
to go home with him and spend Saturday with them and we 
decided we could not possibly spare the time, he asked when 
he first came and we refused till dark and finaly he said he 
was not going till we went with him; and on account of his 
wife, who was afraid he wonld be killed every time went out 
we decided to go and at 9 o,clock we got a rig and they took 
over without telling any one about it, and I presume in that 
way our lives were saved,” Threats were made at different 
times to put us out of tha way and attmpts were made, and 
by some meanis their plans were frustrated. I did not think 
60 ‘much about it at the time but J now see the‘ hand of a 
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kind, Sovil, Father, and. an eye that never sleeps. kept 
watch above His own. When I first saw. the notice of the: 
meeting, it sent a thrill through me, but I thought nojmore 
about it: till I heared they were looking for us. As soon 
as this report came, the Freedmen began coming, and fill-. 
ed the lower room and many remained outside, but near 
enough to help, and all armed, I had my hands full to 
keep them quiet, but insisted they should not make the 
first attack, but to be ready to make a good defense if at- 
tacked. We spent several hours of anxious, “watchful, 
waiting”, and finaly towards morning we left a few to watch 
and the rest went to sleep. 

Sunday morning Brother Hammond got a buggy from EI 
der Yarbrough and took us home, and then we found the 
notice to leave, and he was going to Oxford and organize > 
a Company to defend us, but I said we must keep still 
till we have to act, and we will find the colored people 
ready. We must first determine what we want to do. and 
how best to do it; and the first thing for us to do is to 
keep close mouthed and see what they do. Always ready 
to defend ourselves and listen for their plans and report 
to Gen. Mead, if necessary. or to Maj. Mosback, they will 
send troops to defend us. We acted on this principle but 
I was determined that they should not drive ne from my 
work. I said they can kill me but they can not drive me, 
I was fully determined to die at my post, but to sell life as 
dsarly as possible. My wife was as fully determined as I 
was. We had undertaken this work because we believed it 
God’s call to us and were not going to leave because of the 
threats of our enemies. We believed it was duty to defend 
ourselves, was in hopes that by being fully prepared and not 
showing any signs of fear, the danger might be averted and 
my talk with the deputy sherriff while stictly true, yet was 
to notify the enemy that we were prepared. Every word J 
told him. I was sure he would repeat, and I think it had a 
good effect, certainly they did not call again, tho I heared 
bullets whistle close to me sevral times as I was walking on 
the road, but none of them hit me, and. some wav they did 
not frighten me, simply amused me. I someway felt safe, J 
was sure the shots were at a safe distance which: showed a 
wholsome respect for what I carried,.and they did not want 
to risk a close visit. Our bed was where it was in range of 
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the street and the front window where they could shoot in, 
from the street as they were passing along, and we blowed 
the lamp out, and then took our bed off the bedstead, and 
took it into another room and laid it down on ‘the floor and 
with carbine on one side and a revolver on the other, cart- 
ridge boxes at the head of the bed open, we would lie down 
and sleep what we could. with the expectation of having to 
use the weapons before morning, this continued three weeks, 
not a night did { fail to think of this the last thing, and plac- 
ed my weapons where I could get them in the dark, and al- 
so carefully examined them to know that they would go at 
the least touch, This was not conducive to the soundest 
sleep, in fact the least noise in or around the house would 
waken us fully, but we would soon go to sleep again; but 
the person that wants the trial of such a life is welcome to 
it. I was conscious of being watched day and night, but it 
was at a respecful distance; but there was the anxious, ex- 
pectant look as of the hungry wolf watching a flock of sheep 
for an opening to inake an attack. Ona day as I was walk- 
ing along the street I heared a salutation such as I had not 
heared in Ga. It was “How do you do Brother See”. It 
attracted my attention at once, and I turned to see who it 
was speaking in this Brotheri:y manner, and I saw a number 
of street loafers on the steps of a store and one said “If ] 
had.a dozen rotten eggs I would like to smash them in your 
face’ and I responded “‘I will pay for them if you-will’: and 
turned and walked away, and heared no more from them. 

One day a Miss about 16’ called Mrs. See out to the fence to 
talk about the school and at once beg2n to abuse her for her 
teaching “‘niggers”, and said if she was a relative of hers she 
would burn her alive. and her father was a few rods away 
looking on, and she picked up sticks and throwed them at 


Mrs. See as she walked away. When I heared it as I came - 


home from my school at Oxford, I was for interviewing the 
old man at once and have the matter settled, but Mrs. See 
had invited the revenue collector in to spend the evening and 
together they persuaded me not to go, and I think their way 
was best. At the election for State and County officers. my 
P. E. told me I must be at the polis ail the time to see that 
colored people were no cheated out of their vote. that the 
existance of our colored work depended upon the election of 
Joyal men, which was true... I attended both days all day. © 
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and was the only white person on the ground, except rebels 
as they called themselves, and the soldiers. The candidates | 
did not consider it safe to be aroud the voting place, though 
citizens were all disarmed, and soldiers were there to defend: 
the voters, I did no lectioneering but simply answered the 
questions of the colored people, and told them where to get 
their tickets, either kind, and that they were all right with- 
out any marks or changes. The rebs. would ask to see the 
ticket and then persuade them that a change was needed to 
make them count, and then scratch out the republican nam- 
es and put reb. names in place, and as the colored people 
cculd not rezd many votes were changed in this way. My 
attention was called to the matter and I was asked to go to 
where about 49 were haveing their tickets chnged,'but J sent 
for one of the tickets and turned so my back was toward the 
‘croud, thinking I was not noticed. but the marker slipped 
up behind me and snatched the tickst out of my band and tore 
it up and tramped it in the dirt before I realized what was go 
ing on and I said that was net e centleman!y trick‘but if he 
is ashamed of his work, you ovght to be, and J would advise 
you to do as he has. Im:aediately ali their tickets were on 
the ground and tramped on, and he slunk away in the croud’ 
to come back with a croud of hoodlums with him; and came 
up to me demansed. “Did you say I was not » gentlman’’? 
I replied “I said that was not gentlmanly trick, and J still in 
sist upon it’. He after a few more words, eame up to me 
and put his hand against me intending to draw ablow from 


- me and then stab me, some saw the knife; some saw him as 





he put it there just before he came up tome. He with pals 
slunk off and were seen no more, though I think were about 
our house at night. ‘The soldiers came to our house every 
evening and spent several hours, but always went to camp 
by taps but the night after this a sergeant and corporal and 
4 privates came early and stayed till taps, and the sergt. said 
we are pricked now any way so.it wont matter how long we 
stay now; and they continued to visit till about 11 0,clock we 
hared someone cal] from the street and started to open ‘the 
: door; and the sergt. made a spring and grabed me and push- 

ed me away, and opened the door, with his revolver in hand 
but there was no one toe be seen: and he said never answer 
any such call and especialy at night. They- remained a short 
time and bade us goodnight and Jeft us; but we were satis- 
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fied that they remained around the house all night, or were 
relieved by others who did guard us; and we learned after- 
wards that this was the case, and that they had signals by 
' which they could call the whole camp to their assistance in 
amoment. Thy considered the situation very ceitical and 
80 reported at headquarters, and we had a visit from there 
soon and they inquired if we needed assistance, and we said 
we did not think it necessary, they. assured us they would 
send help if we Jet them know at any time; the great diffi- 
culty wasin geting word to them. They were 40 miles away 
and all methods of comunication in the hands of the enemy: 
I had to reprt to the Freedmans Bureau every month, and 
must listen to complaints and report them. Every way was 
devised to get the work out of the colored people and cheat 
them out of the pay; and any interference with their plans 
would cause trouble, and every such trouble was laid at our 
door; though they could not prove it, so as to convict in an 
unprejudiced court, yet it would be sufficient in Ga, and not 
very much out of the way. for it was my duty to help the 
Government to protect our helpless wards in their rights; I 
reorted the cases to the bureau, and they investigated them 
but I was never connected with the cases. One plan was to 
rent a farm to a family, and furnish them with provisions, 
and clothing during the vear, and this would bring them in 
debt at the first of the year, but with a good crop they hop- 
ed to be able to pay out and have a snug sum over; some of 
them succeded, but most of them were in debt at the end of 
the year; and must stay another year, fora renter could not. 
leave a plantation while in debt to his landlord; and many 
debts were causeed by dishonest book-keeping; but the 
colored man had to depend upon his landlord for keeping the 
accounts, and it was easy to make the balance as wanted, 
True.it was easy under the contract to overdraw, but many 
cases of debt were caused by false entries; and yet were im- 
possibe of detection. Others were hired for a year with the 
contract that they must work the full year or forfeit their 
whole pay, then a few days before the close of the year they 
would pick some quarrel with them, or get some one to, and 
drive them away threatening them with death if they ever 
return, if they stay away the pay is forfeit if they return they 
are terribly beaten, if not killed. The intention is to make 


colored people support the white people without pay. 
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That which cavsed, my greatest enmity was teaching the col- 
ored people, They would constantly declare that they were 


no more capable of Jearning than cattle. yet ready to shoot 





any one that would teach them. We had night sehool for: 
those who could not come in the day time; this would close 
at 9 o'clock. and it would take me till 10 to get home, amd I 
had to go through about a half mile of woods, and they sent 
word that if I did not close the night school they would way- 
jay me, and [{ was looking for it in this woods, and many a 
time I have gone through there when my knees would smite 
together in spite of all I could do; I expected to be shot; but - 
was determined to do my work till disabled: I always car- 
ried my revolver in my hand cocked on these journies, and 
oe night I saw a man lieing down just as I was expecting 
and were I was expecting to see one, he was partly sheltered 
and seemed resiing his gun which was pointed at me. with- 
out stoping to think, I nad my revolver leveled on him, and 
can not understand why it did not go off. for it was a hair 
triger and set to go go off at the least touch, and my hand 
was shaking, but I thought possibly he does not mean me 
eny harm. so 1 kept my revolver pointed at him and walked 
up to him, and found he was drunk and had no weapon. I 
have always been thankful that a Watchful Hand prevented 
me from firing at that time. Another time I was all alonein 
the woods, as I supposed, preparing for the Sunday service, 
when to my great surprise I saw not more than 10 rods off 
5 young bucks that had threatened to shoot me and they had 
nof seen me, I dare not turn away from them, for fear of 
being seen by them and filled with lead, for I was sure they 
each had revolvers, and if my back was turned, they would 
empty them inme. I was not sure what they would do if I 
faced them; but decided to take the chances, and so with my 
hand on my revolver, I walked up to them, and kept close 
watch that no hand moved towards a revolver. When upto 
them they called me all mean names they could think of, 
and when they got through I said Southern Chivalry consists 
of half.a.dozen with revolvers sliping up behind a man that 
you know has none, and blowing his brains out. but you 
dare not face a man with a revolver man for man, no here 
you are 5 to 1, and I know you have each a revolver, and 
you dare not draw them; 5 tol you dare not pull, you cow- 
ardly currs; I dare you to move a hand towards one; they 
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_ They did not move a hand and I then said hands up. and all 


went up at once, then I-said about face and all turned, and 
I said the first one that: ‘drops his hand, or looks back, dies. 
Git. and they started; and I yelled double quick, run; they 
ran till I thought they were a safe distance and I ran as fast 
as I could: and fear lent wings to my flight, for I knew if they 
once found it safe to do so they would turn and shoot me if 
they could, so I ran in a diagonal, instead of a straight line 
keeping out sight as much as possible, till I was out of the 
woods and safe from them, for the present, at least. 

We taught school both day and night, and had to make re- 
ports to our Freedman’s Aid Society; and to the Freedmans’ 
Bureau every month, besides listening to complaints of the 
Freedmen, and reporting them. Government paid us $40. a 
month for expense in fiting up and keeping up buildings for 
schools but nothing for teaching, as it was a church school. 
We had an exhibition of our school work cn the 4th of July, 
there was an attendance of 390 from: the two schools, it was 
a very creditable exhibition, as viewed by Eider Prettyman 
of Atlanta District, and by our member of the legislature; 
he said it would compare very faverabiy with the school ex- 
hibits of the city. Such a thing had never been heard of 
before and arroused considorable opposition on the part of 
the rebs; we wanted a flag, but there was none to be had in 
the ciy and the rebs declared they would shoot the one that 
attempted to carry it through the street; we found plenty to 
carry it proudiy ; but we had to first make it. we made one 
for each scoool, and a guard of 25 for each flag, having a 
revolver with strict orders not to use or draw it unless at- 
tacked; we notified the rebs that if they fired on the flag we 
would shoot the man that attempted it and thecity would be 
burned; we had no trouble except one man attemmpted to 
drive through the procession but was stopped by one of the 
marshals who held the horses by the bits while the process- 
ion passed. It did not make any trouble, for as soon as he 
saw he could not bluff he remained quiet. It was a complete 
success. We had poor accomodations at Covington, but we 


_ remedied this as far as possible by making new seats as soon 


as we could; we were hindered in geting the lumber for the 
work, We made contracts to have it delivered at a certain 
time and when the time came no Jumber. and no effort to get 
any, till I told the lumberman that this was the last chance. 
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for him to deliver me any lumber; I told him that he could 
have done it before when he agreed to, if he had tried, and I 
whuld not stand for any more negligence; h e delivered it as 
he agreed to this time. It was a great inconvenience to us 
for we had to seat.some on the floor till we could make new 
seats. I had to make the patern to make them by and show 
the carpenters how to do.the work, for such.a thing as seats 
with desks in front and shelves for books beneath, had never 
been seen here, and the select school teacher came to°exam- 
ine the seats as we were making them, and said he had nev- 
er seen any thing like them, but thought they would be very 
nice. I think he had some made for his school. The life of 
the church was very low moraiy, they all drank whiskey, at 
their homes and at their social yatherings, ministers as well 
members, this is hearsay, I never entered a ministers house 
nor that of auy white man except on business. I do not re- 
member to have been in any of their homes except my P. E. 
and the other teacher and tae Juinbsrmon. [wes more fa- 
miliar with a merchant, wros ume [ have forgotten. not 
at his home; he wouid act éven spea'k fo me on thestreet; he 
told me he dare not, If he did h:s b.3iness would be ruined, 
and his propety burned, but toid mecny time I wanted to 
have a talk with him to watch when there was no one in the 
store but the clerk, and we would go into his prvate office 
and lock the door and talk as long as I winted: we did this 
several times and if there was any one in the store when we 
got through, he would lock me in till the store was clear and 
then let me out. I know he was a frend, for he loaned me 
$125.00. without any securiy, to help meawy. I had enough 
to get away but Brother Hammond had not enough for his 
use and I would not leave him. 

Many more incidenis might be narated, these show the life 
lived in Ga, It was a life of constant toil from early morn- 
ing till late at night, though our contract did uot require it 
but the needs of the work did requre it. When my life was 
thretened if I did not close my night school, the colored peo-. 
ple begged me to close, but it was the only chance many of 
them had to lern atail, for they had to work all day to make 
a living, and I felt that stoping that would be showing the 
white feather, and 1 would soon have to leave the work or 
perhapse shout someon, which I did not want to do. I felt 
my only safety was to appear’to be perfectly fearless,

The Ku Klux Klan were organized all through the state and 
were very active in our part of the state; they rode around 
in gangs of various sizes, according to the oposition they ex- 
pected to meet. . They always calculated to have such a su- 
periority in numbers and weapons, as to.defy oppositin, and 
terorized the whole country; they whipped, and hanged the 
colored people that were defencless, if they would not obey 
‘their commands. also every northern nan and run them out 
of the country; I think we were the last to leave the Coun- 
ty. We got word several times that they were after us but 
they did not come. I was never more determined tostand & 
die at my post than when read the notice to leave. I had 
no doubt that they would kill me if they dare attack me, and 
I could not free myself from the fear that they would do so. 
but it did not change my resolvtion to stand my ground to 
the bitter end. I had iv intention of leaving but was deter- 
mined to sell my life deariy as possible. One day I was go- 
ing thrcuzh Oxford fully determined to die rather than de- 
sert , I was fortifying cay decision Uy seriptural examples of 
fait. fulness tu death, and ali at once I ssemed to feel that 
some one was by my side, and as plainly as man could speak 
a voice said ‘‘When they pursecute you in one city flee ye te 
another’. I looked around and there was ::o one in sight. I 
said it is God speaking to me, ! wil go; and made plans te 
go aS soon as possible. I as firmly believe that God sent 
that warning to me, as i believe I live; the voice was as dis- 
tinct, and clear as though a pcrson had stood at my side and 
spoken them, in an ordinary voice, in fact I thought I felt a 
hand laid gently on my left shoulder, when the voice began 
and removed when it closed; and I at once thought, that is 
the same shoulded the hand was laid on at the furnace -mid | 
dle of Page 2- but no hand or personal visible; I could come 
to no other conclusion than that it was Ged speaking to me. 
I could not cosult my Presiding Eider for; before this he 
had eent word to me not to come to his house any more as 
it endangered his fnmily. 1n fact we never were welcome as- 
they all belonged to the church South and had no sympathy 
with our work and the only thing that made him sympathise 
with it was his salary; which was paid by Missionary Society 
and when that was cut down he went back to the ¢hurch S. 
I left just before Conference, I was discontinued at my own 
request. We dare not.breathe a thought of leaving till we 
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were ready to go, for we knew it would only hasten the at- 
tack with double fury. We did not tell any one till we bor- 
rowed the money, late Saturday night and then no one else: 
till the close of service Sunday night, when we announced 
we would go North on the 7 o’clck train next morning; and 
invoked God’s blessing and a final farewell; The hand shak- 
ing contiuued till a Jate hour, then they followed us to our 
home and filled the house and the yard, till we had to go to 
the train, they helped us in packing, for we had done no 
packing ti!l after midnight. We left all our heavy furniture 
and fruit; of which we had put up a quintity, for it was 
plentiul here this year, but we could not afford to ship it. 
When we went to the train, they took our things for us and 
2i] went with us and remained with us till the train left, re- 
r:inding us of Pauls’ parting with the brethren at Ephsus, - 
in Acts 20th. We never got any thing for what we left but 
got away without any disturbance. We found out before 
we left abovt 530 sad boaad themselves by an oath. the 
day that the notice was put on my door pos‘, to put me out 
of the way before the election in Nov. They said that with 
me out of the way they could carry the County for the rebs 
and they did carry it after we left. | 
We called on Governor Bullock at Alanta, and he said he 
could de nothing to protect, that he had more than a bush- 
elof K, K. K. threateninghis life, and his pretection was 
his revelver end that of a few friends that guarded him. but 
said ke could help ws get away; by giving us a pass over the 
State road and he gave u3 each a pass; and we went on our 
way. I never hated more to leave a work in my life and yet 
was clear to me that it was duty to do so. 

I had no idea what I would do when I got back to Iowa for 
U. Iowa Conferene had passed. and [ did not know of any 
work to be supplied; but when I got home; I found that a 
Circuit was to be supplied; and it was nerby and I wrote the 
Presiding Elder S. H. Hen Cercor. and he emloyed me tosup 
ply the Indiantown Circuit, on Vinton District, Upper Io- 
wa Conference. for the year. I regarded this as a poviden. 
tial opening. My kind Heavenly Father had directed me 
Ga. to Iowa and provided work for me, waiting for me here 
though I was a stranger to the P. E. and the work; and no’ 
one knew-ot my coming. Surely the Lord has led me by His, 
Holy Spirit ina way I knew not. 1. had no expectation of - 
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work of this kind for some time at least, and certainly . not 
so convenient to our people. We were only 15 miles away. 
Brother Henderson was to us a father indeed, and helped us 
every way he could and took a great interest in us at the 
first and he helped us get from Dr. Rust the back pay that 
was dueus. Dr. R. had refused to pay it and claimed we 
owed him $75.00. and would not listen to any proposal for 
arbitrtion till Brother Henderson having looked over all 
the contracts and letters, said we had a clear case and he 
would get it. He had been a Jawyer before going to the ar- 
mp and had two Brother that were at the head of the legal 
profession in the state. He engaged them in the case if they 
were needed without cost. He then took one of their letter 
heads and worte to Dr. R. I had placed my claim with him 
for collection; that he had examined all papers in the case 
and was satisfied the claim was just, & should be paid. He 
made three proposals. lst pay my claim at once. 2nd 
arbitrate at the General Conference. Or 3rd defend it inthe 
Courts. One of these must be accepted at once, or suit will 
be commenced immediatly. Dr. R. accepted arbitr ition and 
' the chmmittee were unanimous in giving al] I asked. $213 
I had to buy every thing to keep house, and to travel the, 
Ct. This was a 5 appointment charge, and was 20miles in 
length on the [owa river; 3 appointments on one side, and at 
these I preached one Sunday and at the others the next; so 
in case of high water I could fill all my appoiutments with- 
out having to cross the river. I preached at Indiantown in. 
the schoo] house, and at Orford in the Congregational church 
Orford was on the R. R. 2 1-2 miles from I. T. and wanted 
to be the head of the charge. and at the close of the year 
it was changed to Orford charge. The other appointments 
were Columbia, Eureka, and Helena; and I preached at an. 
other place in the summer, making 4 sermons that day, my 
salary was fixed at $700.00 and the parsonage. But with al! 
that I had to buy, I knew it would require the closest econ- 
omy, and then some debt to get through; but hoped to get 
what was due me from Dr. Rust but did not get it for three 
years. Besides my salary was only half paid, but they ask- 
my return and promised to pay the back salary in addition 
to the salary for the next year. They paid the same next 
year; making $700.00 due me at the end of the two years, 
My wife secured a school at. Toledo as assistant; which was 
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a great help to us. Wé boarded at Toledo, and her salary 
more than paid ovr board, and we were nearer the center of 
our work than we would he any point on the charge, and on- 
lv§ miles from her fathers, where they came weekly to trade 
We would see more of our church members without going 
from home, for it was their Co. seat. The Principal of the 
school was the husband of my wifes most intmate friend at 
Normal in Pa. and this made it pleasant. The official mem- 
bers of the church can only be given in part. Many of my 
papers were destroyed by the flood at Sulina, when house 
flooded; and I can not find a record of this and several others 
and here I want to urge every minister to keep a careful and 
complete record of his work every year. I can onty recall 
@ very few names, and yet [ recat! many moreby their deeds 
Herb. Doty was an old batceior but a faithful church mem- 
ber, he sold me a good, faithful horse that did me good serv- 
ice on several churges. Daniel MeN ir, faithful and true 
Brothers Babb, Sink, Cronk, and some I have met in Kansas 
Iremeber Brother Eshtaugh of Columbia who allways 
led the singing and wanted everbody to sing and yet a dis- 
cord was to him torture. He was the best leader for a pra- 
miscuous congregation that I ever knew. If the first tune 
did not seem familiar he would try another the next verse 
and so continue tit the peopje would join in singing. 

We were almost compelled to go in debt more than was 
safe but the mer: haunts seemed wilting to trust us, and we 
had not the experience with debts that we had afterwards, 
and when we saw something that we thought we needed but 
could have gotten along without, we would buy on time. and 
trusted to the church promises to meet our payments. We 
found to our sorrow that church promises were not to be de- 
pended upon. They would make promises to me that they 
did not try to keep; they would feel clear with the salary un 
paid at end of year, if they had paid their small mite. 

‘I had one member that was 70 years old had a good barn 
filled with hay and grain but nothing in it to feed, and was 
worth $75.000.00 he paid $20.00 salary; and I had kept my 
team in his barn and taken care of them myself; when he waa” 
asked to help make up my salay did it by charging $5.00 a 
week for the use of his stable while I was there holding a 
revival meeting at that point. He was the poorest rich man 
I ever knew; he was afraid he would die in the poor house. 
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The last year on this charge we attended an Association 
at Buckingham, and had an essar on “The Christian Sab- 
bith”; which I had prpared very carefully, and it caused 
quite a discussion, and quite a number of our church mem- 
bers there had been raised 7th day Baptist, but they united 
with us becaues they had no church of their own, and could — 
not maintain one; and wanted a christian home. Though I 


‘took strong grounds against 7th dayism; yet they were the ~ 


cause of my being sent there the next year; they requested 
itof the P. E. Iwas very much mortified when I was en- 
tertained at one of the 7th day homes and at first I was in- 
clined not to read my essay but as many others say not pre- 


pared but [ thought that would bea lie, for I felt I waspre- . — 


pared and decided to read it and defend it and leave results 
with God. I believed I was right and determined to defend 
it to the best of miy ability. The results were as good as I 
could have wished. I never hed better friends than these 
that had been raised Tih day Baptist; the mother that rais- 
ed them was conscientious in h2r belief and always kept the 
7th day for conseience suk2 2nd the 1st day for the sake of 
the church. Ihad nu knowledge of any plan for me to go to 
Buckingham Ct. till it wus ali arranged, but was very much 
pleased, and at the sani: time surprised because it was bet- 
than I had expected. We ssx:ved at once to our charge, and 
were warmly received by the caurch; and the whole commu- 
ity. This was a rich farm:ng community wh2re everypody 
went tochurch. Tthere was a Congregational church and 
ours, they were about equal in membership, but I think they _ 
had the most wealth. Their pastor was an old man, who 
had given his means, and his very life for the church. and 
much of both at this church; I was young and while father 
Roberts was by all admitted to be a good man, yet he was 
geting old and he had hauled lumber and carried morter for 
plastering the church which was very much beneath the dig- 
nity of a minister. but the great, and unpardonable crime 
was he was old and growing older; this could not be forgoten 
some way must be devised to get rid of him; they must have 
a youhg man, the Methodist had a young man and they 
must have one; but they lacked the Itinerancy; and must 
first get rid of an old man, that was to old to go any where 
else, and had put his Jast $400.00 in the church here expect- 
to spend his days here. I had as good as opportunity te 
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break up the Conzrgational church as ever was and at the 
same time to add 40 good members to our church; There 
was a division in their church on account of a scandil that 
had been started about father Roberts and the wife of the 
jandlady where he boarded, for he was a widower; and tho 
no one pretended to believe,the report, yet it was circulated 
s¢ extensively thet their preaching was suspended for weeks 
onl; as they nad a supply, and the best and wealthiest of 
ticir members attended our church regularly, with father R. 
for we were very friendly and I had him open the services by 
prayer often for I pitied him and believed him slandered. 
Suit was begun against one of their welthiest members. He 
said to me that he did not believe the report and was sorry. 
he ever repeated it. J asked him to tell father R. so and he 
would be glad to accept it, and stop the suit, he said he 
would ke very glad to, if father R. would come to him; I fin- | 
aly got him seated in my parlor and got father R. to come 
and talk matters over, and everything was arranged satis-. 
actorily; anc the suit wes dropped. Another of tne weal- 
thiest and most influential members asked me to open the 
doors of the church so he and his family and about 40.in all 
would unite on account of the way they had abused father R. 
JT said I would be very clad to receive them into our church 
if they were Methodist; but that I did not believe they 
would be satisfied; and besid2s; 1t would mean tne breaking 
up of their church, for with their support withdrawn, they 
could not support a nastor, he admitted that this was true, 
but said they did not deserve a pastor; I said { thought he 
was right, but I believed that he and his following could com- 
pell their church to do the right thing by father R. and pro- 
vide a home for him among them here where he has toiled so 
long and sacrificed so much; you would any of you feelit an 
honor to have a prophets room where father R. could stop 
when, and as often and as long as he pleased; and relieve 
him of some of the labor, by securing an assistant. He said 
he believed I was right, and they would do it. The trouble 
of the church was setteled by geting an assistant, and pro- 
viding a numer of homes for father Roberst. 

I felt good over the matter. He was toc old to go anywhere 
else and it was but simple justice to provide a permanent 
home for him. I had joined conference the year before and 
it would have been a feather in my cap to have recived 40 
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leading members from the Congregational church; but it 
would have been wrong. At a revival meeting there were 
a number of young people from this church and one mem- 
of the S. S. was seriously troubled about the church to join 
her parents and yong associates were in the C. church and I 
advised her to unite with them, believing it best for her. 
and I tiiink I was right in this. Here the Stewards 
were directed by the church to assess the pastors’ salary to 
the members of the church and as many of the congregation 
as were willing so be assessed; andread the assessment to 
the whole congregation after two weeks notice, all who were 
dissatisfied were to state their objections or accept their as- 
sessment and pay it quarterly. One person thought his was 
$5.00 too high and as soon as he sat down, another said his 
$5.00 too low and this was the only change; the whole con- 
gregation were assessed, by their own request; and all paid. 

We came near having a split.in the church about the or- 
gan, it was ail rightin the Sunday School, and the young and 
part of the old wantzd it used for church service; a christian 
played, but many of the old and pious ones said they would 
leave the church if thzre was an attempt to use the organ in 
the church service. We finaly compromised by allowing the 
organ played while they sung bui no other time. In this 
way we got along harmonio:s,and had a very plasant and 
prosperous time but it took considerable visiting and pray- 
ing to get the comromise affectetsd. We hadtwo happy years 
here, and many souls were saved. We had the best Co. S., 
S. Convention that had ever been in the Co. as reported by 
the Co. president. and he said it was ail due to the numer- 
ous and earnest appeals I had sent to the differen S. S. of 
the Co. and [ had used time and money to make a success 
of the convention. I cannot give a list of the official mem- 


bers, but can recall some. Rev. J. H. Kingrey, was a great. 


help in my work in evey way. He baptised our son Joseph 
the first time Mrs. See was able to go to church after he was 
born, and he was born June 17th 1872, in the parsonage at 
Buckingham. Iowa. S. A. Green was a faithful Steward, so 
‘was Brother Keller, he furnished us a cow that he prised a- 
bove all in his herd, because the milk would agree with Joey 
and we had to raise him on cows milk and this was the first 
that we had found that perfecly agreed with him. He said 


her milk would keep sweet 12 hours longer than any other 
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in his herd; and he said he would not consider any price for 
her but he brought brougt her up to us, and told us to try 
her; it was a complete success; and we kept her, and when 
“we moved h‘tched her behind the buggy, and when we want- 
ed milk. we milked it. the cow was worth more to us than 
any sum of inoney, and it was not money that bought her; 
it was cur need, and the spirit of the good Samaritan in 
Brother Keeler; and it was the means of saving the boy, 
We received so many kindnesses here that I can not enu- 
merate them all. I must mention Dr. Daniels who was al- 
ways ready to render assistance in any way possible, tho 
his practice extended for 25 miles around, and he could get 
a rest and chance for worship on the Sabbath by charging 
Gouble price for Sabbath visits, in that way ne was at serv- 
ice most of the time. Mr. Bonney was a Druggist, and a lib 
eral supporter of the ehurch but not a member, his wife was 
Brother and Sister Evans lived on a farm 9 miles away and 
were always at their place in S. S. at 9 o’clock with their 6 
young children. Brother Semans was S. S. Supt. he and wife 
were very faithful to all the services. VanFleets and Grang- 
ers, and many ethers are worthy of mention. This charge 
was 15 miles from wifes’ parenst so we were pleasantly sit- 
uated without in any way seeking it; the Lord is better to 
us than we ever expected. My next charge was arranged 
by the minister that was leaving for another charge, it was 
a4 appointment work. My P. E. wanted me to take a sta-- 
tion here they had built a $17,000.00 church, and said the 
church requested is but I was afraid to undertake it though 
the Elder urged I declined, and took this work instead; this 
was a mistake on my part, as I see it now; I might have 
been more useful if I had been more trust ing and obedient. 
This was the finest church jin the Distrct; if not the best 
charge and I was a coward, and dare not undertake it; this 
was wrong: I should have followed the leadings of provid- 
ence instead of my own judgment. I should have left it to 
the appojnting powers, 

We had a very good time on the Fairfax work, tho they 
tried to cheat me at the first Quaterly Conference by redvc- 
ing the claim after they had sent a member to Conf. to rep- 
represnt to me what the salary would be and to urge my ap- 
pointment, I said I would stand for no such dishonesty 
that they must fix the salary as they had agreed or get an 
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other pastor, for I would not serve a chureh that was dis- 
honest. I said that dishonesty was a greater crime in the 
church than out; they fixed as they had agreed to before. 
At and close of the year they requested our return; and we 
were returned and they tried to cut the salary, but finaly fix- 
ed it as before. At the closo of this year they reqested our 
return and I stated positively that I would not return, that 
they had tried two years to cheat me and could not do it the 
third time. Fairfax was about 8 miles from Cedar Rapids. 
and some of our members lived there. My wife had Nasal 
Poly pus in a very bad form, had been to Chicago and had it 
eut out by Dr. Rush, which had only made it worse. Dr. 
Skinner of C. R. thought he could remove it successfully if 
ye could come to his office two times a week then we went 
8 times tiil the Dr. said it was no use to try any more for 
it was geting worse instead of better; and he advised leting 
it alone. We had nothing done for it from this time till we 
were sent to Norton in 1897, and she could not breath thro- 
ugh either nostril for 25 years. Dr. Turner of Norton, fin- 
aly removed it permanently by Elecricity; and did it free. 

We had some very fine earnest christian men and women in 
these churches for there were 3 church buildings on the 
charge. One of onr most cnxious men at a revival meeting 
I held at Fairfax, was Capt. Weeks, an old seama, he would 
take his wagon and drive ail over the town and bring to the 


-church all he could get and take them after church, making 


several trips in the mud, he was anxious that his children 
should be soun ly converted, and they were, his wife was a 
very devoted Methodist, and he always took his family to 
prayer meeting and would stand out doors and wait to close 
without any hurry or fret, was liberal to the church in ey- 
ery way: We needed an organ in the church and had not felt 
able to get one, he always sat by the door and as I entered 
he said buy an organ and handed out $10.00 andbefore chur- 
ch began we had enough to buy a good organ, he was later 


converted, I learned: David Donor was a very successfu) 


farmer two miles from town, we fequently went Friday 
night to attend their family prayer meeting, and it was a 
rich feast, all prayed down to those that were too small to 
frame a prayer repeated ‘“‘Now I lay me down to sleep”, 
Sargents, and Arnold, & Barker, & others whos names have 
gone from me. Brother Winset wanted to arrnge a trade 
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by which we should exchange places next year, and said that 
his charge wanted it; | said I would make no trade but that 
he was welcom to Faifax, so far as I was concerned, but I 
wonld not work for a change. I had trouble here between 
the young peopl: and the old on the subject of amusemets; 
the young people wanted a literary society which the old 
regarded as sinful, and neither would yield; and all believed 
they weve dci:g Ged s_rvice in opposing the others. 

The young people would have their meetings and open with 
' prayer, and abstained from every thing unchristian in the 
meetings, fully conforming to the Discipline and we attended 
them and could see good and no harm in them. but it took 
2 great amount of visiting, and exhortation, and prayer, to 
keep from an open rupture; we finaly brought harmouy to 
the church, and the old and young, all enjoyed the Lyceum, 
which was similar to cur present Epworth League; 

I was next sent to Shellsburg, this was called the penn. 
of the Conf. and the P. E. was not willing I should go. tho 
the members from there teld him I had consented to go if 
he said so; I had told them I would go cherfully if sent, and 
so I told him, and because of their importuniy I was sent 
there. We were weil received by the church, and by people 
in general, of course the salary was not large, nor very 
promptly paid, but we went cn with the work, and planned 
for the building a new church, for this was the great need; 
there was strife in the church that hindered our work very 
much and finaly was brought to a trial, and was not settled 
when I left. Tie member tried was the worst piece of hu- 
manity I about ever met, and I could not avoid a trial, and 
yet I would say that church trials always do some harm. | 
Though sometimes they cannot be avoided as our Discipline 
is, yet I have sometimes thought it was a farce because we 
can not compell testimony. We lived through the. 2 years 
and built a good church and had a number of conversions, 
and left the church in good condition for the next pastor. 

Foster and Foster, attorneys at law were hired to defend 
the one that we had to try in the church, and to prosscute 
me, after they had defended him, he would pay only $25.00 
and the other $75. when they prssecuted me; and they said - 
they had no grounds to prossecute me, but they had to find 
ground for proxsecuting me; in other words had to make up 
the charges knowing them fa'se, they said they had nothing 
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to found charges on, but to get the $75.00 they made charges 
that they knew were false and tried to maintain them, but 
failed completeiy. Than they had the gail to try to make 
friends, and said to me Lhat they thought as much of me as 
of any mem).r o7 cenfcrenc, and I answered by saying I 
believed they weuid nin the reputation of any member of 
conferens for gfoar) if they could. We were entertained at 

ne Bloiker conzasons, at Conf. I afterwards was enter tain- 
ed at their home at Hillis, Kans. when I was P. E.; and they 
finaly moved lo Geulah, Col. on account of asthma, then to 
Canada where they form:rly lived, and I hear died there, 

They were very fire christian people. 

I took a supernumerary reiation at Conf. and at its close 
ve got into our buggy and drove to Kans, where my parents 
ind brother and wifes parents and brother and sisters had 
taken up homesteads, near Baileviile, in Republic Co. They 
helped to organise the Co. my father did not come till the 
Co. wus organised bui he took a homestead a.ter he was 80 
years old and proved up on it 7 years later. His claim had 
been reserved for his when the others took their claims and 
though aii ceesiient -sim with living watar on it. yet it was 
kept for him. it joined nu brothers. and was close to wifes 
fathers. We hau a plesent trip lo Kans. Our horse was a 
iine traveler tliat 1 bought.ci Brother Esgett at Shelisburg, 
and was the best horse [ever drov.e. Wehad sold off our - 
furniture before leaving Shelisburg, had our dishes and bed- 
ing by freigh!, and most of our ¢iocning was by by express in 
our trunk.shipped to Fairbury where we got iton our way. 

We reached fathers adout noon Oct. 11th 1876, in a storm 
but we meta royal welcome from ail. My health was bet- 
ter than when we started and wife and Joseph were well. 

We had been two weeks on the road avery day except the 
Sabbath and when we zot the horse shod; we had averaged 
about 44 miles a day and the horse was as keen as at the 
start. We arranged to get Bzothers house which was near 
fathers and not far froni. wifes’ fathers; so we were very 
peasantly situted as soon as We could arrang to keep house. 

We had to leave Iowa on account of the severity of the 
climate, I had taken a severe cold which turned to pneumo- 
nia and, Dr. Bowles thot to quick consumption, later, and I 
had only partly recovered at Conf. time, and was told by 
Dr. B. that I must change climate to save my life. 
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Moved to Kansas. Transferred to Kansan Conf. 
50 


The Dr. said I might live several years in Kans. and be 
able to preach occasionaly, but never regularly. This was 
poor encouragement for me, but I determined to try, and I 
preavned the second Sabbath in Kans. and about once in 2 
weeks tiil Conf. time, besides teaching school and doing the 
chores; and gained in health all the time, 

I arranged to buy my Brothers corn in the field and we 
uséd it for feel and for fued. we got a cow from Charles 
Northrop, Brother-in-iow, traded him books. We split rails 
and nailed them together for a bedstead and used rope for 
the stvawl:ed to res! on, this was cur matress. We used a 
box for a cupboard and arother box fora table, and borrwed 
a few chairs and commenced housekeeping in Kansas. 

We each got a school, wifes was 1 mile east and mine was 
41-2 miles east, one was for $24. the other for $25. per mo. 
and we boarded at home. I would take her to her school & 
then drive on to mine, and wonld get her on my way home 
and she would get supper and I would milk and care for the 
horse and cow, andgather corn for fuel and feed; then would 
make preparation for the next day, and so continue all the 
week. We left Joseph at my fathers most of the time, but 
we sometimes took him to Mz. See’s school, and he was no 
unnessary trouble at either place. and satisfied. I preched 
every two weeks through the winter, and we paid $100.00 on 
debts from our small salaries of $49.00 per month. 

Rev. Wm, Mitchel was P. E. of the Dist. and I had been 
acquainted with him in Allegheny Coliegc, also in Towa, and 
it was pleasant to meet him here, and I could but feel that 
the hand of God was in it in providing a place for me, for he 
said he had a work for me at Conf. and he helped me get in- 
to Conference. and having me made effective, Brother G. W 
Wood wasalso helpful to me in geting into Conf. I expected 
I wouid have to take supply-work for a year at least, and it 
would be doubtful whether I would be able to get in then on 
account of my health, but Conf. requested my transfer, and 
made me effective without any opposition, for which I was 
very thankiul. The Conf received me royally. The Conf. 
was held by Bishop Simpson and he had every thing at fever 
‘heat from the opening, and by Sunday morning the Love- 
Feast commenced at 8 instead of 9 as announced and contin- 
ued till 10:30 when the preaching service began. The Bish- 
was filled with the Spirit and the power decended on all. 
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I was apointed to Washington Ct. I had left my horse at 
Washington and took the train from there to Conf. and on 
my return was welcomed by quite a number that had heard 
of the appoinment and of our return, and Brother Mitchel 
took me around and introduced me while we remained. He 
had told several that this was his plan, and they were ex- 
pecting it. It would have been easy to have blocked the way 
on necount ot my health, for I had no promise of health by 
Dr. in fewa and had not consulted one here, but here was a 
friend | had known for years and wanted me, which made 
él opening for me, | had ro thought of finding any one in 
Conference ] fad ever koawn before, and certainly not as a 
P. E. ,bur here i find an old friend with open arms glad to 
receive m2 and set me at work at once The Lord is good to 
me. This has 5 appointments, and sometimes 6, I fill these 
every two weeks. We have the use of the Prsbyterian Ch, 
at W. and School Houses at other places. The Ps. have no 
Pastor and unite with us in church and §. S. and we work in 
perfect harmony, but we feel that we must have a Ch. of 
our own. This was the pressing need for W. the P. E. thinks, 
and mosi of our members feel the need, but say we are not 
able to build. I set myself to work a se.timent for a Chur- 
ch. it took a year te get the church fuily aroused to the ne- 
cessity; a.id the Presbyterians secured a fine man as pastor, 
which emphasised the need though they never hinted they 
wan ted us: to get out, yet it was very plain they needed th 
church, and we hurried the building all we could and yet we 
never had any difficly. Brother Hageman, their pastor, 
and myself were the best of friends; and frequetly drove out 
to gether. He was a thorouhly good man, we loved to beto 
gether and help eachother in any way we could, We suc- 
ceeded in building a neat church 30 X 50 with center, and 
side aisles, and drop seats that folded back into the wain- 
scoting out of the way when not in use, but would seat 75 
dropped down. It took hard work, and much personal work 
and earnest prayer and pleading, and sometimes it wouid 
seem almost to break the friendship that shonld always exist 
between pastor and people; so much so that I told the P. E. 
I thought it would be best to move me at Conf., but in this 
I was mistaken for th ose that I had urged the hardest were 
most rebelicus at my removal, they said to was a shame to 
move a man that had worked so hard before he had any ben- 
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efit of the labor, and I thought at Conf. time that it would 
be very pleasant to return another year. but the P. E. had 
taken me at my word and though I had not intended it as 
certain that it wes not best to return, but that was the way 
it seemed to me the middle of the year There was a strong 
feeling for my return at Conf. and almost a rebellion when 
we wero moved. The P. BE. had let them know at the Mill- 
creck Ct., where ail my relatives lived that I would move 
and that they could e2t m2 by proper effort, and they made 
a strons effort ind hz had promised I should go there; and 
had promised Wastington to Brother Dana. My father had 
wanted us to come and live with them for years, and have 
what he owned inclding the farm, but Icould not quit my 
work and we finaly persuaded them to come and have a home 
with us, and they had moved to Washington with us and we 
had a v-ry pleasant time together, and it was to be a moving 
back cuts the old homestead where the had lived for years 
which wo.ld be so p!easint for them, and we were rejoicing 
at the pospect. and arrsning to move as. soon as possible, 
wren father was strick2a with asinking chill, and’ never 
‘wie from it, the Dr. said there was no hope, at the first 
bui we did all we could but it was unavailing, and we tock 
him a corpse to the old homestead, where we had hoped we 
migiit spend several happy years together on his old home, 
the funciai was held at the Bethel appointment and was at- 
tended by the whole community. He was buried in the Rose 

Creek Cemetery where other friends are buried. 

I was catied to assist the Sheriff in arresting an outlaw he 
had grappled. with and was likely to get worsted, one shot 
had been fired but. the Sheriff had grabbed the revolver so 
that the hall went in the ceiling instead of in the Sherriff as 
wis the intent and they both had hold of the revolver and 
struggling to see which should get it, and it ment life or 
death in the struggle, if the outlaw got it. he would surely 
shoot the Sheriff so he could escape. I rushed in the room 
at the requst of the Sheriffs’ wife without knowing who was 
there only she said ‘He has shot the Sheriff and there he is” 


and she shoved me into a room with all blinds closed and I 


couldnot see a person but could hear them strugling but was 
not able.tell one from another but I worked towards them 
and I soon felt the muzzle of the revolver pressing against 
me and for fear it might be accidontaly discharged. I tock 
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2 firm hold of it with my right hand and slid my left hand 
down the barrol tii I could keep the hammer from striking 
the cap, and i said, I have got it, and the Sheriff let go with 
one hand got his revolver and placed it to the outlaws’ head 
and demanded his surrender, which immediately was com- 
plied with, and [ had the revolver. Westarted with the pris- 
oner for the Court House, the Sherriff threatening to shoot 
and { cooled him down with the statement he is your prison- 
er now and as an officer you must defend him; and when we 
got into the ha!], the Sheriffs’ wife tried to snatch his revol- 
ver from his hand. aid [ had to prevent this, and when 
we got outside the door we met109 ormore men coming te 
help the Sheriff, but I did not think of quitting, but marhed 
behind the prisoner with revolver in hand and warned him 
that an attempt to ecape ment death, for I should surely shoot 
J was in niy shirtsleaves and without a hat but did not real- 
ise it tii) we were through with the prisoner, and I gave the 
revolver to the Sheriff at his request. 1 thought afterwards 
I ought to have kept it as a trophy This man had. been 
hired for $2100.00 to rescue another prisoner that had just 
been sentenced to 2 years in the Penn. for an attempt to kil}. 
He relesed the prisoner and but for me would prbably have 
gotten away, and if I had realised the danger of the situa- 
tion, I migt have hesitated to enter a dark room with a des- 
erado with a revolver in his hand, but the Lord helped me 
as He had done before. ‘‘He is my help and shield.” I will 
trust His Holy Name forever”’. 

My wife taught school, in the country and drove old Bill 
as we calied him, she could drive him with a slack line, but 
if I drove he would pull the whole load by the bits. 

Nov. 18th was wifes’ birth day and our 15th weding day, 
they mabe us a surprise party at the hotell, and we had a 
fine time and they made us presents to the amout of over 
$70.00 and showed their appreciation more than ever before. 


It could not have been betteered in any way, it was attende:! 


by Presbytrians as well as Methodiist and all were united 
and happy. Brother Hagman was happy, he gave me a fine 
Greek New Testament. We felt certain now that we would 
be welcomed back for another year. Several persons want- 
ed me to have my horse enterered at the fair as a trotter, they 
said he would take the first premium they were shure. but 
I would not allow it, though I believed as they did. 
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We had a strong Official Board and they selected a Build- 
ing Committee with instructions to avoid a debt, and they 
tried faithfully to do this but at the last they were behind 
$800.00, but they had consulted the Official Board at every 
step where any expense was added, and secured their approv- 
al beforehand. and we had all pledged the Friday night be- 
fore as an emergency, if it was necesary, though only half 
was to be pledged at first, and then if load did not lift an- 
other pledge and «s a last resort Official Board would 
ussume the balnnee. This was secured ata called meeting 
of the O. L. It was expected that Dr. Phillipps, who had en- 
gaged to dedicate the church on the Sunday following would 
be present. but we had a telegram that he was sick and could 
not come, Elder Mitchel was with us but discouraged at the 
prospe::t, 30 I determined it should go through, and we got 
it setticd by 9 o’clock provided a good Brother would give $50. 
00 at dedication, but he had refused to give or pledge any 
amount, the Board said I was the only man that could get 
ihe pledge. I went at onceand labored and prayed with him

agers: - Sunday morning was stormy so that people from the count-

ey When we started a Methodist Sunday School some feared 
it would make trouble between the the churches, but we or- 
ganised the first Sunday after dedication and the union S. S. 
was continued as before, and no trouble.

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We were sent to the MILL CREEK Ct. whereall our 
relatives lived and we had antiscipated a very pleasant time 
for father and mother they would be with their old neighbors 
that they had known for many years, here and in Penn. but 
fathers sudden death, immediately after Conf. made a won- 
iul change, and mother did not scem to care to live longer, 
though quite well tili afew days before her death; yet in 
7 montns we laid her in the Cemetery beside my father and 
placed a neat monument to mark their last resting place. 

Everything was wonderfully changed from what we had 
planed, and yet ail ovr reiatives did aii they could to make 
our work a success, and we had a very pleasant two years, 
here, we held revival meetings but did not have any very 
great success, the last year was taken up with the fight for 
prohibition, and I made speaches in every school house in 
the Co., I believe, and organized prohibition Cluks, I also ed- 
ited a pronibition column in the Co. papers every week for 
a large part of the year, we had the Co. so completely or- 
ganized that we knew almost to a man how the vote would 
stand befora it was cast, and we won. 

Motker often teld me that she dedicated me to the Lord for 


the Ministry in my cradle, and was sure the Lord would cal! 


me, but she never told me tii! 1 commenced preacaing. 

Here at tne Bethel appointment I received in the church 
on probution, one Sunday, 8 boys from 7to10 years of age 
and haifof them have entered the Ministry. It pays to 
look after the children. ss |

This was my first work in the Northwest Kansas Conf. 
though it was three years before the division. The name 
‘was changed to Ida Ct. and now Munden charge with some 
of the appointments left off, [In fact Munden is the Bethel 
appointment with the church moved 1 mile N. and 1-mile 
W. where a town was built when the R. R. was built. 
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I sometimes see old people that are not welcome in 
their childrens’ homes, and many times homes that the old 
folks have made and given to the children. but they are no 
longer useful and are in the way; we see it here, so frequent- 
ly and the old heart breaking for wantofa welcome at home. 
They may be old and out of style, but the most cheerful 
spot in the house should be given them, one of my pleasant 
memories; is my father sitting in his old arm chair with the 
fainily Bible in his lap and reading by the hour; I would not 
give that memorv fcr ail modern society where father is not 
welcome. ‘“‘Honor thy father and mother, that thy days may 
be long in the land”. Weneed to return to reverence for 
old age; we will be old some day if we keep the commandment 
with promise, Here we became acquainted with W. J. 
Meredith and started him to Baker; and he is with us yet. 
Harvey Templin, whom I received in the church here and al- 
so started to the K. W. U.is withus. Frank Templin and 
Albert Northrop were with us but have gone to other fields 
and Joseph See was with us several years but has located. 
Sunday before Conf. { broke my buggyin a snow drift and 
went on hc rsebeck to the appointments, leaving the buggy in 
the drift. he roads were so bad that I got another horse 
and a wagon to go to Conference at Concordia, It got dark 
before we got to the river, and we were about an hour in 
the ice water to the horses sides in finding the road, water 
was a mile wide and i did not know the’way; the wagon was 
sometimes partly afloat and we could not tell were the river 
was and could make no one hear. When we finaly got to 
the river we found the water was up to floor of the bridge 
and running like mill race and the bridge tied up so as to 
prevent any one attempting to cross, and no one in sight or 
hearing and we could not stay here, and dare not go back 
so I left Mrs. See to hold the team, and I crossed the bridge 
to see that the plank were al} safe and then untied the far- 
ther end of the bridge, so as to have nothing in the way if 
anything should brezk in crossing, so I could make a run and 
get across, for I knew I had a team that would take us over 
if any team could, and there was danger of the ice taking 
the bridge any moment, went back and drove on with whip 
in hand I drove over safely, to a hotell, and we put ondry 
clothes and rested till morning. I found afterwards where 
only for a jump by the horses we would have been drowned 
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at least in semed so, it was a deep hole we just passed over 
one end of it where the wagon would have tipped over if it 
had settled down in it but with a quick spring they took the 
wagon so far over that they could barely pull us out, but 
for the jump and holding to it, after the jump we would all 
have plunged in § or 10 feet of water where we could see no 
way to escape. [ hada team that would do al] that a team 
could do, but if we had got into that hole, no team could 
have gotten us out for the banks were purpendicular and to 
high for horses to jump out, without harness and wagon to 
hold them back. I look at this as one of the most perilous 
drives of my iife; no money could induce me to try it again. 

We were assigned to R. C. McCrareys for entertainment 
and were royally entertained and they wanted us to consider 
it our home any time we passed through; tho United Pres- 
byterians. The pastor of our church had undertaken to see 
to entertainment without using his Committee, he was tak- 
en sick the first of the Conf. and there was no one that knew 
what to do and the hotels were filled. and other places were 
hunted up till all were provided for; but it was the worst 
botched entertanment I ever knew and I knew this to the 
extent of nearly $500.00 which reaily came out of my salary 
the next year, as I was sent there as pastor at this Confer- 
ference, I had no thought of it till the appointments were 
read out; and the P. E. lold me that it was by request of the 
Concordia church. los, 

Pastor at CONCORDIA. I soon toad there had been a 
number of Hotel bills made, and some that should. never 
have been made. Onevisitor from an Eastern Conf. was 
assigned a place with several others and complained because 
he was with others and said he must have aroom by him- 
self and was aSsigned a single room at higest price. Another 
minister was going to be married and wrote to have special 
accomodations provided and left without a word about pay. 

We had a committe to audit the bills, and we raised the 
money and paid them, amounting to nearly $500.00. _ 
but my salary suffered for it. 

We found 8 saloons running full blast. and legally, for the 
law did not prohibit till May. I got acquinted with all the 
saloon keepers and urged them to quit their business the fir- 
st of May 2s gocd law abiding citizens, and I found them as 
a class prety good men, and they quit the first of May, but 
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soon open up again. We organized our forces and employed 
a man to get evidence. He seemed to have all he wanted to 


| drink but could not te}l who he got it of; finaly a Methodist 


from the country and his neighbor came to town and tooka 
drink at each saloon and hunted me up and reported what they 
had done, they were strangers, and eyes were bloodshot and 
they seemed to be coramon drunkards, I tired to got rid of 
them but they kept on telling till I listened, and finaly found 
they could identify every place, and every person they had 
bought of except two was not certain they would know them 
I told them we wanted to get the whole lot when we com- 
menced and the Methodist said tney could get the evidence 


‘but the bottom had dropped out of the pocket book, I gave 


him some money and he said that was enough. I did not tell 
them to buy beer with it, but told them to get the evidence 
and report; we called the committee to hear their report. I 
never asked what they did with the money, but they had the 
evidenc. Some of the committee were afraid to trust the Co. 
Attorney but I believed he would do his duty, but proposed 
that we hire judge Sturgis to assist him and if he failed to 
do his duty, to prossecute him, and we did this. I then 
went to the Co. Attorney with the evidence and told him ai! 
we had done and said I told them I beleived he would do his 
duty; he said you bet I will; and he did. I also aranged to 
have at least half of the room filled with strong supporters 
of the Jaw to give moral support in the case; the churches 
all joined in the arrangment, and attended the trials, though 
the Baptist minister, Brother Nash was the only pastor in 
the city but myself. but we each spent two weeks at court 
and urged our members to attend; the Co. Attorney said it 
was a great hel p to know he had the moral support of the 
audiance: usually the loyal people stayed at home and left 
the roughs to pack the court and cheer their side, and that 
many times influenced the jury, as well as discouraged the 
Attorney. a word of cheer at the right time is a wonderfull 
help, and it is a tower of strength to know that the best of 
the commnnity are watcing every move. We watched ev- 
ery move andshowed our appreciation of the Atty. as he de- 
served it. [t was time well employed. We convicted four 
and three plead guilty and one skipped the Co. and forfeited 
$300.00, in bonds. so we closed the whole business. A court 
room is always safer with at least half for law and order. 
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The trials continued two weeks and the defense had chall- 
enged the credibility of our leading witness, because he had 
broken his pledg as a Methodist to wholly abstain from all 
intoxicants. and here he swears he took 16 drinks in one day, 
Such evidence was not worthy of credence. We held union 
meetings Sunday evenings and the meeting was to be in the 
Baptist church the middle of the trials, and I to preach so I 
sent word ail over town that [ would preach on Jaw enforce- 
ment; had a packed house; the Attys. were present and I took 
up the case oi witness said he violated no pledge, and would 
gladly defend him if 2n, one wanted to try it and read our 
Disciplin that we are not to use it unless in case of extreme 
necessity. now | will leave it te you to decide if this was not 
case of extreme necessity. I never heard more enihusias- 
tic cheering in a church. and at the close of the service the 
Atty. for the whiskey men came and took my hand and said 
you have got the case. Afterwards he paid me $25.00 for 
aAth of Juiy address at Conenrdia when he was mayor. 

The OFFICIAL MEMBERS were generaly loyal to their 
duties but seme of the ones most outspoken in regard to the 
short comings of others, failed to do their duty; prayer 
meetings were well attended, but one of the most enthsias- 
talkers, urging the church to greater activity. could never 
attend,.and seemed to think he was justified because he had 
to keey; his meat market open that night while his partner 


_ attended his ledge, and his partner would keep it open the 


next night ier him to attend Jodge. that was in ther agree- 
ment as partners and I could never make him see that this 
was in any way dishonoring God. Brother C. J. English 
an Exhortr and was running a Newspaper, He is now a 
District Supcrintenent in Mo. On account of the heavy 
board biil we had to pay for Conf. there was no canvass 
made for my salary, and I only received what was given 
volunatrily through the envelopes, which was about half the 
claim, but they promised todo. better next year. Here I 
saw Boston Corbet frequently, for his homestead was only 
:. few miles away, for sketch of Corbet see pages 19 & 20. 

We held a protracted meeting with some succes but not 
many accessions, and yet the church was revived, and this 
is essential in order to keep the church from going back to 
the world, not intentionaly, but carelessl;, slipping back be- 
cause not going ahead. 
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The official members were C. J. English; M. Tippen. 
Rev. John Johnson, John Beech, G. H..Palmer, J.S. Her- 
wick, F. A. Foster. Pious Bean, E. Linney, J. Mackley. 

I was threatened with violence if [ did not let up on: the 
whiskey fight, and some of my most influential members ad- 
vised moderatlon, said 1 would get my head broke, I said my 
head is insured, they sad our church property is endangered 
I said get it ensured for all it is worth for there will beno let 
up on this business till law is fudy obeyed; and the whiskey 
men know full wel! that nething could be done that would 
help law enforeement more, than to altack some tempcrance 
worker; and I said pubicly that I would try to save the Co. 
expense of a trial, though there might be some funeral ex- 
penses. No attempt was ever made but I was on good terms 
with all.tne saloon keepers, while I told them my. business 
was to destroy their business, because their business was 
detriments) to society. They were more hostile at the last. 
‘I notified all publicly that if I was attacked I would do my 
best to defend myself, and would not be responsible for the 
consequences to others. My work here and in Republe Co. 
brought me into the lime light and J was offered avery flater- 
ing position as a State Organizer and the Commission was 
signed and ready for me to take at any.time I wus ready to 
doso. At Conference we had before us the divison of Conf. 

The Disziplino authorized us to divide on the 4th line of 
the 6th principal Meridian. I contended this was a mistake 
in the Discipline, as there is no such line snd never ‘was 
besides talk of division had been to divide on the fourth 
RANGE line EAST of the Sixth Principal Meridian; 
and that was uudoubtedly the way it passed the Genera] 
Conf. and the transcriber, not knowing the terms used 
in the western survey had dropped out two words not realize 
ing that they were essential. I said it was much more likaly 
that two unimportant words should be dropped out than 
that four words should be added when these words had not 
been used in the discussion; tut it was decided that the 6th 
principal meridian was ment. 1 was overruled, and yet I 
maintain we were never legaly divided: we did not divide 
on the line prescribed by the Discipline. The first Confer- 
ence made an appeal to have it righted and we have been at 
it ever since,-and { hope will continue ti] ~ustice shall be 
done. The first reason against it was that the Kans. Conf 
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was 80 small they could not spare it; and yet they knew the 
division between the South and the Southwest had been on 
a line that was agreed on as just by the two Conferences and 
it gave to the Souchwest for its teritory all we ask and 
for the South half 22 mil2s more and in addition to all this 
3 Counties in Oklahoma; making for the S. W. Kan. Conf. 
over 700 sq. miles of the richest teritory in Kan. more than 
3 Counties in Oklahoma, and in addition she has 11-2 mis 
more than half the state N. and S. and this to the detriment 
of both Conferences, aiid esuasialy of the Missionary Soci- 
ety. The Mo. P. ought to be al in our Conf. This would 
save expense for D. Supts. in their visits and would be for 
the benefit of two or three cnarges and would save Mission- 
ary money. ‘Tese lines ought to be changed at the next Gen- 
eral Conference, because it is just and right, Our Confer- 
ence would still be the smallest and poorest in the state but 
more scsi equal. Thisis according to the Golden rule.

- in favor of talking with me but the Bishop said I would go 
where -ent or he was much mistaken.

_ the temperance offer after rumor of District, I shouid have 
taken the first train for Manhattan and taken the offer. 
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I never had an appintment that hurt me so, and Mrs. See 
felt as badly about it as 1 did. We both cried when appoint- 
ed to the District. ‘This was something we never did before 
I suppos most ministers would have taken it gladly. but I 
did not feel able for the task, and did not want it. I now 
think is was the Lords’ doings and His ways are best. 

We entered upon the work determined to do our best. 

A total stranger to tiie appointments, and only knew one 
minister on tiic District. | sent lotters to each pastor ‘so 
far as I could luarn their address. and others I addressed as 
best I could, but addresses of new supplies were not given, 
and I presume they were never notified of theie appoint- 
ments, at least . never neste from some of them.

I found the Pastor terribly discouraged one time as I was 
passing through and persuaded him to hitch up his team

Brother Pittenger was returned to Bennington 
and Brother WSR Burnett of the Upper Iowa Conference 
as assistant, Brother P. was afficted with rheumatism. 
Brother Burnett returned to Iowa in the fall and: en 
Pittinger so far recovered as to do full work 


| Conference of 1884 ELLIS and HAYS were united 
ed in one.charge Brother Pittinger was made Pastor,. believ- 
ing the high altitude would be beneficial to his rheumatism, 
. He was taken very bad immediately after Conference and 
‘came’to our house to rest on his way to his charge, and nev- 
‘er went farther. He was with.us for several months una 
ble to help himself, could not feed himself, nor dress or un- 
dress without help, we cared for himas best we could. Dr. 
Crowley attended him ail time faithfully without charge, 
though not.a professed christian this wxs a chistian act. 
He came every day and any time when needed; He finaly 
‘advised ‘he be sent: to Hot Springs; which would cost $100 .00 
‘or more,. I arranged. with the bank for the expense and we 
‘sent him but. his heart was too weak and he could not take 
the baths, though a quack. Dr. whom -he employed recom- 
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mended the baths as a sure cure and he nearly died in the 
first bath, and he consulted an old and wellknown Dr. who 
told him another bath would probably finish the job. but if 
he wanted to live to take the first train home. The first Dr. 
charged $25.00 the last one nothing. Hecame back to us 
and we were ari anging te send him to Colorado, but Dr. said 
his heart was too weak to go to so high an altitude, and he 
wanted to return to his parents in Ohio. We arranged to 
send him. I went with him to Chicago, and put him on a 
train in care of Conducter that would take him where his - 
parents would meet him and care for him. He afterwards 
reeovered so as to take work and was transfered N. J. and 
finaly to California. [ appealed to the District for help to 
meet the expense, charging nothing for our care or expense 
while at our home, The District sent enough to meet all 
expenses, were allowed to report it as Superannuate Funds. 

At Conferenc it was ordered that my expenses for Brother 
Pittenger be paid from the Superannuate Fund and then it 
was voted to pay me $25.00 for our care of him. 

I got E B L Elder to supply Ellis and T H B Wood for 
‘Hays. Brother Wood wis a LP. at Hays and did as well as 
any one could with the support he had, he kept up the ap- 
pointment. Brother Doner who was sent to Benington was 
from one of the best homes I ever knew but he had some 
trouble in the charge which did not amount to much, but he 
was among strangers and left for his fathers home in Iowa. 

Imet Brother E P Michener from the Iowa Conference on 
the train as I was passing through, and got him to fill out 
the year. he transferred to our Conf became Presiding Elder 
secured a good farm near Beloit and is now retired and has 
settled in a Fla, orange grove to spend his old age.

_ Rev; R. A. Hoffman was appoined Agent. Last year Ellsworth 
made a proposition which was discussed and laid on the tab!e. 

As Trustees we tried to interest every charge in the cause 
and to secure proposals from as many as possible. Seeing 
a notice of the meeting of Trustees of the Southwest Kans. 
Conf. at Wichita, for the purpose of locating a College for 
their Conf. we thought it would be best to unite the two 
Conferences in the support of one College. and M M Stolz, 
J H Lockwood, A P Collins, R A Hoffman and myself went 
to Wichita and engaged arcom ata mute, where we could 
have a meeting, :nd then hunted up the S. W. Trustees and 
talked with them privately, and invited them to our room 
they all agreed with us, that one College supported ky the 
‘Conferences would be a success at once, hut two would have 
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a hard struggle for years for an existance. They seemed to - 
be in full and hearty accord with us, but did not meet with 
us as planned. We offered the following. “Ist We will 
unite in the support of one college for the two Canferenees, 
which shall be convenient to both. 2nd we will locate where 
we can secure the best buildings and grounds and the most 
convenient to both Conferences without regard to the Conf. 
it may bein. 3rd If we locate it in our Conf, we will use 
- our best endeavor to have the charge and college placed in 
your Conf. half the tfme. and if located in your Conf. you to 
give us the same privilege. Matters further than this to 
be ageed upon afterwards in a Brotherly manner.” The 
Trustees of the S.W. all ageed to this privately, but when 
evening came such pressure had been brought to bear upon 
them by representatives from towns distant from the bord- 
er that their first resolution was that they would not unite 
with us, and this was before we had presented our preposi- 
tion to the Trustees in a body, and after this they invited 
us to meet with them for consultation and never hinted that 
they had reached such a conclusion and they asked us to 
make our proposition which we poceed to do and they polite- 
ly bowed us out, promising to give it careful consid -ration. 
When their report was brought in it showed their action 
was taken before they invited us in. There was a general 
feeling among the delegates irom the various towns present 
that they were not to help Methccdism, nor the cause of 
Education, but to boom their town. This was as Judge Pe- 
ters expressed it. He said ,,[ am here to boom Newton.” 
That spirit seemed to controll the Trustees. 
We returned sadder if not wiser. We were completely dis- 
couraged. We said the task is too great for our week Conf. 
to undertake alone; but when the S.W. located at Winfield 
clear in the S.E. corner of the state, Jeaving all the Western 
and central part of the siate unprovided for, we said we will 
try, and we went to work harder than ever to get a location 
I as Secretary sent proposition to every Pastor in the 
Conf, stating the situation, and we would carefuily consid :2r 
any proposition for a location that might be made so that it 
aceomodate the Conf. but that we did not feel that anything 
less than a pledge of 15 acres fora campus and a College 
building we could approve of to cost not less than $25,000. 
free from debt, could be considcred by us; and we would 
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contract to establish and maintain an institution of full Col-. 
lege grade, that we would meet at Solomon City July 7 and 
open and consider all propositions, accept the best, if satis 
factory, and if none are satisfactory will reject all of them. 

I sent personal letters to each pastor urging them to do 
their best to help us out. We also worked to secure the 
Salina Normal in the west part of Salina, and we had the 
promise of more than 2 3 of the stock’ and we made offer 
to purchase the balarice at par. but there were a few that 
would not sell at any price to the Methodist, and while we 
could have controlled it, yet we did not want a quarrel and 
so we gave it up. I had sold some lots joining the Normal 
grounds for building homes near our College, which we was 
hoping to locate at this place. I watched every mail for 
bids for location of the College, but nune came. But when 
I returned home from my Quarterly Meeting about two 
weeks before our Trustee meeting, | was completely dis- 
couraged and sick at heart, but my wife had been in con- 
sultation with A. M. Claflin, amember of the Protestant 
Episcopal church and « warm frend o7 christian education 
and wehad long and frequent councils at his place of bus- 
iness and at our house, and had tried to devise how to get 
the College located here. He had coieeived a plan that he 
believed could be worked, which would give us the Univers- 
ity, and wanted me to come to his office at once, whiich I did 
as soon as [ had cared for my team, not stoping to sit down, 
though I had been away several days, Lut my wife deemed 
it essentia] that I should see Brother Claflin at once, they 
had talked it and thought it out, till they believed it to be 
possible if taken hold of at onceand pushed, Brother Claf- 
aflin had bought an option on a piece of Jand just South of 
town which could be divided into lots and sold at $100. each 
would give us enough to pay for the land and have $25 090 


for a building and have al5acre Campus. He hid it all 


figured out and was sc sure of succes, and such oonfidence 
in Methodist Preachers and their ability to put it through 
that he had a plan and a snbscription paper for every pas- 
in the Conference, and wanted my signature as Secretay of 
the board of Trustees, These lots wer- to be sold on sub- 
scription to be paid for at $100.00. for each lot subcribed, 
Payments to be made on each lot of $19. a month till all was 
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paid, and when 7 payments were made we wereall to meet 
at Salina and the lots all numbered and the numbers placed 
in a box and thoroughly mixed up so that there could be no 
possible chance of knowing what number would be drwn by 
any one, each person to draw his own lots or have some one 
draw for him, and the number drawn was to be his lot; one 
lot was as good as another except in location, and each was 
worth the money paid. Brother Claflin came over to our 
house to see me as soon as he secured the option and found 
I was not at home and would not be for some time, so he 
explained the plan to her, and she entered into it at once; 
and he went to his office and wrote out subscription papers 
for every pastor in our Conference and explaining the plan 
and had them ready when Icame home, So when I saw 
him he was ready with the papers and wanted me to endors 
them and send them out at once, which I agreed to do but 
told him I had no faith in the matter, as the time was so 
short. ‘Only about a week till we were to open the bids. [I 
urged quick energetic work, and that each Pastor take one 
or more lots on the easy payment plan, assuring them that 
it would be a good investment at we viewed it here, besides 
would furnish us a good College, I urged that every thing 
else be sidetracked for the week and all the force of the 
church work for success. It must be do e quickiy or the 
oportunity would be gone forever. Before starting for the 
Trustee meeting July 7th, we went over the subscription 
list-and found it short. We had failed. We all felt more 
discouraged than ever though I had no faith in the start 
yet a weeks hard work and taking all the lots I dare ventnre 
and some I knew I must scll to get through, I began to be 
hopeful. There were some that had not reported but we 
must act on the report we had. We opened the meeting 
inthe usual way and attended to business in a mournfll 
way. when a telegam was handed me, which seemed almost 
as a message from heaven, I opened it and read. ‘We agree 
to take all lots unsold. Come up and locate the College.” 
signed, Sudendorf, Eberhardt, Clafflin, Baker.” We knew 
these were good, responsible, men and would make their 
pledge good, We answered it at once that we accepted the 
pledge and would come up on the first train and locate the 
College. We formaly considered the proposition and accept- 
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ed it and then adjourned to meet at Salina. as soon as the 
train should get there in the p. m. We were met at the train 
at Salina with hacks, and taken South on Santa Fe Avenue 
to the South side of the City, and then opened the wire fence 
and drove along the edge of a cornfield, out over the prairie 


about 1-2 mile to the highest point in the land, and_ located

We concluded the service with prayer; and song, and shouts 
of rejoicing. The Campus is at the head of the Avenue. 

The lots brought enough to pay for tne land and plotted the 
ground, and reserving 15 acres for a Campus, and planting 
a tree on each lot, and meeting all expenses and $26,000. for 
a College buflding. Arrangmeats were made to have the 
building completed in time for College in 1886. We sent 
out notices that we had located the College and that $10.00 
would be due monthly on each lot, and we would depend on 
it to meet our obligations. These four that sent the telegram 
to us at Solomon City. that saved the College for us knew 
the situation we were in when we left for Solomon City, and 
they said it shall not fail, we will take the balance of the 
lots and sell them later. Sudendorf, Eberhardt, Claf- 
Iin, & Baker, should ever be remembered as the 
ones that made our university possible. Such an oppor- 
tunity would never have come again. it is the only instance 
I ever heared of. We had many meetings to determine the 
kind of building we wanted, and could get for the money 
we had to put in a building. The Campus is the highest 
ground in the City on the West side, it is 20 feet higher 
than the center of Salina, but it isa gradul grade all the 
way, it continues to decend all the way to the Saline river 
on the North. We had accomplished the impossible, had 
bought a farm and sold it to ourselves in town lots, and 
made ail the improvements named and every one had a lot 
worth all we paid for it. We established a College which was 
the equal of anything in the state. with Dr. Aaron Schuy- 
ler of Berea Ohio, and author of several College Text books 
who was persuaded to come to our help. He casi his lot 
with us and his name was a tower of strength to us to be- 
gin with. Dr, Marvin Chancelor of the State University, 
formerly in Allegheny College. when I attended it, was call- 
ing on us in Topeka. and we were talking about our new

venture at Salina, and when he learned that Dr. Schuyler 
was to be connected with it he rose to his’ feet in surprise 
and said ‘‘His name is enough to make a College alone.” 
We had another scheme that would have neted a hand- 
some endowment if carried out as designed, and it might 
have been if taken hold of as the first was, but it drifted in- 
to the hands of an Agent that took most of the cream from 
it, leaving us a little skim milk. We got several thousand 
dollars out of it, but should have received more than dou- 
ble what we got. The plan was similar to the first, but on 
a Jarger scale, but when we paid Age::ts commission and let 
him manipulate it for his own profit, we were the loosers. 
The College was opened on 1886 and has bee maintain- 
ed, and has done as good work as any College in regular Col- 
lege work, and our graduates have proved themselves worth- 
y of their alma mater. 
During this year (1885) my throat became so bad that the 
people could not understand me in the back part of the 
house and I[ felt that I could not continue in the Ministry 
after my work on the District was through, which would be 
at the Conf. of 1886. One day I met Dr. H. D. Fisher on 
the train, and we got to talking about The Kansas Metho- 
dist Publishing Co. Consisting of the Book Store, Print- 
ing establishment, which was publishing the Kansas Meth- 
odist, which circulated ali over the state and was making 
them some money and the business was constantly on the 
increase but needed money for the present, to meet bills, but 
could soon pay it back by their increased sales, I could put 
in $500. to help out. which would help them vut. He was 
Editor of the Kansas Methodist and offered to sell me his 
interest and the Editorship, this would give me a pass over 
the Ry. as Editor. I examined the Concern, Looked over 
the Stock in the Store and Printing department and also 
the Accounts and supposing the Books were honestly kept, 
I judged Dr. Fishers interest (1-3) was worth $2,500. and 
it seemed to me a providentlal opening I could in this way 
get into a business with men of experience to help, where I 
could be doing good and could through the Kansas Metho- 
dist reach more peaple than I could in preaching, and since 
I was forbidden to preach for sometime only occasionally ; 
I certainly regarded as.of God, and! think now that God 
was leading, though it cost me $10,000. and indirectly much 
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more, yet | see the hana of God in it as never before; here 
I Iearned enough of the work of the printing business thatI 
am able to bring out this booklet, and hope it will be the 
means of bringing out others till we will get a complete his- 
tury of our early struggles. This would never have appear- 
ed but for my experience in the Kansas Methodist Publish- 
ing Co. Not only do I hope this will be a benefit to others 
but it has been a benefit to me in doing it. But I have 
not yet told that on July 10th 1885 I bought the int- 
erest of Dr. H. D. Fisher (1-3) of the Kansas Meth- 
odist Publishing Company, located at 237 Kansas 
Avenue Topeka, Kansas. I became thereby the Sen- 
tor parner & Editor of the Kansas Methodist, & the 


‘Co. was now Rey. A. N. See, Rev. L. A. Rudisill, & 
Rey. W. J. Bonham. These were all Methodist. and I 


supposed Rudisill & Bonham were experiensed and successful 
business men, and that I weu'ld have a chance to learn the 
business from them; but | found that their chief abilty was 
to draw their salary, and I was held for the bills. Rudisill 
was acting Editor of the Kans. Meth. till Conf. Wemoved 
to Topeka and Mrs. See went in the Store and assisted in the 
business while I completed my term on the District. As 
Editor I had a pass on the Ry. so that it cost me no money 
to go to and from my work, and I furnished editorials and 
selections for the paper. I was very glad of the chance to 
contirue in the work of the Lord in this way. I paid Dr. 
Fisher $2,500, and loaned the Co. $500, for a year. Barthol- 
omew was puting on the market an addition in the West of 
town and offered us a chance to build homes in it and pay 
on easy terms, and a commission on the sale of lots, and: we 
each bought 3 lots on Prospect St. (now Garfield) between 
10th &11th Sts. and I built a 7 room cottage and moved in 
for about 3 months but we found the Stret Car fare 3 times 
a day for of us amounted to considerable in a month, Rudi- 
sill had managed to get all the commissions, and I sold out 

at cost and moved down to our business. I found berfore I 
had been in partnerrship a year that I had more experience 
than I wanted and less money, and besides that, Rudisill as 
Business Manager was tclling falsehoods to cover up short- 
age. J at once detemined to dissolve partnership, I would 
not be partner with a liar when I knewit. I had the busi- 
carefully examined and found we owed $3,500. I offered to 
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give them a bill of sale of my interest if they would secure 
me ag.inst the debts. but they would not do that, and I 
gave them a nute for $500. each on a years time, and made 
a mortgage of $4,500. on my Salina property, and began pay- 
ing off the debts. I soon found that the books were false in 
many cases. accounts had been paid and not credited, and 
many debts we owed had not been entered, these amount- 
to more than $4,500. I found I must sell my Salina property 
to meet the indebtedness, My Banker at Salina, told me I 
ought not to sell any more of my land less than $500. per 
acre, for it would readily bring that or more, but when he 
found I must sell and he was instructed to make the sale on 
the best terms he could get, he sold for $150. per acre and I 
think furnished the money to pay it. I was offered $4,000. 
extra by a Banker before the Deed was signed and I offered 
$500. for his trouble but he insisted his honor was at stake 
und that I had given him authority to sell, and I finaly took 
the price, and when I got back to Topeka Banker said he 
would have given me $25,000. more than I got if he had 
known I would sell. I have wondered how much my Salina 
Banker got for his work, 1] have come to the conclusion 
that there have always been men ready to take advantage 
of others necessities, and also others foolish enough to let 
them doit. I ought to have refused: to make the deed at 
that price. They could not have forced it, But I will live 
just as long and have a clear conscience, I did what I thou- 
ght at the time was right. The business was all thrown on 
us, and we had had no experience in buying and running the 
business, either the book business, or the paper business, 
but we managed by hard work and long hours to live thru 
and by cutting expenses wherever we could, we moved to 
114 E. 7th to save rent. We managed so that we were mak- 
ing a little more than expenses which included our living. 
The Chatauqua Assembly, of which Rudisill was Secretary 
worked up a scheeme to start another paper for the Assem- 
bly though I bought with the express understanding that 
I was to have the Chautauqua printing, with that under- 
standing had carried their advertising free. I knew that 
this was done to ruin our paper. feeling that we could not 
afford to run at loss. which 2 papers would mean, I sold to 
a Committe on the Assembly with promise from them that 
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Rudisill shuuld have nothing to do with the paper, but he 

was put in charge of it at once, and I was cheated out of 
the value of the printing plant completly. They were to 
pay me the cash when they took the material from the 
office but to accomodate them I let them take it a little 
at a time, and at last they offered me in payment the notes 
which I had given Rudisill and Bonham, which were not 
due, and my Lawyer said I would have a legal recourse be- 
cause of the false statement of the books. but I had them 
to pay and loose the $4,500. by the books being false. I 
think it was caused by false swearing and bribery, and my 
Lawyers selling out. My experience cost me heavily, but 
we lived through it and moved back to Salina, in the fall of 
1887; and rented a room near the College and went into the 
Book business. Rudisi!l continued to run the Assembly. 
and they had persuaded Bishop Ninde to let his name be at 
the head as president, though he had nothing to do with it, 
but he gave standing toit. Rudisill reported every thing 
as prosperous and flourishing ti!l Bishop N. got a notice to 
pay an indebtedness of $1,500. which must be paid at once, 
to save cost, He had it to pay, though he had had no part 
in the management. but he was president, and that allowed 
Rudisill, as secretary, to manage the business, and pocket 
the funds, and Bishop Ninde to pay the bills, for Rudisill 
was not responsible for a dollar. I with several others 
helped Bishop Ninde pay his $1.500. and that ended the As- 
senbly, I believe. though I donot know what became of the 
material they stole from me, but do not think they were 
successful in making anything out of the business, though 
I think probably Rudisill pocketed enough to pay for his 
house inthe Lowman addition. The Lowman Memorial 
M. E, Church was built by J. B. Bartholomew in memory of 
his wifes father who was a member of the Pittsburg Penn. 
Conference. Mr. Bartholomew and some friends came our 
office on Kansas Avenue in 1885 and organized a Board of 
Trustees, of whom I was president, Bonham secretary, and 
Rudisill treasurer. He exercised his usual charecteristics 
here, used the money and then claimed he had put it in our 
business and that I would have to pay it, as I had bought 
the business, and was to pay all indebtednes. he failed in 
this and then said he had let Bartholomew have it before he 
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went East, were he was now, when B. returned he said the. 
' statement was false, that on the contrary he had loaned R. 
$10. just as he was leaving. R_ finaly settled with Song 
Books for the Sunday School, which were taken from our 
shelves and no account made of it as | could find. : 

At Salina we furnished the text books for the Coll- 
ege & religious & other Books but made a specialty of 
Bibles. I soon got a printing outfit and published 
| The KANSAS WESLEYAN ADVOCATE 

This was devoted to Education. Religion, and Temperance. This 
was the first paper published for the College, and I did the College 
printing at about half they had been paying. 

My throat had so far recovered that I took an appointment 
as Agt. of the Preachers Aid Society, with the understand- 
ing that but little could be done on account of the needs of 
College which has first place. In 1889 I was appointed 
as Agent of the Kansas Wesleyan University; and instruct- 
ed to sell Scholarships. Perpetual Scholarships. $200. Seven 
years, S. for $100. Three years., $75. I had varied experien- 
ces in my work, but in the main succeded verywell, I had at 
the close of the year $31,000. in Scholarship Notes. Then 
the Board decided that the sale of Scholarships was a mis- 
take, and rasolved to return the Notes if the givers would 
cancel contract, so my years work was thrown away. One 
trying and yet pleasing experiences of the year was at Gyp- 
sum where I had gone with Brother Lockwood to a Quart- 
erly Meeting I explained my plan and urged all I could and 
Brother L. did his best, and they all sat still and seemed to 
take all in but would not act, and we dismissed the meet- 
ing in despair, completly discouraged, and started for the 
door, and someone asked to see one of Subscription Notes 
and wanted one filled out for $200. and he signed it, and an- 
other was called for and signed, and others till had $1.400. 
‘in Notes, as fast as we could make them out, which was 
more than we had hoped from so small a congregation, they 
said that as long as we would talk they were satisfied to list- 
en, but when we were through they wanted some Scholar- 
ships. So we left well pleased with our success. 

The plan of selling Scholarships was first presented by A. 
- P, Collins and adopted on his recommendation, and it was 
on his motion, and earnest pleading that the Notes were to 
be canceled, and the $31,000. thrown away. 
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He also required the Agent to make a report of the exact 
time spent at each place, and the time going to the next 
place, and allowed searce time ror him at home, to answer 
letters, and the pay wes so little that I could not have lived 
on it. and quit when they canceled the Scholarships. 1 took 
charge of the church at Delphos, after the former Pastor 
had left in disgrace, to the shame and disgrace of the church 
and the church was nearly broken up by it. Brother Lock- 
wood said I was the only one that he knew that could save 
the church. The former Pastor had been so completely 
und so greatly beloved by the whole community, that they 
were ready to brand any one that came as Pastor, a scoun- 
drel. I had been their Presiding Elder for 4 years, and had 
been so well acquainted with them for years that I could do 
more to hold the church together than any one else, Here 
is where a good name is of priceless value. I did not move 
to the charge but spent most of my time with them, and by 
hard and constant work I kept the church together. and left 
it in good shape for the next Pastor at Conference. 

In 1890 I was appointed to Lindsborg, and went from Sa- 
lina. We had a Sweedish Methodist church there, but it 
did not amount to much, for the Lutheran church under 
Pa~! or Swenson, who was also President of Bethany Coll- 
ege, took in nearly all the Sweeds of the community, and 
this was nearly all the people. We had an English church 
of a score or more of English people. and held service both 
morning and night and had quite a number of Sweeds at the 
night service. They were those that had lately come to this 
country and wanted to learn our language, they came to our 
church at night with the approval of their Pastor. I was 
weil acquainted with Pastor Swenson and esteemed him as 
a personal friend. Here was onz of the largest Sweedish 
colonies in the United States, and was their strongest Coll- 
ege. Thy were a fine class of people. and the men quickly 
learned our language, and ways, but the women did not 
mingle much with Americans, and using their own language 
among themselves were very slow in learning our language 
and customs. They were Honest, Temperate. Industrious, 
and Prosperous. Most of them were born and brought up 
in the Lutheran church and confirmed in it when 12 years of 
age and have been in the church all their lives. Many 
know nothing about a change of heart, yet many do, and 
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are true, earnest christians. So we will find in our own be- 
oved church many that do not know what deep, heaart 
felt religion is. If we would exercise the care for our chil- 
dren that they do with theirs, we would not have so many 
leading recicless lives. Ii our parent members do their du- 
ty and consecrate their children to God in baptism, they 
by that act bring them into the church on probation, anc if 
they do their duty. they will ever remain in the church. and 
bless the world. If we would follow the instructions in 
‘Deuteronomy 6th chap. instead of talking about worldly th- 
ings all the time. our children would be a comfort to us in- 
stead of an anxiety and asorrow. We spend too little time 
with our children, and especialy in religious instruction. 

We ougnt to teach our catechism thorougly, while Creeds 
will sot save yet they will help in time of trial. 

This year I became Secretary for the Sabbath Association 
of Kansas and did considerable printing for the Association 
and wus solicited by the National Association to take charge 
of tiie work in the State and thoroughly organise it, which I 
felt s:rongly inclined to do. for I had dropped out of the 
regular pastoral work and others had taken the desirable 
places. and I did not feel able to commence. at the bottom 
again on account of my age, and 1 did not want to croud 
others out of their plees, to make room forme. This was 
permanent if properly filled and would permanently provide 
at a living salary without disturbing any one else, and at 
the same time doing a very necesary work, and Isometimes 
think I made a mistake in not taking it. for they at last 
granted all I asked but not at time agreed on so was free to 
take other work. and it was my duty to take the work that 
the Bishop gave me. My agreement was to take the work 
if arrangments were completed before Conference, and the 
Bishop approved it. It was not completed till the second 
day of Conference, though they were in no way responsible 
except they could not get me word, but the Bishop wanted 
me for other work, without a word, or thought on my part. 
I mentioned to him my plan as soon as I got word that the 
- Association accepted my terms and asked his approval. He 
said he needed me for other work, told him my reasons for 
my choice he said it was a good work but he needed me here 
and said “I gave you a good appointment when I was here 


before did I not?” I said you gave me the hardest appoint- - 
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had. Hesaid ‘I guess that is true but you did it well 
and if I should give you another one similar you would be 
loyal I think’. Ilsaid I always ment to be loyal but 1 
had never for a moment thought of such a thing. Nothing 
more was said but when the appointments were made I was 
appointed Presiding EJder of Ellsworth District. I con- 
sidered it great honor to be appointed a second time to the 
District work by the same Bishop, without a suggestion by 
myself or any one else that I know of; and especialy by a 
men with the discernment of Bishop Warren. I determined 
that nothing should should hinder mein my work. I had 
continued my printing busiess though in a new place and 
under a new name, and had kept adding to the plant till I 
had an outfit that could do any ordinary job work, or print 
a 5co!l. paper. I was now publishing the Weekly Tidings 
still kept the Book Store, my wife attended to the business 
when I was away with Josephs help. though I generaly had 
some one in the printing office which was in an adjoining 
room, with the whole establishment I made some money, 
but lest it should hinder me in my work I traded my print- 
ing plant to a job printer and paid him for run ing my pa- 
per to complete my advertising contracts, and also my 
pledge to subcribers. The paper was cheap and had quite 
a circulation in our Conference, and I closed it out at a loss. 

Ten years before I was on the Salina District, which then 
included this District, though the Ellsworth District had 
opened up some new points in the West; and membership 
had changed so far as pastors were concerned as well as the 
laymen. The Pastors were mostly new men. Of the 26 on 
the District only 3 were on the District when I left it in ‘86 
There was no District loyalty, but a dispostion to get out 
of it the first chance, they would move in the middle of the 
year to almost any charge in an other District. 18 appoint- 
ments were new, 7 of them taken from the S.W. Kan. Conf, 
8 old names had been dropped. The work was mostly ex- 
perimental, a feeling around to see where appointments 
could be maintained to the best advantage. to do the great- 
est good to the greatest number. 9 of the Pastors were 
experiments that did not last. We were compelled to use 
what we could get. that we thought would help the cause 
the most. Not always what we would like, but the best we 
could get for what we could pay, we might have had better 
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preachers if we could have supported them, and we might 
have supperted them better if we had had better preachers 
so there was room for complaint on both sides, but there 
has not been a willingness on the part of the church to pay 
for the ability they demand or get. Preachers are poorly 
paid with few exceptions. Itis largely lack of instruction 
on the part of Pastors, and especially on the part of Presid- 
ing Elders, I determined to make a specialty of teaching the 
church on the subject, and insisting on church honesty in 
meeting their claims, and I have succded to a considerable 
extent. We are greatly crippled here because as soon as 
our preachers become specially proficient in their work, they 
are sought for elsewhere and offered better salaries and we 
ean not blame them for going. and when a church gets so 
they can pay a living salary they look abroad for a trans- 
fer, and neglect better men in our own Conference, and the 
best interest of their own church, distance lends enchant- 
ment here as well as in other things, and many a star of the 
firs magnitude is made so, because his own church has tired 
of him and boom him so he will get some other place, and 
leave them, for the same reason I knew a College to get 
up a boom to send their president to Congress. and one Prof. 
told me that it was the only salvation for the College, for 
he was ruining the College, but he had a pull and they could 
not oust him. This plan of special tansfers generaly 
destroys the Spirituality of the church, the committee that 
hunts the Pastor do not generaly attend prayer meetings, 
they have no time, they can attend lodge 2 or 3 nights in 
the week or more. and want a pastor of the same sort, one 
that can make a fine address at their pubic meetings, and 
not be shocked if there was a select dance connected, for it 
must be all right if our lodge gives it. The old time religion 
is good enough for me, and the old way of stationing the 
preachers in ourchurch. During the year I spent consid- 
erable time between Quarterly Meetings in lecturing on the 
enforcement of Prohibition and for the building up of the 
Good Templars, but always by the advise of the pastor. I 
sometimes spoke every night in the week and preached three 
times on Sunday, and went from one place to another in the 
night, I was broken of my rest every night for a week at 
a time. I also traded some land in Elk Co. for a house on 
Gypsum Ave. in Salina, where we could make a home. 
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This had a $1,000. mortgage on it; that was better than 

paying rent and I supposed I would have my District for 6 

years, aS that was the length of Presidings term, and my 

rent would come to nearly that much in the 6 years. I had 

paid out more than that in rent here. I tried to do my best 

for every charge and for every Pastor, and was successful. 
The appointments were as follows. | 


Bunker Hill- Wm. Nash, Pastor. He was quite ener- 
getic and secured pledges of $450. at Dorance to pay church 
debt, I urged his retnrn to collect, for no one else could do 
as well in collecting a subscription as the one that took it. 
but Dr. Sweet wanted him and the Bishop let him have him 
and not dollar was ever collected. and he did not succced at 
his new charge, but soon dropped out of the work. 


Ellis- W. A. Saville, Pastor, He was an able preacher if 
he would study, but he would rather sit around the shops 
and tell smutty stories and was not a succes, at preaching. 


Eiisworth- A. D. Beckha:t. Pastor, He was very popu- 
ar and a good revivalist. but soon got a call East and left. 


Freemont- (now Morlend) W.C. Jordan Pastor, He 
was a youg man but vcry earnest and popular, The supply 
at Oakley (Brother Coilins) had a bad attack of home sick- 
ness and lest he die without seeing his mother again (for he 
loved her) he ieft in the middle of the year, and Brother Jor- 
dan was changed to Oakley, and was well liked. Freemont 
was attached to Hoxie and G. H. Cheney gave it part time 


Galatia~- H. P. Colgrove Supplied the work, and was quite 
talented. He was well posted in the Scriptures. Said he 
had read the Bible through by course 44 times and now he 
reads through once a year. I fear he was one of the forget- 
ful hearers but not a dooer. He finaly proved to bea tobac- 
co user and a saloon visitor and withdrew from the church 
_and scoffed at all religious professions. 


Grainfield- John Hogan, Pastor,- He was a great 
church builder. He built a church at Grainfield and anoth- 
er at Gove City on the same charge, and did considerable of 
the work in building and did the painting. He was a bet- 
ter builder than preacher. He spent more time in the ma- 
terial than the spiritual, and seemed to enjoy it better. He 
was a good man but had no idea of economy for his home. 
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If some one wouid give him a good suit of clothes, he 
would wear them all the time, regardless of what he was do- 
ing and most of the time untidy, and cosequently unpopular 


Hays City= Geo, Nulton, Pastor, He was well along in 
years but did very good work, though suffering from a can- 
cer on the upper lip, which didnot show much, but was al- 
ways eating its way to his vitals. One appointment on the 
river was at Lookout where W. E. Scott lived who became 
an efficient member of our Conference. 


Hill City- R.A, Hoffman Pastor. He was a very good 
preacher, with a fine family, and but poor support. very 
much dissatisfied with his appointment, and he ought to have 
a better one. He has two out appointments where he goes 
alternate Sundays. and preaches at H. C. one Sunday morn- 
ing and the next Sunday evening. They should pay more. 


Hollyrood- W. H. Haupt, Supply, This is German with 
afew Americansin it, and they are mostly Lutherans or 
Roman Catholics, and isa hard place for Methodism to 
grow in. Brother Houpt was young and energetic. He went 
to the Protestant Episcopal church and was at La Junta 
Colorado, as an assistant the last I knew of him. 


Hoxie=- G. H’ Cheney, Pastor. He had a homestead a 
few miles out, and moved on to it, and they had one child, 
and the only one of school age in the district, and by law 
were entitled to a school, so his wife was employed to teach 
and they had no school house they used their own house to 
teach in, and district furnished the fuel for the family. He 
secured the Post Office at Seaguin, which was near his home 
and had a small store in it, and went home nights. He finaly 
took charge on Freemont work till Conference. dividing his 
time between them. This was a most unsatisfactor arrang- 
ment. No good was done at either place, and yet I could 
see no better way at the time. 





Kanapolis- L. A. Dugger, Pastor, He was hard worker 
but his pay was very inadequate, One church N, of Kanap- 
olis, at Shimels was abandoned soon after because every 
member had moved away. and no record of the transaction, 


La Crosse- G, W. Winterburn. Pastor, His wife was a 
devoted woman, and his daughter. Hattie, was a fine teach- 
er in the city schools, and good church worker, but his son 
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Harry was 2 sprig oi the Jaw, and more inclined to the law 
than the gospel. The children were both graduates of Kan- 
sas Wesleyan Uneversity. Brother Winterburn was a good 
worker but looked aiter the financial, rather than spiritual. 


McCracken= J, M. Bell, Supply. He built a good church 
at McCracken, but it was not dedicated till after Confer- 
ence. He was popular with most of the church, but was not 
big enough to suit some, a change had to be made at Conf. 


Natoma- J. W. Manners, Pastor, but he did not move 
on to the work. He had married a wife who was a school- 
mam, and she had a homestead that joined his, and they 
would not move though they were proved up , I unerstood, 


Gakliey- O.N. Collins, Supply. He was young from 
Ohio and had never been away from home and soon he got 
homsick, and I stayed with him several days at the first 
Quarterly meeting and cheered him up, so that he seemed 
satisfied to remain and do his work, but as soon as he got 
the Missionary money he bought a ticket for home and we 
saw him no more. yet he had promised me he would remain. 

Men that have no regard for their word have no business 
in the ministry, or in the church. W.C. Jordan was taken 
from Freemont work and placed in charge, and did very 
good work the balance of the year. 


Ogallah- H.N. Rogers, Supply. He wasa L.P. living 
near Ogallah, but was not in charge long, partly, I think to 
accomdate the pastor at WaKecney, who wanted it added 
to WaKeeney, and Brother Rogers was willing, all and 
were satisfied. There was but little accomplished here. 

Paleo- A. T, Mitchel, Supply. He was a L.P. of some 
talent, living on a farm near Freemont, and has been mixed 
up in poltics, and has some warm friends, some bitter ene- 
mies. His familly is a great hinderance in his work. 





Piainville= Parmenius Smith, Pastor. He was a good 
preacher, had a fine family. yet all were somewhat fanatic- 
al about faith healing, as most view it. A very acceptable 
. preacher and pastor and was returned by request. He:aft- 
erwards went off to Zion City, to Dowey and put in all he 
had and lost it, and best of all lost faith in Dowey, and he 
came back to us and was reinstated on my motion. 
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Ransome E. E, Gunckel, Supply. He came from the. 
Friends, and was very earnest, and zealous. Heseemed to 
be moved by the Spirit nearly all the time. He was a very 
successful revivalist. Had revivals all over the charge, had 
10() conversions on a new charge the first year. He lived in 
a leaky soddy in the country the first of the year, but fin- 
ally got a small framed house in town. He had a devoted 
wile, who was also moved by the Spirit and was great help 
in the work. Many times she filled the pulpit acceptably. 
They were very popular and 1 their return was desired.

Russell- L, O. Housel, Pastor, He isa graduate or the 
Iowa Wesleyan Univeristy. Is a good preacher, looks af- 
ter the finances closely, is quite popular. and they wish his 
return.

Sharon Springs- J. F. Johnson, Pastor, Salary small 
and not all paid, is a fair preacher, has no help from his 
family, His wife is a constant grumbler, she has much to 
complain about, but her complaints make matters worse, 
and poison the children so they do not care for the church 
and do not attend the Sunday School or church, it hinders. 


Sylvan Grove- J. W. Biundon. Pastor. He lives in 
Salina and goes to his work every Saturday and takes the 
first train back on Monday. Seldom being among the peo- 
ple except on Sunday, and of course accomplishes but little. 


Skeitom- (now Studiy) Jack Langley. Supply. Uncle 
. Jack he is familiarly cailed. A character after Peter Cart- © 
right order, but lacking his scholarshp and ability. He had 
a farm between Morland and Studley, and from there drove 
all over the country and made praching appointments, with 
but litle regard to the rights or wishes of others. He was 
not; Ordained yet would marry and baptise whnever called 
to do so, and and the laws of the state made such marriages 
legal. Rev. M. L. Heiney, A Holiness Evangelist of consid- 
erable note, took a homestead claim uear Studley and left 
a sod church for the people to worship in. At one Quarter- 
ly meeting held here, I had preached the best I could, and 
at the close Uncle Jack got up and said ‘We have listened 
to a fine sermon. though I did not believe more than half of 
it, and do not expect you did, but we have got to pay for it 
so get out your pocket books and shell out’; and he got 
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the amount asked fo, as he gencraly did, I had known a 
son is lowa, he was a lawyer a church supporter but not 
converted, I met him since as a delegate to General Conf. 
and had a fine visit with him. He was a strong man.

Wakeeney~= G, W, Rich, Pastor, He cume from the 
Congregational church on false credentials, as was supposed 
afterwards, He got into trouble with a young girl at Ogal- 
lah, where he was holding a protracted meeting. They were 
found together in a vacant building, and suddenly had an 














‘eargent call West. At Conference his character was arrest- 


and his case referred to his Presiding Elder for investiga- 
tion. He finaly withdrew from the church under charges, 
and his parchments were demanded. 


Waldo- C. M,C, Thompson, Pastor, He was a deeply 
pious man and hada pious family, but not a succes as a 
preacher or as a pastor. He was too slow, and had to help 
in the house work considerable, which kept him from study 
or pastoral work, Heand his wife were cousins, their chil- 
dren were all sickly. But litte was accomplished. The ap- 
pointment was put in the Salina Dist. the next year. 


Walker- B. F. Rogers, Pastor. He was badly crippeled 
with rheumatism, but filled his appointments. He was 
worse crippeled with trouble in his family. He afterwards 
separated trom his wife, I think it was caused by disagree- 
ment in governing the children. More common sense, and 
grace would save many family troubles. and years of sorrow 
We own a house and several acres of pasture here but the 
people are nearly all Roman Catholics, which is unpleasant. 


Winona- J, F. Clark, Pastor. He had a homesteed on 


the charge, and many thought he spent too much time with 
this, so his year on the charge was not as successful as it 
should have been. Probably the complant was true in part, 


but he wanted to make a home for old age and the boys 


would do better with fathers help, and what he could raise 
would help in the living expense which was needed.

Wilson- R. B. Beaty, Pastor. He was a good preacher 
but had a bad boy, which hindered his work greatly. 


The work of District was hard. but I did my best to 
the year a success, [ tried to do the best possiple for each 
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charge and for cach pastor, and tried to instill in each pas- 
tor District loyalty, and succeeded to a great extent. I be- 
lieve I got the District started on the up grade. Every 
thing went well in the Conference. Bishop Hurst present- 
ed the cause of the American University to the cabinet. and 
wanted to go before the Conference with a good subscrip- 
tion from the Presiding Elders to start it off. I said I had 
pledged tothe K. W. U. all I dared to till 1 knew what my 
appointment wouid be, He immediately said, You will be 
on the same as you are. I[ then said withthat understand- 
ing I would pledge $39. and he took it down so reported to 
Conf. and to the University. I have been dunned for this 
repeatedly but have not paid it nor acknowledged the obli- 
gation and never intend to do so, for I was removed from 
the District on Sunday night, after being reappointed to it 
and given the Missionary Draft of over $500. for the Dis- 
trict. (He sent E, W. Allen Sunday to get the Draft back, 
stating he had made a mistake in making it out and wanted 
to correct it. He found out Saturday night that I had not 
had it cashed and said | ought to have donc it, so I could 
pay those that needed it to go home before banks open, this 
shows he had late Saturday night no intention of moving 
me, and after the close of this meeting he had the appoint- 
ments copied to be read to Conference, and I was Presiding 
Elder in that list. Sunday night, I was called out of the 
preaching service by a messenger from the Bishop to come 
to hisroom. I found the other P. E. there. The Bishop 
said to me that it was necesary to make a change on the 
Dist. I asked why? what is the trouble? Hesaid there is 
no trouble, nor complaints. I said then there is no justifica- 
tion for the act. He said it was no reflection on me atal, 
that it was not unusual, but was frequently done, I said J 
had been a Methodist preacher for 30 years and had never 
heard of such a case and, did not believe he ever had, and 
did not believe there ever was such a case in the church, It 
is not as though it was at the begining of Conference and 
the appoints all open, they are all closed now and every one 
knows where he is to go, by your instructions, and that I 
had been appointed Presiding Elder of Ellsworth District 
-and every member of Conf. knew it, and the geting back of 
the Missionary Draft was accomlished by making a false 
statement. I demanded an investigation. He said there 
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was nothing to investigate, for there was no charges, nor 
complaints. I said I have been legaly appointed as Presid- 
ing Elder or you have missapproprated Missionary money. 
If I am guilty of crime or neglect of duty, cut my head off, 
but give me a chance to provemyinnocense. Hesti'l refus- 
ed, and I said [ think it has come to a fine pass when a Meth- 
odist Minister has not as much justice before a Methodist 
Bishop as Paul had pefore the tyrant Nero. Nero gave 
Paul a hearing, and yourfuse to hear me. It was words 
throwed away. He finaly told me to select my appointment 
that I was worthy of a good one. [ think if I had asked for 
First church Salina he would have given it to me, but I had 
forgotten that it was left to be supplied, and knew that every 
minister knew where he was to go, and I said no minister 
ever left a good appointment to make room for me, and that 
they should not with my consent. [| said these have sll been 
made in the fear of God, and by His guidance on my part 
I can not answer for your part, and I am not going to tell 
the Almighty He has madea mistake. Hesaid he would 
makt my appointment. I determined h2 never should, and 
I asked Conf. to make me Temperance Evanglist, and they 
voted it uanimously. I was now $2,000 in debt and my pa- 
per and printing plant sold, so I had nothing to work with 
and no arrangments about Temperence work. I supplied 
1st church Salina one month till they could draw the “‘Line’’ 
from Indianna, and the official Board, had about concluded 
to ask my appoinment for the year, as they told me after- 
wards. He was of those birds of passage that stops long 
enough in its flight, to get another start, and the church is 
generaly ready to help by boosting them for their flight. 
He could put on theatricals but was a poor sermoniser or 
pastor, did on good for the church. but hunted a transfer. 
The disgrace almost upset Joseph, and several others, for 
they all considered it an act of Episcopal tyrany unheared 
in our church before, If able financia ] should have had an 
investigation at Genera] Conf. Many minesters and laymen 
expressed their condemnat‘on of the tyranical act, some urg- 
ed me to prosecute the case at once, but I had not the mon- 
ey, and would not ask from others. I justreceved a letter 
from an old Conf. friend, (dated May 12, 1920. He says of 
the transaction. ‘° when you were crucified onthe cross of 
Prohibition. Spies were sent out to work up the case’. 
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The act on the part of the Bishop, was a usurpation of au- 
thority, and for no reason except to favor an old student. 
and a member of the Sw. Kans. Conf. who was also a grad- 
uate of Drew, told me he boasted that he could put Drew 
to the front, as in this case. This Brother said he told him 
he could not keep him there. The appointment was the 
most unpopular he could have found. But-for his wifes 
tears he would have been removed the next Conf. for impru- 
dent conduct. and Russell had to be cut out of the center 
and put on another District, because thi:y would not have 
him; and the next year he resigned, rather than be removed, 
after his own confession of imprudent conduct. I might 
have had him removed almost any time would I have taken 
the case, but it would look like spight, and instead I wrote 
letters to various parts of the Dist. in answer to theirs, 
counciling loyalty to the Dist. and the P. E. Many were 
disposed to refuse to support him, and if [ had encouraged it 
there would have been such a rebellion as to compell his re- 
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ea yee? moval, it was all I could do keep back charges. During the 
fe BRAS year charges were prefered against G. W. Winterburn of 
ec ee Wakeeney, of Lying and Misappropriation of Church funds 

a Syeess at LaCross, where he had been pastor the year before, and 
elee taar ht Saville called a Com. to try the case, and when the Com. 
Ne cere | met at LaCross, there was no Charges made out, and Win- 

ape Blige terburn did not know what the charges were half an hour 
Ae Regs i before the trial commenced, yet was forced to trial, one im-

Me, | Bley When the case was called I was recognised as Counsel for 
“ARE ve defense. the Com. was empowered to settle all questions as

Eck ey i action of Conf. When we came to trial Com. found there 
: vat ‘ had been no legal trial. or charges. no place or date given. 
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The paper purporting to be a bill of Charges. was signed 
by a member of the church. as stated. but neither place nor 
date, were given, s3 we could not tei) where or when, they 
were signed. There were .uiso 100 and more pages of paper 
purprting to be records of a church trial, sometime, and at 
some place, but neither time nor place mentioned in the pa- 
per, and it did not state that it was the records of a church 
trial. nor that a secretary had been appointed and was not 
signed by any secretary, and in fact was not signed by any- 
body till the paners had been given me to loook over in o.- 
der to defend B-other Winterburn. When [called the P. fs- 
attention to the matter he signed it. When these defects 
were shown the Cuominittee decided that there was nothing 
legaly before us and were ready to so report, but I plead for 
a chance t» make corrcevtions which we could agree upon und 
We would admit that there was a trialand that these were 
the minutes of the trial and could-agree as to place and date 
and secretary and the Committe could authorize someone to 
sign for the secretary which would make it legal. This was 
avreed to and the trial proceeded and we went through the 
whole testimony of over 100 pages and did not find half of 1 
page that had any bearing eu tue charges. He was charged 
with “misayprepr ating church funds’ and nearly ah the 
evidence was to try te prove him a Har, which he was not 
charged witti etal. The Cummittee reported “ns cause ‘or 
action’. az.i his charzeter was passed by the Conference. 

Bishop hiaiicl'ew sent fer me to came to his roor:, and he 
there teld ina he had made careful inquiry about me, and he 
could find nothing against me, and wanted me to know that 
he had the utmust confidence in me. He said he didnot wish 
to express an opinion about his predcessor, (Bishop Hurst) 
but that if he was to choose a P. E. out of the Conference, 
I would be one of the first he would select. He advised me 
to keep s:veet and do my duty and abide my time and ail 
would be well. It was a great comfort to me, to know his 
opinion of me I was down and ovt so far as position was 
eoncerned. J had totaks my place at the bottom of the lad- 
der with men just entering Conference above me and I had 
to climb with ai! the handicap of age and the disgrace of be- 
ing removed from the Diztrict. No P. E. had work for me 
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but as I was a member o: Conference in good standing 1 
must have an appointment, so I was put as far away from 
my home as possible almost. although there were vacan- 
cies in every District, but young men must be cared for, 

I was put down for Norton and the P. E. of the District 
came to me and said the Brother at Norton felt hurt at hav- 


ing to move, and | could have Phillipsburg, which hethought . 
as good. I said donot move himior me, If it is best for 


him to go back, make the chinge, and he went to the Bishop 
and he would not make the change till he consulted me in 
regard to tue matter. The Bishop said P. was not considered 
as good as N. and he would not make the clrange unles 
I was perfectly satisfied. I said There has never been a 
man moved to make a place for me, and if it is best to make 
the change it would be pefeculy satisfactory with me. 
The change was made, and I received no thanks for it, 
whetheer it was best I never knew, I at least, did my part. 
During the year there was consierable talk of charges 
against my successor cn the District and I was urged to act 
as prossecnting attorney, but I refused to prossecute, and 
discouraged the matter and prevented it. A Committee was 


ealled on the District to investigate reports, and they re-. 


quested mv to attend, but I refused, and they found nothmg 
against him. I eould have convicted him of maladministra- 
tion, and | think of greater crimes, but it would work to 
the detriment to the District, and I wanted him to succeed 
for the sake of the District. { wrote to various charges on 
the District urging them to be loyal and do their best, ail 
would be right at last. I was determined to do nothing that 
could in anyway be construed as vindictive on my part. 

In my defence of Winterburn which I conducted after wards 
I kept the P. E. out of the trialas much as I could and, 
defend Winterburn. Bishop Malleliew requsted me to stand 
by Saville, and I did, and kept ine Bishop posted in what 
was being done and receved the thanks of the Bishop, 

My claim was less than the claim at Norton, though the P, 
E. had told me it would be more at Conf. I think the P. E. 
could in most cases raise the claim to a living support, with 
proper effort. I was saved the exnense of buying a horse 
and buggy by a Liveryman across the St. giving mea team 
when I neaded it, less than I cou!d keep one, and save the 
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them and labor of caring for them. I paidfor them $1.00 
for a full day, and parts of a day accordingly, Ifmaking a- 
number of calis, I paid for the miles traveled, and we had 
no disagreement about anything the two years we were 
there. This year the Knights and Ladies of Security organ- 
ized a Council here and wanted Mrs. See and myself to go 
in as charter members. and offered us Insurance of $2,000 
for $1.00 per month each, and we took it. believing it duty. 
Th rate continued for 9 years, when it was raised to $5.00 
on $2,000. but at'70 we draw 1) per cent annually. and mine 
has been ali paid up, so 1 am ahead in the matter several 
hundred dollars, which I might not have taken if I had ta- 
ken Norton. I think the Lord directed in the matter for 
my good. The second vear at Phillipsburg Charges were 
prefered against Brother Winterburn for Lying and Slander 
It was about things he had said and written about Brother 
Saviile and a youg lady, the daueter of a minister, on his 
District. 1 tried to prevent the Charges, and pleaded with 
the parents and the P. EF. ti!l after midnight to prevent it. 
I tried to convince them that the result could only be detri- 
mental to the young lacy, for it would not be possible to 
prove that the statements conid not be true, even if we fail-: 
ed to prove chem true, for they had admitted being alone 
on the Streets after midnight, but I could not prevail. 
The trial lasted two davs and most of two nights, and the 
Committee found none of the Charges sustained, and the 
Conference approved the findings of the. Committee. and 
passed Biother Witerburns character and he was transfer- 
red to Idaho. It was on account of these investigations 
and similar conduct later that Brother Saville left the Dist. 
Brother Sweet had asked me to take Marquette, and be- 
cause of its nearness to my house at Salina I was glad to go 
and considered it settled, and it was till Brother Saville had 
to have it, to soften his fall, so I must be sacrificed again. © 
_ [remained at Phillipsburg two years and had no out ap- 
pointménts, but found pleuty of work. 

Officials-- Rev. R. Whitney L.P. (he lived at the Co. 
farm and said he enjoyed it there He preached for me af 
ter he was 100 years old and did very well.) Thefarm was 
well conducted and paid its way, I believe, and seemed to be 
‘a good home. when I visited it, and well cared for. The in 
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mates worked as far as able had to help about the work in 
house and in the field. and most of the work was done by 
them, which is right. so that none were overtaxed. 
Brother Whitney had consierable property at one time but 
had lost it, and was satisfied at the Co. house. and helped 
as he could, and set a good example. | 
The other Officials were-- Wm. Bissell, W. H.Houghton 
S.McKay. J Nipps, G.W.Young. Mrs.Baum, Mrs.Edgcomb 
Mrs. Boughton, Mrs. McKay, Mrs. McCormic, Mrs. Al- 
bugh, C A. Porter, J.H. Close, E.B. Sewell, N.B. McCor- 
mick, E.J. Rhodes, Mrs. See, Brother Porter was Co. 
Treasurer, and had twosons that were good workers in the 
Epworth League. Brother Young was a successful Hard- 
ware Merchant, with a fine family, He went down to Gal- 
vaston, Tex. and built a fine residence just before the great 
disaster, and his property and family were all swept away. 
He gathered them on a raft after the house went to’ pieces 
and did ai] be could to save them but they were swept off 
one by one till the last one p ‘risher. that was at home. I 
often think of that happy family at Phillpsburg and the 
many happy h urs we:spent with them in their home and 
then that terrible struggle with the waves When one by one 
in spite of a!l the father could do to prevent it, they were 
washed off the raft and lost from sight forever only as the 
lifeless forms were found after the waves subsided as the 
heart broken father wandered along the shore and gathered 
them up for burial. But we have the blessed assurance that 
we shail all meet where storms never come. The first year 
was the driest ever known in these parts till the last of May 
At the Post Office the morning of May 29th one of oldest 
of the inhabitants said that there would not bea bushel of 
Corn raised in the County, no matter how much rain might 
fall. About 4 o’cock the rain began to fall and poured down 
all that night, and the next day, and night, till the ground 
was thoroughly soaked, and the streams were overflowing 
and the jields that seemed to be dead revived and produced 
@ good crop all over the Co. Wenever had better crops. 
Ihad an engagent to make the Docoration address at 
Stockton (35 miles away) 1 drove the best I could, but was 
compelled to stop at times on account of the storm. I was 
completely drenched but got there, The services were not 
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held on account of the storm. I stayed over night, and the 
next day the streams that before were dry, were now impass 
ible only as I could go around to a bridge that had not been 
washed out, and I had to go out of my way several miles to 
cross the river, then hired a farmer to ride across and show 
me where to go, and had to whip the team prety freely to 
keep from being washed down the river. 1 drove this team 
many miles, but never used the whip on them except this 
time, I believe. I flnaly reached home in safety, late in the. 
p.m. I never saw vegetatation grow so rapidly as after, 
this, I had sown some rye for pasture, and it was pastured. 
clear to the ground so that there was nothing. green to be 
seen. We went to Salina as soon as the roads were passable 
and were gone 80 days, and came home in the night, and 
when I got to the parsonage I could not believe my eyes the 
rye was 30 inches high and all headed out Inthe morning 
I:went out to see whether it was true, or’a dream. It was 
true. I borrowed an old grapevine cradle and invited in my 
ici aida that had swung a cradle and we had.a jolly time. 
We had a union revival meeting with a Baptist 
Evangelist, who had been a Methodist, and all had pledged 


‘that there shuld be no pr-selytizing but at the closing serv- 


ice an opportunity was to be given to unite with either 
church without effort to prejudice. but soon after afew had 
made a start he had telegram that his wife was very sick 
and he might be called away at any time and would have to 
attend to baptism on Sunday morning, which he did, and an 
other telegram wus received during the week that made it 
necessa’ y to do the same the next Sunday, and our Sunday 
School Organist whos mother:and sister were members of 
our church and a young man that was waiting on her, and 
a member of our Sunday School, were converted, and the 


.Evangelist told them they could not be saved till they were 


baptised and could not be baptised in our church for. at 
least 6 months and would be unsaved all the time, she 
wanted to know about the matter. I askedif she knew 
whether she was saved now she said she did, I said that 
settles that question then forever without asking any man. 
and concerning baptism, it is equally fals. we do not hold it 
essential to salvation, neither do the Baptist and we -will 
‘baptise as soon as they, You can unit with ourchurch Sun- 
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day morning and I will baptise yuu as soon we can get to 
the.water, and added, you tell John. and remember, you: 
know you are saved now without waiting for baptism. and - 
went away satisfied, and on Sunday morning both were re-, 
ceived on probation and at 3 p. m. were baptised in the bap- 
tistry at the Baptist church though the Evangelist would | 
witness it, I think we got as many as they though I never 
proselyted but I did tell the truth about the Evangelist and 
he soon left. His telegrams about a sick wife were false as 
I believed, Wcechada very strong and earnest Epw rth 
League, Mrs. See was President. They a!l worked hard for 
the good of the church and the salvation of souls. We also 
had a successful Junior League. The Leagues held a public 
one Sunday evening in which they had several essays advo- 
cating vital godliness and condemning the modern darce, 
_ and card parties, and showed that true christian education 
was the high aim of Our Kansas Wesleyan University, and 
that she taught the students to observe noble christian 
principles instead of those that lead downward, I spoke of 
college commencment that closed with « midnight prayer- 
meeting and said it beat an Innaugural Ball. Our Gover- 
ernor had one a short time before. and the wife of the ed it- 
or of one of our papers was present and she had attended 
the last Inaugural bill. but I did not know it, and would 
not have suspected it, for she seemed a very devoted Chris- 
tian. but she took perso.14l o ffence at my remarks, when I 
did not know that they were in any way applicable to her, 
I probably should have said what I did if I had known the 
-all the facts. for I intend to hew to the line and let the chips. 
fly where they will, and there was nothing said that any 
reasonable person would be offended at, The paper took 


up the matter in the next isue and made false statement as 
to what was said, and otherwise slandered the League. The 


next Sunday evening I felt called npon to defend the League 
in my evening sermon. and also answer the false statements 
made. and as I expected, the next issue of the paper attack 
ed me and I had to answer it the next Sunday evening, and 
this continued for several weeks, and I had a crowded house 
every Sunday evening, and I think good came to the League 
and the church. I find'‘the folowing summary for the

1896--Appcinted to NORTON The P. E. was chan- 
ged. Brother Stolz was taken from Concordia and put on 
the Dist. which made a good place for the retiring P. E. to 
light. He said he would have recommended me for the Dist 
but that Concordia was a better blacethan I .had for him. 
All the P. E. knew I wanted some place nearer my Salina 
home where I could 1.ok after it. 1 had traded for it when 
I was on the District and was trying to make a home but 
when removed, it was only a detriment to me as I was so far 
away that I could not look after it, and itt:ok all the rent 
to make repairs and pay the Agent. leaving nothing for in- 
terest and taxes. Thy ail knew this though I never begged 
an appointment of any of them but told them my needs and 
left the matter with them. My Officials were-=- Everet 
Standard. aferwards quite prominent in the St Louis Conf.

Close, D.M. Robinson, J,G. Stapp. We had a larger 
membership than at Philipsburg but » divided church. 

We had in our church one of the finest singers in the west 
and one liked to lead, and was well qualified to do so. Her 
husband was a prominent Attorney and fine Bible scholar 
and teacher, and we : qualified to lead and wanted to do so, 
but there was another Attorney in the church that wanted 
to lead, though not as well qualified, and they could not 
both wear the bell. The singer no longer led the choir,and. 
and her husband was no longer Sunday Schoo! Superintend 
ent, but the other Attorney without a tithe of his . qualifi- 
cation wore the bell, Theouts came to church, and took 
part feeling that they were not wanted, which was true, in 
part, and they were unhappy, kowing they were not do- 
ing what they were capable of doing for the church. and the 
church was all the time deprived of her Musical talents and 
that of the whole family, for they were all 5 of them Mus- 
icians, and also of his Scriptural knowledge. though he was 
the Bible Class Teacher. and faithful to it. When I first 
went there I was told that we had them down, and must 
keep them down. I replied it was not my business to keep 
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any one down but rather to raise them up, if I could. We 
had a committe on church music, and to keep clear of all 
trouble, I held them responsible for the church music, and 
told them when they wanted the sister to assist it was their 


place to ask her, and that we wanted the best music we 


could have, but if we did not use the best, probably some 
other church w ‘uld, but it was best for me not to meddle.. 
I advised christian forbearance on the part of ail. I was 
friendly with all, and did what I thought was best in the 
matter, but I fear was cowardly. I believe I should have 
insisted upon having more benefit of their ability, and yet 
I do not know how it could have been done, It would have 
been if all had lived close to God, but the fault was not on 
either side alone, and I was not able to remedy the matter. 
I succeeded in keeping from an open rupture, and all were 
loyal to the church, though there was not the christian fel- . 
lowship that should be among brethren. Other churches 
tried to get them in their choirs, and did get the children. 
for they were good musicians and I could not blame them 
for using their talent where they were wanted, but the fath- 
er and mother had been:so thoroughly brought up in. our 
church that they could not break away. The difficulty was 
partly healed, I thought, but I fear never wholly. We had 
some good faithful souls in the church, that were true at all 
times, no odds which side was on top. Brother Snow was 
near the parsonage, and always ready to help. Brother 
Close and wife were always at their post. He was nearly 
killed by his bees, that did sting two horses to death, but 
for putting salt and soda on the wounds, would have caused 
his death. Brother Robinson and family. (his daughter 
married a member of the Kan. Conf His wife was so badly 
burned while cleaning up the yard one spring that she died. 
Brother Stapp was always safe, and faithful, and his wife 
always in the advance and shouting for others to come on. 
Brother Spencer lived 4 miles from town in an adobe house 
and barn, and granery made of the same, and there was no. 
more comfortable house in the country. They were always 
the first ones at prayer meeting, till ran off after the faith 
healing crase, and quit attending church cntirely, and I fear 


-were lost to all good. Brother and Sister Ward were faith- 


ful and trained their children up in the fear of the Lord. 
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Sister Kennedy was a faithful Steward and her husband not 
church member, yet a faithful suporter, and I hopea christ- 
ian when we left. Frank Body was faithful, and a daughter 
graduated at the Kans. Wesleyan, and became a missiosion- 
ary in India. The wifes of the Presbyterian and Baptist 
ministers were both very sick, and the Drs. said they could 
not get wel, the Wesleyan Me‘hodist called a meeting to 
pray ior their recovery, and announcd that their prayer 
was answered and that they would hoth recover in answer 
to their prayer, and b asted at waat their prayers had done 
but both died, this did not scem to stop their boastfulness 
and they reproached other churches for not being as holy 
as they were. An Evangelist of their church held a meet- 
ing icr them which he pronounced a geat succes. and after 
a while he claimed arevelation from God that a certain 
young lady of his congrgation, should live with him as his 
wif and made her believe that she must comply cur be lost, 
and they were together for some time, and a mob was form- 
ed and tney had a rope to hang him, but they had gone to 
country, and I happened to know where they were and took 
my buggy and warned him to leave the country as quick as 
possible for the mob was hunting him, and w uld hang him 
if they cault him, but as usual, I never thought of danger 
to myself from the enraged mob when they found their in- 
tended victi:in had fled, and that I had given the warning, 
but they at once turned on me, and the leader with the rope 
said we wi:l take See, here is the rope, we will not be fooled 
l saw they ment business and my first thought was to play 
a bluff and I thrust my hand quickly to my revolver pocket 
and said if you undertake that Iam not the only one that 
will die, and added that they all knew I was much opposed 
to such work as any of them but did not propose to become 
amurd rer and go to the pen but was in favor of sending 
the other fellow to the pen, and they finaly thought so too, 
but I never want to face another mob in that way. Mrs. 
See had polypus for 25 years so she had not been able to 
breathe through either nostril in that time, and had it re- 
moved by Dr. Rush at Chicago, and by a specialist at Cedar 
Rapids, Iowa. more than 100 times, till the Dr. said it was 
no use to remove it, ‘or it grew as fast as removed. and it 
was useless torture, said he had treated over 50 cases suc- 
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cessfuliy while treating Mrs. See, andhad done her no good. 
Dr. Turner was an enthsiast on electrical treatment, and 
we frequently visited there. as his wife was a member of 
the church and he always urged us to come, and he inquired 
into her condition and felt sure he could cure it by elcctric- 
al treatment, offered the treatment free, and assured us it 
would do no harm, though it would be somewhat painful, 
but he was fully assured that it would be a success. We 
finally concluded to try it, and he succeeded in burning out 
the polypus by snaring each one with a wire loop, and turn- 
on the electricity till the polypus was burned through. and 
this was continued till the wh le inner part of the nose was 
scarred over. It took over 90 operations, but it was a suc- 
ess, and she could breathe quite naturally, and was never 
troubied with polypus afterward. We felt very greatful to 
Dr. Turner. and he was pleased at success. Some fanatical 
faith helers were offended because we would not say it wus 
done in answer to prayer alone, while we insisted that the 
Dr. did it by the help of the lord. We had spent consider- 
able, but to no profit till now, and this was iree, and a com- 
plete success. I kought a pony and buggy, so we could 
visit around, for I could not m ke such an arrangment as I 
did at Phillipsburg, and visiting was necessary, both to the 
people and me. I got many helps for sermons in my visits 
they weie not social visits, but pastoral visits generaly. 

I got my conveyance tor $75. and they served me well. 

I brught a good cow from Phillipsburg, I fattened her 
and just as she was about ready for we market, she quit 
eating and died, and the G. A. R gave me another that was 
a fine milker but at times wasaterrible kicker, she kicked 
me flat on my back under the horses heals, and I sold her to 
a milk man, and have never owned a cow since. 

We held a revival Jan. 1898, and I was in poor health, so I 
got help from other preach-rs, and we had a good meeting. 
I had one helper (supply) that wanted to get my place, and 
managed to get in with the outs, made them believe they 
could have ther own way if he wus here. I let him have full 
swing, as he seemed to succeed in the meeting, and I cared 
more for that than for retaining my place, but he swung out. 
Joseph, (my son) came to us Feb. 8 about 2 o’clock in the 
morning, having driven 52 miles that day, and night, with a 
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farm wagon and team, he remained with us till Conf. He 


had been assisting in meetings at Munden, where he was 
taken into the church on probation when 7 years old, and 
was so successful that they recommended him for license to 
preaeach. The pastor wrote me that he believed he ought to 
go into the regular work at once. I had him preach for me 
one evening (Feb. 28 and wus surprised and so was his moth- 
er, and several of the congregation incluing Closes, Bride- 
grooms, Snows, Wards, Robinsons, who spoke highly of the 
sermon, which made us feei glad. Wz had felt for years that 
he ought to preach, but we knew God would call him if it was 
duty, and | would not have him attempt it unless called of 
God, Iam glad God has called him, and that he has yielded 
He was licensed to preach by our quarterly conference on 
the recommendation 0. Munden class, after an examination 
by the conferenc as requred by the Discipline, and he was 
recommended for admission to Conference, and was admit- 
ted, at Minneapolis, 1 was entertained by Brother Gaf- 
ford, a Presbytrian, who remembered my w rk for prohi- 
bition in Concordia, anu helped in the work. The Union 
Veteran League was formed at the Conf rence last year, 
and { was elected Commander, and presided at the ban uet 
the night before Conference, and we hada good time. all 
old soldiers were members. and there was quite a number 
in the Conf. W.A. Saville was Secretary of the Preachers 
Aid Society and took the books of the Society with him to 
the Holsten Conf. where he had been transferred, and sent 
them to Conf. by Express. i was elected in his place, and 
had to coilect tne interest for the year, for there had been 
nothing done so for in collecting, and all had to be done at 
Conf. so as to pay the dividends before the close. I had to 
preside at the afternoon sessions of Confer. on Wednesday 
and Saturday and was on the Com. on Conf. Relations which 
held a session every day, and had hard work, I also met 
with the Trustees of the K. W. U. and had to look over the 
P. A. S. books at night and collect when I could. I got 
but little rest at night and none in the day, and was almost 
down sick at the close of Conference. 

I was sent toO BERLIN this year to try to 
raise the debt on the Church of $2,500, and interest 
for about ten years. There had been nothing paid. 
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1898 QOBERLI Brother Stolz had wanted me to take 
this charge for some time and said that Oberlin Ct, would 
be open for Joseph. I had told him I did not want a change 
made to accomodate us but it would be pleasant if we could 
be close together. but if it would cause friction we did not 
want any thing to do with it. He assured us both would 
be open any way as both pastor would be changed. I was 
hardly able to get my packing done. but got some help in 
packing, and at Oberlin was met with all the help we could 
use in unloaing, and moving, unpacking, my goods, 80 we 
got into the parsonage, and got settled for Sunday though 
many things had to be changed around before we were set- 
tled, The stable had not been eleaned for weeks, and | think 
not for months. We could hardly get the poney in it, back 
was two or three feet higher than the front, so the poney 
had to almost stand on his head, and yet there was two 
boys, and the father, strong man. [think aman that will 
leave a stabie in that condition should have his charcter 
arrsted at Conf. and not passed till he cleans the stable. 

It took seversl days of very hard and disageeable work to 
get manu+r out, but it had to be done. 

We found the church debt ou lawed and there was but one 
person in the church that was a member when the debt was 
made, and all knew that the debt had been pledged at the. 
time of ded cation, for no church could be dedicated without 
this, and many supposed this had been collected, and paid, 
but no one could show what had been done with the subscrip- 
tion, whether paid or not, nor who the subscibers were, the 
list was lost and the qurterly conferenoe records showed 
nothing about the matter, The debt was due the Church 

Extension Society, and they claimed there had never been 
anything paid on either principal or interest, and now they 
/want their money, which was long since due and could have 
been collected. a good portion of it, at least enough 
to have kept the debt good in law. The present board of 
Trustee were new and did not feel responsible for the debt 
and were not legaly, I doubt if they were moraly, I am sure 
they were not as individuals. Brother Postlethwait had 
been employed by the Society to collect the debt. and had 
tried to get the Trustees to give a new note not as Trust- 
teees but as inividuals, but had failed, as he ought to have 
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done. We all felt that we would be better off without the 
church than with it and the debt, for we could more easily 
raise the money to build a new church such as we need than 
to raise the money for this debt, but the church would not 
bring enough to half pay the debt. I could see no honor- 
able way out of the trouble than to make the best terms we 
can that are honorable, with the Church Extension Society. 
and they will not be dishonorable in the matter, when they 
understand it. { know they canont cancel the principal 
without endangering their entire loan fund, for it is based 
upon the contract that they must loan on security 3o there 
can be no loss, this was attended to when the loan was made 
I presume but when payday came the were too soft harted 
and not knowing the laws of Kansas they allowed the secu- 
rity to slip through their hands, and now the debt is cancel- 
ed by law. their negligence frees us from any legal debt, 
and also frees the former Trusrces and all former subscrip- 
tions are null and void. There was enough subscribed to 
have paid the debt when due and should have been collect- 
ed or renewed. but as it is our resources for payment have 
been canceled, and the debt also canceled. It has been by 
negligenc or dishnoesty on the part of former Trustees and 
Pastors and Presiding Eld :s, and with honest cereful 


handeling of the Subscription papers we would be able to 


yo to the suscribers for a renewal. The list is gone, and we 
have nothing to goby. After along hard struggle I suc- 
ceeded in geting the Trustees to assume the original debt $2, 
500. as Trustees, but not to become personaly responsible 
for the payment, provided the Church Extensi n Society 
would cancel the interest to date and give us five years time 
I had another struggle to get the Ch. Ex. Soc. to accept the 
terms. I had to show them that they had no legal claim 
and no moral claim on the present members of the church, 
and that the Trustees would never become personaly re- 
sponsible for the debt, and that I would not undertake to 
raise dollar till the terms were granted. When granted we 
planned to raise what money we could and buy seed wheat 
and put it out on shares, to take 1-4 crop for the seed. We 
put out 65 bushels, all we could raise money to buy. The 
first year we more than doubled our stock for seed the next 
ear, this year was a comparative failure. but we gut our 
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seed back, and the next year did better. We sent urgent 
appeals to every Pastor in our Conference endorsed by the 
Trustees, and by Postlethwait, for the Ch. Ex, Soc. and by 
the Bishop. I sent sev eral to the Kan. Conf.and I was 
sure we would get a handsome response from this, but it is 
surprising how very poor people are when such appeals are 
made. I réceived 28 replics to this. one from Kan. Conf, 
with $2.50. 7 Pastors give the prople a chance to give. 
Wilson gave $21.06 and Ada, $10.00, these were the largest 
In all I received $75.00. I paid Ch. Ex. Soc. $50.00. and 
for Printing and Postage $19.55. and turned over to the 
Trustees the balance, $5.45. [also tried to help by making 
dates for Cept. Eli, for his thrilling Whaling lectuees, and 
they were thrilling, and weve spoken very highly of by all 
was heared them. but we only made expenses in this, 

I left in 1991 for the E]swerth District, and in1 05 the debt 
who raised by Bishop Quail while Brother J, M. Miller was. 
Pastor and [ see the wheat arcount was $1000 00, 

I had put uta dozen frut trees and had carried barrels of 
water to keep them in good condition and now they yield a 
good harvest, Brother. Miller wries me and am glad to know 
my labor was appreciateuv. for it took hard work to draw 
a barrel of water a day, with a windlas from well 70 feet 
deep besides for house use and the horse. We also bought an 
additional! lot in the rear of the church so we could use the 
back door of the church and not trespass on some one else. 
We had a go d Brick building, if fixed up, but there were 
40 lights of glass broken out that meassured, some 26X40 
and others 24X60 inches, and the class room had been used 
for a store room but useless for other purposes, though in- 
tended to be the pleasantest room in the house, the Belfry 
was used as a roosting and nesting place for the pigeons of 
town, and had to take 20 sacks of droppings out and clean 
this out, put wire screnes up to keep the pigeons out. We 
had also the most vicious nesi oi wasps in the attic of the 
church that I ever saw, and we had to kili them off or leave 
the church to them. It took severa! days of stinging hard 
fighting to kill them off, but we succeeded at last, and with 
salt we saved ourselves from severity of their stings, but we 
had a hot time. If any one questions it let him try. They 
would get in the window of our class room like a swarm of 
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bees, and I would scorch them down with a torch then sweep 
them up and burn them in the stove. We worked hard to 
get the church in respectable shape and so it would be at- 
tractive. We fiiled the windows with glass as soon as we 
could raise the money and get rigt kind of glass, for it came 
from rbroad and cash on hand before we ordered, we adopt- 
ed acash system. Then we fixed up the class room so we 
could use it. These improvements increased our congrga- 
tions, and we began to feel more respectable. for my pred- 
ecessor had left a shady reputation. and as I told a member 
of the congregation who was telling me of some rep rts_ [| 
was almost ashamed to be known as Methodist Preacher. 
He replied, ‘You have no need to fear the people have kept. 
tab on you and say that man is all right.” This was en- 
couraging to me, for following theman [| did, with the reuta- 
tion he had, and myself an entire stranger. 1 need encour- 
agement. He finaly withdrew from the church under com- 
plaints rather than stand tria], yet ail this time preaching 
pr fessing holiness, and according to Jetters obtained trying 
to debauch young women in his own church. The debt was 
a great hinderance to our work all the time we were here, 
the old members wexe Joyal yet new on2s hated to join and 
be burthened with the debt, we had the best church and the 
largest in town, and all large metings, and a loyal set of offi- 
cials, and in spite of difficulties we made headwy. . 
Our Officials werc-= J.S Lake (L.P.). Mrs. Miner. 
‘Mrs, Robinson, Mrs. G. Jackson, Miss Maude VanGundy 
Miss Maggie Lytle, Miss Mable Dean, W.H. Andrews, D.S 
Bryan, W, Redman, E. KHiler. J. Berry, L,C. Parker, C.F., 
James, J,E, Hughs, Jas. Jackson, and others that I do not 
recall. I shall never forget Mrs. Miner as one of the most 
faithful and efficient stewards I ever knew, she made it a 
business to collect the salary every quarter and for 2 years 
never failed, but her health failed and the last year my sal- 
ary was behind. Thepeople expected to see Dr. Miners 
buggy and to pay the salay quarterly. and she did not. go a 
beging, but collecting, and the Dr. was pleased to have her 
do the work. Our daughter Estella, graduated in music at 
K. W. U. and came home and got a class in music, and did 
well till like most young people she decided to get married, 
and a good young man, and member of our Epworth League 
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felt the sameway and they were married at the porsonage by 
the Baptist minister, of whos church he was a member, ant 
afterwards he united with our church. Heisa good man, 
and a hard worker I trust they will make a happy home. 

My third year at Oberlin was the last year of Brother 
McDowell on the Ellsworth District, and I determined te 


get it if possible. I had waited patiently for the time limit. 


to open the way. and was determined not to wait for some 
other move to be made, to put some one else on and leave 
me out again, ] knew there wasconsierable of self among 
P. Es. as will as in other people, lt was know to each one 
how I had been treated, and there had been good openings 
every year that they knew I would have taken but others 
had to have the good places, so I determined to find a place 
for myself, without consulting them. So I commenced writ- 
ing the Bish: ps concerning the place, and gave my reasons 
for desiring it. I wrote first to Bishop Warren who had ap- 
pointed me to District and knew more of my work than the 
others, and showed him from the Minutes that my work on 
the District as compared with other Districts the same year 
was a success... I asked if it was presumption to ask for the 
chance to make good if 1 could, or fail if | must. He said 
it was my right and he would do all he could to help me. 

I wrote to Bishop Malleliew. that had inquired into my case 
‘at Goodland the year after my removal! and told me hecould 
find nothing against me but that if he was selecting a P. E. 
I would be one the first chosen, and when | was at Phill- 
ipsburg he wrote me he thought he cuuld do some:hing to 
help me, I wrote him that now wus his chance and he prom- 
ised to use his influence for me. I also had the endorsment 
of several other Bishops, and of some influential members 
of Conference. There was a strong opposition from some 
quarters by persons who wanted the place. They made ev- 
ery effort possible to get it. I wrote Bishop Walden who 
was to hold Conf, that I wanted the District and gave my 
reasons. He wrote that it was xn unwritten Law among the 
Bishops not to put a man on a District that had been on one 
before. I immediatly showed him that the unwritten law 
did not hold good in our Conf for two of the present P. Es 

had one or two terms before. and had not done as much Pas- 
toral work as I had, and gave statistics from the Minutes 
to prove it. That ended the unwritten Law. 
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I made a square and hard fight and wone. I made some 
enemies, some that wanted the place, and some that hoped 
for a goud place from the one they had worked for and had 
failed, but no man ever suffered by my recommendation on 
that account, There was a time when I| was solicited by one 
of them for an appointmet on my District, which I would 
gladly have given but as told him the peculiar conditions of 
the church demanded the other man, though not the preach- 
er that he was, yet the best man in the Conf. for that place. 
and [ think I was right and the outcome proved it, 

The people of Oberlin knew the fight I was making and as- 
sisted me though they desired our return and at the close of 
my term on the District they tried to get me back and, [ 
would gladly have gone if able for work. Before leaving 
Oberlin I will refer briefly to the raising of the debt as it 
was sent me by Brother Miller and Sister Miner. First was 
an account of the Debt raising as published in the paper 
in it was a Bank account of $600. and Wheat crop $400. and 
this a!l came from a start of $65. in wheat that we started 
with, as [ undurstand it, then the letter from Brother Mill. 
cr. He writes “{ want you to know that we all feel that 
much of the success is due to the nob!e work you did when 
pastor at Oberlin. Your pastorate here is still very highly 
appreciated by the people, and as for myself I feel that it 
pace! has been a real benediction to me in my work here. | would 
tae gladly write more but it is not necessary. God bless and 
| Lee. keep you in your arrduous work. J. M Miller ” 





fee Sister Miner writes ‘‘{ send the enclosed knowing it will in- 
Vee terest you. We are grdually growing stronger as a church 
3 me *s Have the church newly papered, new chairs for the pulpit, 


a The church carpeted throughout It isso warmand com- 
ie fortable now. The cherry and peach trees that you set out 
at the parsonag bore last year, verily ‘our works do follow’ 
Every time I look at them my thoughts revert to you and 
Mrs. See. Please give my kindest regards to your son and 
wife, Sincerely, E.M. Miner. And when I! met abouta 
dozen members at Norton at the close of my term on the 
District and they all wanted me to return as their pastor, 
and I would gladly have accepted if J had been able. 
_ There was a strong effort tocompe_ the P.E. to live on 
‘the District instead of at Salina, as he had all ways done and 
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that would compe!!! me to loose cn my property at Salina, 
and seemed to be designed for that, but after several days 
figuring they concluded to leaveit as it had been. 

It-was found that Salina was the best place for the P.E. to 
live, best for the P.E. and for the people, as the preachers 
could see the P.E. more readily at Salin than any other place. 
The District was on the U P. Ry. from Carneiro to the state 
line west. and on the Lincoln Branch from Waldo, west to 
Seaguin, and on the Mo.P. from Claflin, west and all trains 
start trom Salina, and there is no place on the District that 
where the P.E. could take all of them without transfers and 
waiting several hours at hotels on expense. It would take 
more time and money to hold the Quarterly Meetings from 
any other place than from Salina. This I have caafully fig- 
redout, | 

Our property has run Cown greatly in the 7 years we have 


been away, two large black walnut trees cut down and used ~ 


up for fuel, and a good coal house had been used up, and the 
floor over the barn, and some of the side boards, and the 
walks around the ious: torn up and used, and a new pump 
head taken, and about 24 fine bearing cherry trees and grape 
vines, and raspverries, and other shrubs were taken away. 

The man that had rented our house had purchased a lot 
and built him a new house «nd put out fruit, and grapes and 
raspberries and had taken off the new pump head that I had 
bought a short time before and had put the old one on it. 
this I had from a man that saw him do it. 

We settled with the renter for $70. though he owed $100. 
aside from what he had stolen, and finaly after waiting a 
year and more settled for $30. 

We commenced at once to make a home — we hoped 
to spend our days together for years, The house was not 
large or pretentious but when repaired and some additons 
made, and walks laid, and the well fixed, which all took mon- 
ey and hard work, but we made it very comfortable’ and 
had room for Josep’s family with us. 

_ I determined that nothing sh uld keep me from making 

a success on the District. Bishop Warren wrote me that he 

was pleased that I got the District, that he always believed 
in me, and was sure I would make a success. . 


I determined to put my whole life into the work, and to: 
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succeed or die in the attempt. 

There were 5 Districts in the Conf. and this was next to 
the bottom in grade, and every member wanted to get out 
of it as quickly as possible, they would gladly take a poorer 
appointment in any othr Dist. but one, to get out. « start- 
ed out to secure Dist. loyalty, and urged every member to 
work for the Dist. as well as for their own charges. 

I sent a cicular letter to each pastor to do his best for all 
the benevlences, and help raise the standard of the Dist. 

I sent a letter to each pastor about three weeks before his 
Quarterly Meetings announcing the time and place, and at 
same time circular to each of his stewards with the date and 
place of Q.M. and the amout due at that time and urged them 
to bring up the full amoant at Q.C. I also sent blanks for 
a ll to make reports to Q C. and urged them to be filled and 
brought to Q.C, I also urged each to do all in their power 
to bring up all benevolences, and ail the finances in full. 
Work up to the last minue with a determination to succeed. 

With all working together all the time, we can and will 
succeed. I also urged un the part to each a more thorough 
oonsecration to God and His work, and prayerful and careful 
effort to win souls. I[ sent a circular Jetter every month in 
which I urged faihfulness to all the interests of the church, 

Sent samples to several ishops and rceived commenda- 
tion from them. Bishop Mallelieu. Apr. 30. “ You have my 
sincere congratulations, I hope you will have a magniffeent 
run for six years, Good tracts for preachers and official mem- 
bers, W.F, Mallelieu.” |= Nov. 30 he wrote “Your circu- 
lar letter is capital’ one of the best lever knew, I wish you 
would send a copy to every P.E. in the state of Kansas. 

W F. Malleliew.” Dec. 5, he writes “I approve your 
plans, you are doing first rate’ keep up a steady pressure. 

W.F. Mallelieu.” 

I kept upa steady pressur and at Conf. made my report. 

I said “I report for the short grass District. The largest 
Dist. in the Conf. 70 mis. in extreme width (average width 
40 mis.) and 220 in length making 9,900 square miles of ter- 
itory, traversed by 3 lines of Ry. and toueed by 2 others so 
that J have traveled on all these lines in my work. It ip 
greatest in buffalow grass and cattle.. The grasshas saved 
the lives thousands of cattle from the east sent here te 
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prevent starvatior,frem the eastern part of the state, where 
the grass is dried up and the water has failed absolutely, so 
but for our grass and wheat these cattle must have died by 
the thousands, but pvovidence has provided for them and 
us, we save their stock, and they pay us for partial loss of 
crops last year, Many fields that were not cut last year 
have produced abudance of the best volunter pasture in the 
‘world. From these pastues the cattle that came here starved 
will go to the market primo beef. We have salt enough to 
‘save the world, tho beds are 390 fect thick and many miles 
in extent and all solid rock salt of the best quality. It is 
mined like coal, and some that is not perfectly pure is piled 
‘in huge piles near the mines. The Grassoline has saved 
many a poor family (Methodist preachers aiso) from suffer- 
ing with cold, and conked their meals as well as warming. 
The gold possibilitis stagger betief, It is said tobe 450 it 
thick containing from 7 000,660. to $43,600,000. per acre. [ 
“do not own any of it, nor'am | interested in the sale in any 
way, so 1 am not advertising it... Arrangmients are made to 
‘a ‘establish a branch of the Agricultural Coilege, and State 
* Normal School on.the Ft. Hays reservation, which will -be 
supported by the State.. Thousands of acres of this prai- 
‘tie land has been sold this year to those who expect to move 
on to it next year, What will we do with the mulitudes? 
When I thins back for 20 years, since: first traveled this 
preirie, and see the changes that have been made, I wonder 
what the next 20 years wili do here; “ Then‘there were four 
parsonages, now twenty threc, then three churches now 35 
then property $7,375. now $75,000. then 543 members, nuw 
2,500. One of the church was a sod church which has falen 
down and many sod houses have given place to more pleas- 
ant, if not more comfortable homes. We aré trying to lay 
broad and deep the foundations of Methodist Christianity, 
for we believe Christianity is what the world needs, and this 
‘is the best kind we know about. Future. yenerations will 
build on the foundatiois we iay, and the right foundation is 
“necessary that the edifice may'stand secure. .We trust it will 
te ’ glorify God throtigh the ages,. -I mean’ by-we all the la- 
i ‘borers in the District bath Ministrial’and Laymen. I found 
ef the District manned by 18 appointed by the. Bishop and 9 
Lie supplies, one of them an Exhorter,5 of these are seeking 
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admission to Conference this year. The pastors have becn 
at their posts and done their best with scarce an exception 
through out the year. Revivals have been held in all the 
charges. 266 have united on probation, I organised a new 
preaching place by request, and established a Methodist 
class 20 miles S E of Sharon Springs with good prospect of 
success, and attached it toS.S. circuit. I found 12 old 
debts due the Church Extension Society on which there had 
been nothing paid and no efforts made to pay for more than 
5 years, and on this account were outlawed, and some were 
almost exactly like the Oberlin church, and I had a hard job 
to get the churches to assume these debts and try to pay 
and the C.E.S. had suddenly aroused to their duty and em- 
ployed a good Methodist Attorney to collect them, and he 
proposed to commence suit at once if the Trustee did not 
settle by giving their individua] notes, and a mortgage 
on the church property due in 5 years. I thoroghly invest- 
igated each case and the Jaw in thecase, and finaly persuad- 
ed the churches to assume the debts as oriyinaly made with- 
out individual responsibility, giving the church property for 
security, then told the Attorney what we would do, and he 
flatly refused till he found we knew our rights and would 
not be bluffed out of them, then concluded to write the C. 
E.Soc for instructions, and after cons derable corresponden- 
ce, convneed the Soc. that they were as much to blame and 
rather more we, for while it was beause of their goodness of 
heart that the claims had not been pressed, yet it gave the 
ones that made the debt and were securty for it a chance to 





_ repudate it, and these were the ones that should have paid 


the debts. at least to the amount of their pledges, and what 
they could to collect from other subscribers. At the dedi- 
cation these debts were ali provided for, and could have been 
collected if there had been the effort on the part of the Soc. 
urging the P.E, and the pastor and the Trustees, There has 
not been a year since the debts were made that somthing 
could not have been collected and this, though ever so little 
would have kept the debts good and I am not to blame for 
others neglect, neither are the present Pastors or Trustees 
and I would-not stand for others neglect, I asrured the C EB. 
Soc. that I would do all in my power to get the original clim 
but no more. they finaly yielded and they were all paid be- 
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fore my time was out on the Dist. and they could not have 
been collected by any proscess of law for they were oulawed 
_by statute of limitation and there wasno way to renew them 
but for the churches to voluntarily renew them and whileit 
was a hevy burden in many cases and unjust to the present 
membership who had no responsibility for the debt, and let 
others out that had made the debt and had pledged largely 
towards paying the debt, but they now refuse to pay any 
thing. this seemed the wisest way todo, but it does not ex- 
cuse the negligence of the past on the part of the C.E.Soc. 
in failing to collect their debts, or in keping them so they 
could be collectd by Jaw, for $1. paid within the last 5 years 
on each of theese would have renewed them and made them 
collectible by law, and the Soc. is to be censured for not hay- 
ing it done, the Trustees, and Pastors, and P.Es. are.to blame 
for not attending to the matter on each charge. There has 
not been a time when this could not have been done, or a suit 
commenced would have renewed the obligation, so there is 
no excuse but ignorance or negligence, but we paid them 

I had some peculiar experiences with these debts, the first 
that I knew about them was a notice from the C. E. Soc. 
that they would commence to collect the $500. loaned to a 
church on my Dist. which was to be paid in 5 annul pay- 
ments but all to become due when they failed to pay the in- 
_terest or principal when due, and the whole was now due 
and the interest not paid, they would accept the interest 
and one payment. if paid at once, but would be put off no 
longer. I persaded them to stop proceedings till Quar. M. 
and I would look into the matter and report. I found that 
the church had a donation of $250. and a loan of $500. and 
one of the Trustees had used the money in his business and 
funished lumber and workmen as suited him, and had put up 
a frame and roofed it and there stopped and was hiring the 
Presbyterian church for our service, and nothing being done 
on ours, and no general canv_ss for church building, and 
there was no intention of buiding at present. assured the - 
‘Trustees that the work must be commenced on the church at 
once and continued till completed or suit would be commen- 
ced at once, but if they completd the church at once and 
paid the intereis I would do mp best to have the C,E. Soe. 
to hold off payments another year, butcould not guarantee 





~ 
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that, but unless the interest was paid, and the building was 
pushed to completion the whole amount would be collected 
at once, they agreed to this, and Secretary wus instructed to 
send the interest the first mail. I wrote Sec. King what I 
found and what they had agrced to do, and urged that they 
be given time on their payments so they could complete the 
church. I said their security was ample but to crowd it now 
would ruin Methodism. They put off the paymentsas ask- 
ed, and the church was completed and papered with paper 
donated by Montgomery Ward and Co. of Kansas City, Mo 
and they sent enough to pay for pu'ing it on, but the class 
room was not sv it could be used and was needed and one of 
the Trustees who had suscibed $1C0. but had repuiated it on 
account of the way matters were run, offered to finish this 
off for his subscription, but they were depending on this to 
pay their $100. to the C.E.Soc. and yet knew they would be 
compelled to collect it by law, if they got it, and there was 
doubt about geting it. and sure of damage to the church 
and I persuded the Trustees to accept his offer, but had to 
assume the authority of the C.E.S and postpone the pay- 
ment for 5 years, so they would have only interest to pay 
for another year. I wrote Dr. King whatI had done and 
and receved his endorsment, with the caution not to do it 
again, which | promised, for I am sure another circumstan- 
ce will not occur like this, but under the same circumstanc- 
es I would do the same, i saved : good family to the church 
and a split in the church, and got the church completed and 
in the end the debt all paid before it was due. 

The church was dedicated by Bishop Moore and the debt 
all raised and enough more to put on steel ceiling. 

One debt was put in the hands of their Atty. for collect- 
ion and he noified the Trustees that he would be there at a 
‘date given, and that they must settle at that time or a suit 
would be commenced in the next term of court. The Trus- 
tees sent for me to be present, I found that there had been 
nothing paid and that it was outlawed by reason of no pay- 
ments having made in more than 5 years, and the original 
pledges given at the time of dedication could not be found 
and if found were outlawed for there had been no payments’ 
and no effort to collect. 1 finaly persuded the Trustees to 
assume the original debt as Trustees and give a mortgage on 
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the church for security to pay in 5 equal annual payments 
with interest at 6 per cent, but not to be personaly respon- 
ible for the debt, and when the Atty. came I told him what 
the church would do in the matter, but he would not accept 
anything but: the assuming of the whole debt includ ing all 
the back interest and giving notes that would hold each one 
responsible for the debt. I told him we had thorougly can- 
vassed the matter and our offer wus the best we could do. 
He said he would commence suit the next day if we did not 
comply. Iasked how long since the last payment, and he 
said there had never been cent paid and it was over 5 years 
past duc. I asked if he knew it was outlawed and he fired 
up in righteous indignation that a Methodist P E. would for 
a moment think of taking advantage of such a technicality to 
get rid of paying an honest debt that had been due for years 
and had not been paid bec use they had begged for more 
time, It looks like downright dishonesty, simply puting this 
off till outlawed and then cheat the Soc. out of their money 
shame on such a P.E.. we ought to have an honest man in 
place of one that will try to cheat one of the best Soc. in our 
church. I replied that I had nothing to do with puting off 
the payments for this was my first year on the Dist. and 
that the present Trustees were not in any way responsible 
for the debt, but kind hearedness, as you call it had per- 
mitted those that made the debt and had subsribed heavily 
towzres its payment, and had ample subsriptions to complet- 
ly pay the debt, to get out of paying their own pledges and 
all other susciptions they held were outlawed, and are lost. 
What you call kind heartedness is criminal ignorance or 
negligenc, and it has destroyed for us the amount of the 
debt, and also made them enemies of the church, or at least 
non supporters. If you think best to sue, do it and we will 
take advantage of the law and get a clear title, but if you 
wish to accept our offer we can settle at once, but there is 
no use in further talk, we have made our best offer. 
He finaly said he would wait instructions from the Soc 
I wrote Dr. King what the facts were and that we should 
stand for our rights if pressed, and that it was not using me 
right to try pressing these claims now when they had allow- 
ed them to go all through other administrtions without any 
effort to collect, and thus forfeiting their claims, and alsoour 
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ability to pay, for all these debts had been fully suscribed at 
dedication, and could have been collected if attended too. 

I assured him I would do all in my power to collect. this 
as promised if our terms were accepted, but if pressed we 
take advantage of the law and they could manage without 
any interferance by P E. if that was their wish, which seem- 
to have been the policy of the past, Our terms were ac- 
cepted and the debt paid before due. 

Another debt of $45). was due on the church at Dorance 
this had been prvided for when the church was dedcated, 
about 15 years before but not collected and 8 years ago it 
all suscribed again and never collected as I had feared when 
the pastor was moved, as [ stated at the time (see page 90 
Bunker Hill) There had been nothing done on the 
Dist. to look after church debts from the time I was put off 
the Dist. so far as Ican learn. The C.E.Soc. agreed to take 
$450. without interest if paid this year, and the Roman Cath. 
offered us $1,700. for it, and we could yet a better loc .tion 
donated and put up a building that would suit us better and 
have enough to pay the debt and we sold, but when we came 
pay there was a mortgage of $250. and interest for 15 years 
at 6 per cent if used for other purposes, and the Catholics 
would not pay till the mortgage was canceled, and the Trus. 


could not cancel it, and they phoned me at Paradise to get 


the mortgage canceled, I had no moreauthority than they 
I took for graanted that the Co. officer did not know it, so 
telephoned as follows, “J, A.N.See, P,E of the Ellsworth 
Dist. of the Meth. Ep. church of the N.W.Kan. Conf. for 
and in behalf of the C.E Soc. of the M.E. church. do hereby 
order canceled and released the mortgage held by them on 
the the M.E.church of Dorance, Kan.’’ and it was done and 
the money paid, and our new church was dedicated free of 
debt. l wrote Dr. King from Paradis, what I had 
done and asked his sanction te .ing him that unless paid that 
day the sale would have been Jost and they would have had 
to wait for their pay and I could see no certain prospect of 
ever geting it as it had been subscibed twice and nothing 
paid, and said see where this is sent from before answer- 
ing. He wrote “ | think it will be sufficient to say no more 
welcome message could have sent from Paradise than yours 
_ You did the right thing just us we would have done if we 
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had been there, when the new church is done the mortgage 
can be put on that.” One church had been aban- 
doned and lost so for as any record could be found, but a 
mortgage of $300. was on it, I found it after a long search 
and considerable correspondence, 4 miles N of Kanapolis in 
a settlement of foreigners, this had been a very prosperous 
class but every member had moved away and the church 
had been forgotten. I had it fastened up and pews taken 
to Kanapolis, and sold it for $225., the other $75. was charg- 
ed against the Conf. It was a big job to get all these 
claims adjusted, after they had lain so long and no effort to 
pay orcollect, I had no better chance to secure the pay- 
ments than others had before me, besides they had let them 
become outl wed, which made it much harder to raise them 
but I determined to see them collected, and they were all 
paid before my term was out. It should have been done be- 
fure. It ought to bea part of the record of every church 
at some Q.C. to show the condition of the church property 
and hold the administrator responsible for collection of the 
debts, at least for trying to collect so as to keep them alive. 
The following are the appointments, and official members 
from 1901 to !S07, though they were not all officials all the 
time, but I have ment to give all that were officials at all.

Pastor, (1-2) He was troubled with rheumstism, yet did 
good wark. He wanted to transfer to Neb and soon after 
Conf of 1903 he transfered, W.R. Allen, (3-4), He was a 
Superannuate (now retired) but was able for this work and 
and a much better preacher than this charge could hope to 
get ordinarily, He left for Creigoton, Ore. where he has a 
small home. B.F. Davis (4.5) He wasaL.P. and came to 
the work in the last half of the year but was hindered by his 
wifes illness. T. J. Nixon, (6) He was not a strong preach- 
er but very devoted to what he believed to be duty.

Hehas an exemplary family, all the children are church

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members and workers, but his wife has become partly insane 
and this hinders him in his work. His work was acceptable 
in spite of this. F'.D.Funk, (5-6), His family handicapped 
him as none were church workers, and some Were a disgrace 
to the community. His wifeand daughter wereaway in the 
hospital much of the time. An addition was built to the 
parsonage, and well put down. Officials- J C.McDer- 
mot, A.E.Weigley, G.W. and Mrs. Norris, S.Grizzell, U.S. 
Mrs. Hardton, Ida Garman, E.Prager, [.Fairbarren, H.A. 
C. and H. Hartman, W.Groshart, E. and B.Mathews. 
lt was a loyal Board of official members. 
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ELLIS-- Pastors- J.F.Johnson, (1-2), His family 
was a hinderance to him. His children did not attendchurch 
and his wife was a fault finder. He was not popular and did 
but little good. JC Helmick. (8-5), He added to the pars- 
onage another story and made it a very good home, he also 
built a fine church which was dedicated by Dr. B.Kelley of 
Topeka, Sister Heimick was deranged part of the time and 
took up much of his time. Conference was to beheld at Ell- 
is but had to be changed on her account, and by invitation 
we went Jewell. H.H.Bowen, (6), He did some good work 
and was quite popular. Wehad a good Epworth League 
Conventicn there in which 14 young people consecrated them 
selves to the misionary work when God shall call them. It 
was a great Convention and also a great Ministerial Asso- 
ciation in connection with it.

He succeeded in building a 
fine church at a cost of $12,000., and it is one of the finest in 
the Conf. Several of the holiness members withdrew their 
subscriptions. Brother Helmick stood the abuse of the 
holiness faction. because he would nut favor their extreme 
views, but he worked and prayed, and kept sweet, and con- 
tinued to preach holiness, and live it, and the church is a 
monument to his good sense and labor, and holy life. He 
was selected for this work becave he was an outspoken pro- 
fessor of holiness, and preached clearly and strong and I be- 
lieved lived it daily, and was swect about it. He was not 
the best preacher that I could have sent here, for the ablest 
preacher in Conf. came to me and literally begged for the 
place and I was very anxious to give it to him, for I remem- 
bered when I was down and out and he was P.E, and could 
have given me a place near my home where I could have at- 
tended toit but another got it, and once he asked me to take 
a piace which [accepted and before the close of Conf. he 
gave it to another, and it pained me that I could no give him 
this but I knew he would fai! here and I hoped Brother Hel- 
mick would succeed and did not think any one else I knew 
could. He was a grand success here, and from this church 
he was buried, and'! was permitted to attend his funeral.

We got a better 
man for the place though the German work had to be given 
up. Brother McKeever succeeded in geting the parsonage 
finished and paid for, though it was all useless expense. 
Brother Dunham could not divide the church here though: 
he'did sow dissension, but had very small following, and 
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was sent back the second year, though the church protest- 
ed, but it was the best we could make of the case, for the 
church would bei loyal, we thought, and he would do less 
liarm here than any where we could send him. Thechurch 
was very much hurt at his return, but stood his abuse and 
did their duty loyally.

He was very well liked at every point, but his family not 
coming made some inquiry but caused no scandall, but he 
was finaly accused by a young lady of geting his arm out of 
place while riding in a buggy with her, and he soon got word 
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from a place that he was wanted to take charge of a school 
and he left suddenly and has not been head from, I think. 

Brother Johnson was pastor at Ellis but they thought 
they could spare him part of the time, and he had been the 
pastor there before so it was aranged for him to give one 
Sunday a month to Sh. Sp. tiil Conf. He kept the church 
alive and that was about all.

Meeting 
here at that time but omitted the sacramental service, which 
I think was a mistake, for | believe the President would 
have enjoyed it. | 

Brother Baker took charge about the first of July, He . 
was a poor preacher, and did but little visiting. His excuse 
for not studying was sore eyes but that did not keep him 
from visiting, | think it was laziness, I employed him ‘the 
second year by request of the church, but he left on account 
of his eyes, and it was no great loss. 

Brother Griffeth fi'led out the year and the next year, 
and married the daughter of Rev. Orchard. He also purch- 
ased the Congrgationalist church and parsonage at Wallace 
where they had a prosperous society while this was a divis- 
ion station of the U.P. R.R. but when this was moved the - 
membership moved away so they could not keep up the 
service here with no help from a church near enough to give 
part support and have part of the service; our circuit sys- 
tem together with our itinerancy make it possible for us to 
supply these weak places with partial service, and as they 
are able to support more, increase theservice. The parson- 
age was sold for enough to pay the whole cost and the com- 
munity have church services, and we have a church worth 
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$2,000. and the prospct of a self suporting work. 

Brother Odell changed the pocr, little disgraceful pars- 
onage into a fine roomy home at Sh. Spngs. but left it to be 
paid for by his successor, and yet he did a good thing.

was not an extreme holiness preacher. He lived a good life, - 


and preached a sound, sane Gospel, and did a good work. 

_ Brother Kukn had a large family of small, unruly. chil- 
dren, and a wife that did not contro] them, and it took much 
of his time to help in house wo.k and care ofthe children. 
and then complained that the church would not pay him so 
could hire help to’ do the work in the house and let the fam- 
ily live in idleness. Said he couidnot support so largea fam- 
ily on such a small salary, and seemed to ihink he was do- 
ing the church a great favor in bringing a large family to 
them to tear down the parsonage and make trouble generaly 

The church did not feel responsible for his large and fasi 
increasing family that was no help buta hinderance to the 
church work. He finaly got a chance to transfer tothe Kan. 
Conf. and left at Conf. but after a few years returned. 
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Brother Schermerhorn was a good man and strong preach- 
er and was raised here, and very popular with church mem- 
bers and outsiders before he went into the ministry and is 
still popular with all classes, no one could fill his place in 
the minds of the people. He did grand work in the League 
at home anid for the District, he was sent to India as a mis- 


sionary, and we gave him $100, to buy a Typewriter and Mim- 


eograph and send us reports from his work. I requested the 
Leages of District to send contributions to me for that pur- 
pose and what they lacked ] supplied. He recomended 
Brother Snapp of the S. W. Kan. and we got him, by geting 
the writien consent of every P. E. in both Conferences and 
two Bishops and got him on the ground so that he preached 
the Sunday after Brother Schermerhorn jeft making contin- 
uous servicesand no brack, Brother Snapp did splendidly. 
He says I am responsible for his going to College. At 
his fathers’ house I talked to him and gave him a card 
with my picture on one side and on the other the K. W. U. 
and said I hoped he would go there, and he then first deter- 
todo so. He went through College and through Evan-. 
ston. It takes but little at the right time to change a child 
life. We ought to watch for opportuities and use them.

Summary for the 6 years on the District. 





I have traveled about 100,600 miles in my work on the 
District in the 6 years. 75,000 was by Rail and the 25,000 
was by privateconveyance. This has been of various kinds. 
1 have been taken by pastors with some of the finest teams 
Kansas can boast of, and some not so fine, have rode in all 
kinds of conveyances that were in use at the time, such as 
Carts, Wagons, Buggies, Hand Cars, and once road 
about 2 rods on a barbed wire fence, this was not a success 
but never undertook to ride in an Auto that would not go 
when it ought to. Through all the Lord has brought me 
safe, though one time | was thrown under the cars so far 
that I would have been caught only that the train was mov- 
ing very slow and I crawled out but strained me so I had 
to be helped in and out of the bugyy in going from place to 
place in my work for several months. 16 new churches 
have been built and $11,000. subscribed for another, the 
foundation of which will be laid Sunday after Conf. closes, 
We have built or purchased 6 parsonages, and 4 more have: 
been remodeled and enlarged, We have paid on church prop- 
erty $62,000. and have $11,000. in good subscriptions, We 
increased pastors salaries 61 per cent, We have increased 
membership 1.157, Salaries have been more promptly and 
more fully paid, and more efficient service has been render- 
ed by pastors. The number of tithers have incresed which 
I have constantly urged, and as these have increased the 
_ spirituality of the church has increased. The churchCollect-' 
ions have increased, Am.Bibie Soc. from$9.. to $62. Bishops 
from $100, to $200. Conf. Claim’s ‘from $140. to $570. 
Education from $140. to $665. _We were asked for $3,500. 
for Endowment for K.W.U. and raised $16,400. © for Miss- 
fons -we increased from $624. to $2,934. and with the Indian 
Jubilee of $1,455. make a total of $4,389. In addition we. 
have sent one of our best workers to India as a missionary 
and gave him a Typewriter and Mimeograph to send us. re-. 
porrts of their work.. I had only missed 2 appointments in 
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the District and them on account. of ‘the conveyance that 


{ depended on to take me failing me, till the last quarter of- 
the last year, when I was confined te my room for several 
weeks and the brethren held the Iast'10 quarterly meetings . 
for me. and did itcheerfully and well. My6 years on the 
District have been prosper ous. From next to the lowest in 
the Conference we have risen to the first place. The breth- 
ren have been faithful ‘and loyal and all feel greatful for the 
increase. 


President Rvuosevelt at Sharon Springs 





The visit of President Roosevelt tomy Q. M. at Sharon 
Springs in May 1908 was one to be long remembered. 

“The President did not come to Sharon Springs because of 
my Q,M. neither was the Q. M, heid hecause of his coming 
but his coming had been p‘an ned months before, and so had 
my Q. M. and while I knew of his visit when I made my 
plan and could have had it a week or two earlier or as‘much 
later without. materialy affecting my work, and if it had 
been necessary would have done so, yet it was held just- at 
time I would have held it if he had tot be:en coming at all. 

His stop at S,&. was because his train would get there at 


_ bed time Saturday night, and it would be: a quiet place to 


spend Sunday, and for this [ honor him. 

In my report to Conference the March before I made the 
announcement that the President would spend Sunday here 
at the time of my Q. M. and tried to get the Bishop to hold: 
it and meet the President, butfailed. Idid get a Superan- 


nuate from Wisconsin that was highly reccommended by the 


Bishop to agree to go and stay till after the Q. M. but he’ 
ie stayed one Sunday, and left. the town without a preach- 
A committee of politizians undertook to run the serv- — 
we and have a big blow out. They sent to Kan, City: and © 
got a big tent. and arran ged: for special trains to bring crow- 
ds from East and West to see the President, and engaged 
Dr. Carter of the first Preaby:erian church of Kan. City to’ 
preach, but. as soon as the President hered: of it he sent a - 
telegram that unless he could have 4 quiet Sabbath at S. 8, “i 
hewould go where he could, and they sent the tentback and: 
ealled off the extra trains and no tifijed him, and wired Dr.’ 
Carter not to come. 1 did’not know till in the night that. 
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they had telegraphed Dr. Carter not to come, and was.de- 
pending on him to preach tomorrow but ‘T said we will have - 
the services just the same. Our church was the only place 
in town fit to hold service, and this was being papered and 
was not done when I came on Saturday cvening, and they 
said it could not be. done for services tomorow, | said it 
must be. done or we will use it as.itis, for we will have serv- 


‘ices here tomorrow, finished or unfinished. and that it could - 


be done if all would take hold, and they did, and we had it 
finished and cleaned out a little before midnight. I had ex- 
pected Dr. Carter to preach and had exerted my utmost to 
get the church ready and had given no thought to preaching 
till late in the night when | learned they had notified Dr, 
Carter not to come, and the committee said the President 
will not come to the church, | said | believed he would and 
that whether he came or not there woued be: services here 
at the usual time, and Sunday School also and requested the 
Choir to arrange for the music, and we would expect the 
President, and we arranged for him, and then retired to rest 
and planned for to morrow the best 1 could on the expecta- 
that I would have to preach, but the telegram to Dr. Cartor 
was not delivered and he came on the morning train and I in- 
vited him to preach which he cheerfully agreed to do.. He 
came for the express purpose of preaching before the Presi- 
dent. and I had made no such preparation, and it was a great 
relief ta me. If the meeting had been in the tent heor the 
committe wounld have been in charge, but being in our, 
chureh I took charge.

I arranged reserved seats for the Presiden- 
ial party, and promptly at 11 o’rlock they entered the 
church and were seated and the congregation all joined in 
singing the Doxology and Brother Stevens invoked the di- 
blessing and Dr. Carter read a Seripture lesson and lead in 
prayer, and after singing Dr. Carter preached a fine sermon — 
to which the President gave close attention, and at the close 
we sang America, and the President joined heartily in all 
the singing.

He laughed with that broad 
rood natured, open laugh. which he only can make, and ex- 
cused. himself because of so much secular speaking... be-. 
lieve if 1-had said | will give you an appointment at our 
church tonight he would have accepted it and woul have giv- » 
en us an address worth remembering, but. my thoughts are. 
too slow, and will never know what we missed... I saw re-. 
céntly that he would have ‘united with our church but. that 
some would say he did it for popularity, It may be: . that 
what he said was a fact ins‘ed of,a joke. . 

.._In-the afternoon a young badger was presented to him. 
an photographer asked permission to take a photograph 
and the President said “Wait till I get the badger fixed’’. 
and he smoothed the hair and fixed him in his arms and said 
‘Shoot away’. He got a very good picture, and I got: one, 
that is a good likeness of the President as good a picture of . 
the-badger as willbe found. Two girls about 12 years old; 
were standing in the aisle near the President at the church . 
and:he moyed.over and invited them into his seat and shar-. . 
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his hymna] with them and they all sang from the same book 
and at the close he sought an introduction to them and 
thanked them for their singing and advised them to allways 
attend church and take part in the services. As we were 
standing near his car he noticed two little girls whispering 
to their father and the President inquired what they wanted 
and when toid he took and showed them all through his car 
and others with them. This was a ‘great day for Sharon 
Springs. Enjoyed by a!!, and by none seemingly more than 
the President. He said he had enjoyed it very much. Said 
he despised the pomp and parade of official position but lov- 
ed the free quiet life of the Wext. The President invited 
Dr. Clark and myself to call at his car after evening service 
and we spent pleasant half hour with him, and thanked him 
for the honor he had confered on us by spending the Sabbath 
with us and also by atiending our church services, and by 
the hearty hand shake, and he said it was a great pleasure 
to him, that he had enjoyed the quiet of the place and the 
worship.

They as- 
sessed my’ Dist. several hundred dollars more than our per-- 
tion and I wrote them: but they thought they:knew best. 
‘ insisted upon their assessment as sent and .that we would: - 


. suffer in our grades if we did. not meet their assessments. 


I wrote back that I would not aceept them nor distribute ‘3 
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them and I had instrueted the Pastors to pay no attention 
to them if they were sent tothem. We were placed in @ 
low grade by the com. and the next year they sent out their 
apportionments and we: were in a very low grade and as in- 
dication of what we would get in the future sf we did not 
adopt their assessment. I has asked the Bishop and the 
Missionary Secretary about that Com. and neither knew 
any thing about them and we had taken the amountas sent 
to us by the Miss. Sect. and divided it to the Dists,and we 
made the amount for each charge ignoring that speial Com. 
and I wrote them I would distribute none of their circulars 
and if sent to the charges I had ordered them burned, That 
we had made the apportionment according to the Discipine 
and would make no change, but would raise mere money 


for the cause than their plan would and more equitable, and 


that I knew more abont my Dist. and its abilty than any 
Com. in N.Y. and if I did not I was not fittobe. P.E. ~~ 
Many things had to be taken into consideration that no 
one knew anyting about but one on the ground. I never did 
yield and never got credit for what we te have done on the 
Dist, but we raised the Dist. from‘ next to the lowest in the 
Conf, to the highest, inspiteof ban of the Com. I never 
complained that they asked too much of us but that it was 
not equitable as with that askeé of others and that their 
division to the different charges was not equitable. I believe 
being fair and giving credit where it justly belongs. I went 
according to Discipline and that is our higest law, If it is 
wrong change it. That Com. had no right to make these 
apportionments and it was not fair. In the6 years We in- 
creased our Missionary collections from $664. to $2,954. and 
when we add the amount of the India Jubilee we raised the 
toual of $4,389. this last ycar. which is much more than was 
asked of us, but not more than we ought to do, and yet I 
felt somewhat proud to reach ‘the head in the Conference.

rectly, or indirectly, but that I hoped they would continue. 


to:send as liberal supplies to the District as they couldand 
I would gladly assist in any way I ceuld in the matter. 
Many were comfortably clothed by them that would have 
‘suffered otheerwise. Some got new suits for the whole 
family one got a new fur overcoat. Somtimes there were 
things sent with good intent. that were worthless, magazin- 
es, were worthless, as every Pastor had plnty of good read. 
mg. A lady in Boston in her goodness of heart steamed open 
quite a number of envelopes that had been used and turned 
them wrong side out and pasted them over and sent them 
to Elder Loekwood for his Preachers, stating she had no 
doubt they would be very gladof them. She wrote her 
letter on scraps of paper that she had picked up, and said 


she had in that way saved considerable money to give for . 


charitable causes. She probably thought it true but prob- 
ably never used $5. worth of writing paper in her life, and 
not-likely half that amount, but she thougt she was saving 


a greatdeal for charity. What she had saved was throwed 


away. but there was a yood intention shown in all these. 

Some of our ministers could not have been comfortable 
without aid most of them would have stuck to their work 
and suffered, for the Master, if needbe.. Many times our 


ministers were the only ministers in a whole County that 
stuck to their work. While the gifts received kept them 


from actual suffering, yet most families would have felt 
that the supply was very meager, mueh less than the aver- 
age would require for necessary support, and this was of- 
ten divided among their poorer members. 

There was one very good and successfuful Pastor that 
believed the Lord had promised to supply his necds, and he 
did not think he would be trusting the Lord as he shouldif 
he got provisions without the money to pay for them, and 
he told me at one Q. M. that he and his family had actually. 
gone hungry for several meals becausse they had no food, 
and yet a merchant across the the street offered him all he 


==. needed but he was puting the Lord to the test, at Q. M. he 


bought a bottle of figs and ate them up before dinnerwith 


a Bs money paid in because he liked them, and he had during the 


: 4 quarter gone in debt for a buggy, and ‘I talked to him aout 
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his foolish way of testing the Lord, and advised him to use 
commonsense, and get the things the family needed as far 
as possible, but go in debt for.necessitiee only, and use his 
buggy till he had resonable prospect to pay for it, and} not 
use his monny for olives till he had provided necsities, and 
said if he would do this he would have no need of testing 
the Lord. I said God holds youresponsible for the sup pert 
of your family but not for a nicer buggy. For the neces- 
saries you can trust God and buy on credit as well as your 
members who pledge your salary on the prospect of what 
will raise on their farms. This is not reckless extravigance 
but is justifiable confidence. I would not for a mo- 
ment advise going in debt for finery or luxuries but only for 
absolute necessities. I feardebts. They always eome due 
and many times when it is inconvenient to meet them. 

One Christmas I said I greet you in the name of -Him 
has said “Go ye into all the world, and preach the Gospel to 
every creature’ ‘and lo lam with you always.” Obey your 
marching orders. Preach not only to those that eometo you 
on Sunday but go after those that stay away and try to win 
them. The Master preached to 1 as well as to the multi- 
tude. Nichodemus came to him, He went to the woman of 
Samaria, and to each He gave what was needed. He called 
the 12 1 by 1. Hand picked fruit keeps better than that 
which is shaken from the trees. Sosoulsthat are sought 
and won by Pastoral visiting give more promise of faithful- 
ness than those that are brought ia by special revival meth- 
ods. Have revivals but do not wait for them to come te 
the revival, but go to their homes and by their firesides 
tell them of Jesus and His power tosave. You may win 
them there, if not.they will be more likely to come to the 
revival, and much more likely to be saved. Win them any 
way you can and any time you can, but win them.

Your announcements for meetings under the 
auspices of the Holiness Association, are entirely out of my 
hands, Of course every Pastor on the District is expected 
to attend to his own work and such meetings as the church - 
and District arranges, [ hope these meetings will not inter- 
fere with our own church Meetings. Do not attempt to hold 
meetings were the Pastor is not first consulted and approves 
it. It will more harm than good. As an Association you 
are independent of our church, but as Ministers you will be 
under the jurisdiction of theDiscipline. The cause of Ho- 
liness will not be advanced by going contrary to the church 
vows. I can not give the power I do not possess. I can not 
give authority for one preacher to hold meetings inanother 
charge if the Pastor objects. (See Disc. Par. 283.). I wish 
every member of the church had the experience of perfect 
love, or Scriptual Holiness, and am anxious that they sha!l 
have it, but I believe the most snuecesful way to bring it to 
_passis to work in our own church and not outside of it. I 
believe that with the amout of money and labor expended 
in the old fashioned Camp Meeting under the control of our
